neck-in-neck in some precincts. Ilei- 
nold ullimately came out on top w ith 
2,222 to Worthen's 2.0911 

Evans noted that through his hid 
last year for a seat on the hoard, 
townspeople came to know him, and 
ultimately, cast their ballots for him 
this year. His hours of campaigning 
and talking with voters, said Evans, 
finally paid off, 

"There was a general desire [a- 
mong voters) to hear more talk 
about education in the campaign, 
and on the School Commitfoe” said 
Evans. He also noted that residents 
told him throughout the campaign 
that they were looking for a balance 
of ideas on the board. 

Heinold squeaked out a win for the

Three candidates making their 
first bids for elected tow'n hoards 
sealed up wins at the polls Tuesday, 
and one incumhent was left out in 
the cold. 

(Jerard Polcari of Lantern Lane 
topped lh(* ticket for the Board of 
Selectmen with 2.884 of the total 
4^294 vote.s. earning him an overall 
87 percent. Selectmen Chairman 
William O’Leary slid into the second 
spot on that hoard with 2,085, and 49 
percent of the vote. 

Two was the charm for James 
Evans, who in his second bid for a 
School Committee ,s ■at. won the 
majority of votc.s at 59 percent 


Then he added. "Voters have a ten 
dency to sit back and take for 
granted that you will bv re-elected, 
w'hereas voters for a new candidate 
know they have to turnout” But all 
in all. O’Leary proclaimed, “We re a 
little tired, but happy. ' 

"I’d like to thank the voters of 
Winchester, my wife. Cheryl, my 
campaign workers, hut mostly w'c'd 
like to thank the voters in town for 
reaffirming that we’ve done a good 
job for the last three years." said 
O’Leary. 

However, incumbent Selectman 
Robert Deering was the odd man out 
in the race, losing his bid for rc- 
elecfion to a third term. Deering 
pulled out 1.848 votes when all the 
precincts had reported 


“Two things affected the race; a 
low turnout and (the fad) that Pol 
cari voters only cast one vote," said 
Deering. "I think if there was a 
bigger turnout it w'ould have* been 
different," said Deering. He cre¬ 
dited Polcari’s campaign organiza¬ 
tion with the good showing. 

Deering has served on the hoard 
for six years and says he has no 
regrets “I think people appreciated 
my work on the board." “I’m still a 
Town Meeting member, so I will still 
have a voice in town affairs." he 
added. 

In the School Committee race. 
Evans pulled the first spot by a w ide 
margin, while Heinold and 
Lawrence Wort hen battled it out in 
the race for the second seat, running

of (he total. Jerilyn Heinold, in her 
first bid for town office, secured the 
second spot on the school board with 
2,222 votes. 52 percent of the lolal. 

Candidates were receiving vote 
tallies just minutes after the polls 
closed, and clear winners were pro¬ 
jected within the first hour. Celebra¬ 
tions were going full tilt across town 
on election night. 

Polcari. who walked away with 
the biggest margin of victory, was 
celebrating with friends and suppor¬ 
ters Tuesday night. 

"It was fantastic," said Polcari, 
“It was a good race, w'ell organized. 
We had support from all over the 
town” 

"Honestly, w'e really didn’t expect 
this big of a win." Polcari added. "1 


thought I had a fairly good 
shot ... The toughest thing in the 
w’orld is to go up against two 
incumbents." 

Polcari noted that residents told 
him throughout the campaign pro- 
ce.ss that they were "looking for 
change, someone who was willing to 
listen to them, and work with them” 

O'Leary w'as equally pleased with 
the support he received townwide. 
"I’m very happy with how we did," 
.said incumbent Selectman O’Leary 
follow’ing his successful re-election 
to the Board of Selectmen. 

O’Leary pointed to the fact that 
challenger Polcari ran a "hard 
race,’’ to explain his sw'eeping all 
eight precincts. O’Leary adds, "It’s 
different running as an incumbent ” 


Voter turnout is low

Only a handful of contested 
races on the ballot translated into 
a lackluster showing at the polls, 
with only 31 percent of registered 
voters easting ballots in Winches¬ 
ter’s Town Election Tuesday. 

.According to Town Clerk Caro¬ 
lyn Ward, the 31 percent showing 
W'as reminiscent of voter turnout 
of the past. “It’s similar to pre- 
Proposilion 2':; turnout." said 
Ward in an interview Wednesday 
morning following the election. 

She noted that when other bal¬ 
lot questions accompany a tow'ii 
election ballot, more people are 
generally draw'n to the polls. 


“We seem to get a much larger 
turnout when an override ques¬ 
tion appears on the ballot." said 
Ward. 

Overall, the night was a suc¬ 
cess for many candidates, and for 
the staff at the Town Clerk’s 
office, as well. Ward says her 
election aides once again pulled 
through a long night with flying 
colors. "Everyone did a fine 
job. " said Ward. 

In addition. Ward said the task 
of counting up aliscntee ballots 
was performed at each precinct 
station. Those 129 ballots were 
then transferred to the Town 
Clerk’s office and added to the 
final tallies.

More informa- 
tiOB Is available at the Reference 
Desk. 

As another benefit of network 
membership, the Winchester Public 
Library is now offering the General 
Periodicals Index as an option on 
selected Public Access Catalog ter¬ 
minals in the Reference and Child¬ 
ren’s rooms. If you select this option. 


you will be able to search for articles 
in more than 1,000 magazines. Arti¬ 
cles that are not in the Winchester 
Public Library’s collection can be 
easily obtained through a newly 
established fax arrangement with 
the Wellesley Free Library, a sub 
regional library. Articles can be 
searched by subject headings or by 
keyword, using the same search ele¬ 
ments as in the Public Access 
Catalog.

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Board reappoints 
Matarese to ZBA

With the number of candidates for 
appointed seats on town boards 
again outnumbering the seats avail¬ 
able, selectmen were able to pick 
and choose. 

Selectmen voted unanimously at 
their March 30 session to reappoint 
Zoning Board of Appeals member 
Ann Matarese as a regular member 
of that board. Her term will expire 
March 31, 1995. 

Selectmen agreed Matarese 
brings a balance to the board, which 
regularly deals with the law. and 
people. 

“She’s willing to listen to people,’’ 
said Selectman Stephen Powers, 
“she adds a good element to the 
committee.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
agreed. “One of the most important 
factors of a ZBA member is to listen 
and act fairly,” he said. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken added 
his endorsement as well. “It’s all 
been said. She’s fair, she works 
hard, and I’m glad she reapplied.” 

In recent weeks, a ZBA decision 
regarding the signage at the new 
Dunkin’ Donuts shop on Main Street, 
had sparked some debate between 
the town’s business community and 
selectmen, who regularly appoint 
members to the board. 

At issue is the process by which a 
sign for the donut shop was rejected 
by the ZBA. After an original meet¬ 
ing with the ZBA, the donut shop 
owner was told that approval of the 
petition was contingent on the height 
and location of the sign. However, at 
a subsequent ZBA meeting, the plan 
for the sign was shot down entirely, 
with members citing a bylaw 
enacted in 1988. ZBA members said 
at the time the bylaw had been 
overlooked in the previous session. 

At a March 19 Chamber of Com¬ 
merce breakfast meeting. Chamber 
Executive Director Catherine Ale¬ 
xander asked candidates for select¬ 
men to consider carefully their 
appointments to the board. She said 
the mix-up with the donut shop was 
not an isolated case. 

At that meeting. Selectman 
Robert Deering told members of the 
business community that the Board 


of Selectmen must appoint qualified 
candidates who will uphold the zon¬ 
ing bylaws and consider how the 
applicants arc handled throughout 
the process. 

Deering reiterated that point at 
selectmen’s March 30 session. He 
noted that the petitioners must feel 
they have been “treated fairly ’ 

“With Ann there. 1 think that has 
happened. ” he said. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary added his support of Matar¬ 
ese as well, and noted. “The Board 
of Selectmen is flattered to have [ the 
numl)er of 1 qualified candidates that 
have applied.” 

The board currently consists of 
regular members Chairman Virgi¬ 
nia Hoefling; John Frokos and 
Matarese. Alternate members are 
Nancy Dingman and Matthew 
l.ynch. 

Other appointments 

Selectmen also appointed three 
members to the Council on Aging 
(COA), incumbent Dr. Donald 
McLean, incumbent Margie Kalt 
and Daniel Ladd. 

For the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion, incumbent Edward Barker was 
reappointed as well as Richard Mag¬ 
gie, a builder. 

Selectman Powers said Maggie 
could bring a new perspective to the 
board, and added the board already 
consists of three attorneys. 

Selectmen also appointed Thomas 
Raphael to the Town Forest Com¬ 
mittee for a term to expire March 31. 
1995. 

The three-member committee 
advises the Department of Public 
Works and the Board of Selectmen 
on the care and maintenance of the 
Town Forest. 

Raphael, who resides at the corner 
of Grove and Sussex streets, said he 
and his family regularly walk the 
trails of the forest. 

H. Rushton Harwood was returned 
to his position as Republican Regi¬ 
strar of Voters. His term will expire 
March 31, 1995. Registrars register 
voters, certify nomination papers 
and petitions, process absent voter 
applications and administer election 
recounts.

Citing a lack of parishioners, 
Mark Washburn, pastor of the 
Winchester Baptist Church, has 
closed down his ministry in 
Winchester. 

“I don’t think people have a desire 
to follow this ministry,” said Wash¬ 
burn in a recent interview with the 
Star. 

The church was founded in Sep¬ 
tember. 1990, and held services at 
Oil Main Street in Winchester. 
According to Washburn, the 
W'inchester Baptist Church was 
affiliated with the Baptist Bible Fel¬ 
lowship and was an independent 
Baptist church conservative in 
theology. 

However, despite 70 to 75 visitors 
over the past year and a half. Wash¬ 
burn says the church was not draw¬ 
ing a regular crowd of followers. In 
the end. Washburn said the church 
had no parishioners to speak of. 

Washburn had also sponsored an 
array of speakers at the church in 
recent months, but said the audience 
for these lectures numbered 10 or 12 
people. “There was no interest in the 
community,” he added. 

“It’s a situation where the Lord 
was not (in support ofl continuing 
this ministry,” said Washburn. 

The Winchester Baptist Church 
came to be known as the new Baptist 
church in Winchester, differentiat¬ 
ing it from the First Baptist Church 


in Winchester, which is located at 90 
Mt. Vernon Street.

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Subcommittee sees 
little interest in 
vacant school space 


/-Sitting members retire-

Should the School Committee 
decide to close a school, a subcom¬ 
mittee says there might not be a long 
list of takers for the space. 

That was one conclusion drawn by 
the Alternate Use Subcommittee 
(AUS) in a discussion of its prelimin¬ 
ary report to the School Committee 
on March 24. The final report of the 
AUS will be available within two 
weeks. 

The AUS. charged with evaluating 
any possible reuses for school build¬ 
ings either by a town department or 
by the community, was comprised of 
a representative of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board and 
other community groups, 

Selectman Steven Powers said 
that AUS found the greatest need for 
a vacant school building to be for the 
centralization of the Recreation 
Department, currently housed at the 
Lynch Elementary School. The com¬ 


mittee studied whether the depart¬ 
ment could be housed at the former 
Mystic School, now leased by the 
Faith Fellowship Church, according 
to Powers. 

However Powers noted ‘‘very 
little demand for the school build¬ 
ings” in beginning his report of the 
subcommittee’s findings. He said 
the real estate boom of the 1980s was 
not likely to be repeated and there¬ 
fore the committee should give 
‘‘stronger weight to neighborhood 
and community needs.” According 
to Powers, a questionnaire on possi¬ 
ble uses for the school buildings 
yielded few responses. 

A summary of the reports states 
that beyond the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s need, ‘‘There is very little 
demand for school buildings, and the 
potential liability with vacant build¬ 
ings is great.” The AUS recom¬ 
mended “excessing,” or opening for 
lease to a private party, buildings 
that would not be in use. 

According to Powers, AUS studied

the Mystic School with an eye tow¬ 
ard housing the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment there. Also, the feasibility of 
converting the Lincoln Elementary 
School to elderly housing was con¬ 
sidered. Ambrose and Vinson Owen 
elementary schools were also stud¬ 
ied. The specific project of renovat¬ 
ing Lincoln, Powers termed “a 


Gables-type project” in terms of 
expense. 

However, the subcommittee also 
recommended that a new reuse com¬ 
mittee be established once the 
School Committee determines which 
school would be available for 
another use. 


Rte. 3 neighbors okay repaving plan

Neighbors fell in behind a plan to 
repave Wainwright and Surrey 
roads but asked Planning Board 
members to use their clout to solve 
pedestrian problems in the area. 

The Planning Board proposed the 
article to come before Spring Town 
Meeting that advocates amending a 
covenant between the Green Com¬ 
pany, developers of the Ledges on 
Cambridge Street, and the town. The 
covenant amendment would call for 
the Green Company to use for the 
repaving a $20,0(X) letter of credit, 
originally slated for traffic light 
plans at the intersection of Wainw¬ 
right Road and Cambridge Street 
near the Winchester/Woburn line. 

The $20,000, which was a linkage 
deal with the town, has been rolled 
over annually since the covenant 
was first drawn up in 1982 with 
Sachem Woods, the original 
developer. 

The amendment asks that the 
funds be used to “resurface a por- 


April Fool’s 
Day origins 

Prior to the adoption of the Gre¬ 
gorian calendar in 1564, when April 
became the fourth month of the 
year, April Fool’s Day was cele¬ 
brated as the first of the year or the 
New Year in cultures as diverse as 
the Roman and the Hindu.

tion of the public way of Wainwright 
Road, from a point 600 feet from 
Cambridge Street and extending 
approximately 900 feet northerly to 
Red Coach lane; and a portion of the 
public layout of Surrey Road 
approximately 600 feet southeaster¬ 
ly from Wainwright Road.” 

According to Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia, a proposal that called for 
traffic lights at the intersection of 
Wainwright Road and Cambridge 
Street floundered due to problems 
obtaining land from the Star Market 
complex and the myriad complexi¬ 
ties involved in installing lights on 
property located in Winchester, but 
on the Woburn city line. 

Several neighbors in attendance at 
the hearing initially voiced their 
objections to the repaving project 
and said the money could be used to 
directly improve the Wainwright 
Road intersection. 

Ledges resident Philip Spergel 
asked the board to think about 
pedestrian traffic instead of repav¬ 
ing, which could be accomplished 
with general town funds. 

‘‘I’ve seen young children walk 
across there and almost get picked 
off,” said Spergel. 

Another Ledges resident, Christo¬ 
pher Righter, asked if the Planning 
Board was aware of a long-range 
study being done in the Rte. 3 
corridor. 

“We’re delighted to say the state 


has recognized I Rte. 3A1 as a ‘reg¬ 
ional transportation priority’, ” said 
Planning Board member Donna 
D’Agostino. D’Agostino represents 
the board on the Massachusetts 
Area Planning Council (MAPC) and 
reported that a seven-month study 
would be undertaken by the state. 
Although no start date is currently 
available on the study, D’Agostino 
noted that Rtes. 3 and 3A. which 
span several towns, would be stud¬ 
ied in an attempt to clear up serious 
traffic problems. 

In addition, Ciarcia reminded the 
neighbors that town money to 
repave the road was in short supply 


due cuts of the State’s Chapter 90 
budget. Chapter 90 funds are state 
funds available to cities and towns 
for road work. 

Ciarcia said that the article does 
not mean there will never be a 
traffic light in the area. He said the 
decision to repave both Wainwright 
and Surrey roads involved using the 
$20,000 in an efficient manner. 

“One of the main reasons is that 
[Wainwright Road] took a bit of a 
beating [when it was] as an access 
road.” said Ciarcia, referring to use 
of the road by trucks during con¬ 
struction of the Ledges.

second seat on the School 
Committee. 

“I’m happy. I was really pleased 
with how my campaign went," said 
Heinold, “The community decided 
and they came out in force to sup¬ 
port education,” she added 

Asked if she had faced an uphill 
battle in terms of name recognition. 
Heinold said, “Some people thought 
that I did. But, my campaign mana¬ 
ger and I thought we had that under 
control early on because of my 
involvement in Advocates for 
Winchester Education and other 
community activities." 

Heinold said that her campaign 
manager did a “flawless job" in 
running her campaign and that she 
was heartened by the many people 
who came out to support her. 

Worthen, who was edged out for a 
seat with 2,099 votes, said he felt he 
delivered his message to voters, 
despite his loss. “I stated my posi¬ 
tion quite clearly, said what I 
believe, and the voters made thp 


choice," he said. 

However. Worthen said a low vot¬ 
er turnout ultimately hurt his cam¬ 
paign. and noted that without a 
Proposition 2 >l> override question on 
the ballot, voters chose not to cast 
ballots in the election. "I doubt if 
many seniors came out in the weath¬ 
er." added Worthen, referring to the 
cold damp election day. 

Worthen said overall he was hap¬ 
py with his campaign, but disap¬ 
pointed at the loss. When asked if 
he’d consider a future run for the 
school board, Worthen didn't rule it 
out, but laughed, “Give me a couple 
days.” 

In the Housing Authority race, 
another newcomer to town politics, 
candidate Archie McIntyre, took a 
big win and 2,106 votes or 49 percent. 
He pointed to a broadbase of suppyort 
as the reason for his success. 

“I think we waged a good cam¬ 
paign." said McIntyre. He added. 
“When I decided to run. I decided to 
wage a campaign with some 
visibility."

Foundation holds 
sixth telethon 

The Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation will hold its 6th Annual 
Telethon on Tuesday, April 7, from 
7-9 p.m. in the auditorium of the 
Town Hall. The Foundation is a 
voluntary non-profit organization 
supported solely by the efforts of our 
community for the benefit of gradu¬ 
ates of Winchester High School who 
wish to extend their education by 
attending institutions of higher 
learning. Student choices range 
from state colleges and universities, 
community colleges, nursing, secre¬ 
tarial, vocational and technical 
schools, as well as to small private 
schools and large universities. 
Annual contributions from the com¬ 
munity are the principal source of 
funding and the Telethon is the 
major fund-raising event in which 
all individuals, organizations, and 
businesses are encouraged to 
participate. 

Winchester’s concern for the “bet¬ 
terment" of their children dates 
back to the early ’20s when small 
amounts of money were raised 
through solicitations and tag days. 
In 1933 the Washington School 
Mothers’ Association gave its first 
scholarship of $700 from the pro¬ 
ceeds of an amateur show. From 
1939 to 1945 six $150 scholarships 
were given each year, one from each 
Mothers’ Association. By 1944 con¬ 
cerns arose from the awkwardness 
of handling an candidate’s applica¬ 
tion for financial assistance. 
Parents were often reluctant to 
make financial disclosures to 
friends and neighbors. There was 
also great duplication of effort by 
many organizations and groups 
working independently. 

In 1944 Mrs. George Chaffield, the 
incoming president of the Central 
Mothers’ Association, decided that it 
was time to address two major prob¬ 
lems. The first consideration was to 
eliminate having too many people 
knowing their financial situation 
which at times deterred parents 
from applying. Her second consider¬ 
ation was that not only the Mothers’ 
Associations should be involved in 
the "cause," but that the whole town 


should be given an opportunity to 
help. In 1946, after many hours of 
deliberation, a Scholarship Commit¬ 
tee with the approval of the town 
fathers established the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation which had 
firmly in place mechanisms to pro¬ 
cess requests for financial 
assistance. 

Although it was necessary to 
obtain financial background infor¬ 
mation, questionnaires were sent 
directly to the parents and returned 
directly to a small committee which 
treated all information in strictest 
confidence and made it available to 
no one else. Awards are made by the 
Scholarship Committee which con¬ 
sists of two men, two women, the 
principal of the High School, and a 
resident who has long experience as 
financial officer at a university. At 
the end of its first year, the Founda¬ 
tion reported that contributions of 
$3,600 were received and ten scho¬ 
larships, totaling $2,650 were 
awarded. Over the last 46 years the 
heart-warming response from the 
community’s involvement has 
grown as steadily as the requests for 
assistance. In 1991 the Scholarship 
Committee awarded scholarships 
totaling $136,300 to 55 recent and 
former graduates of Winchester 
High School. The selection process 
involved initial awards of $41,000 to 
18 of 30 applicants, and an additional 
$93,300 to 37 of 53 continuing students 
applying for aid. A total of 39 schools 
were represented and the individual 
scholarships ranged from $1,000 to 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Winchester students appreciate 
the boost that the Winchester Scho¬ 
larship Foundation has provided as 
expressed in many letters received 
over the years. We expect many 
applications this year, and with 
increased tuition, many students 
will need help to continue in their 
second and third years of school. We 
have many motivated and talented 
students at the High School. We have 
many public spirited citizens in 
Winchester. Winchester’s pride in 
the accomplishments of our students 
has enabled WSF to help to close the 
gap between family resources, other 
resources, and the escalating cost of 
tuition.

Closing Costs 

When deciding how much money 
you'll need to buy a new bonne, you 
should consider all of the funds 
you'll need to bring to the settlement 
table.

Missing the point 

The point of the recent Focus Day at the high school was to enlighten 
students about human rights, prejudice, discrimination and the law. 

So many missed the point. 

What sparked the most response was a session on homophobia - fear of 
gays and lesbians. The session was conducted by Mr. Todd Frey, a 
teacher at Milton Academy. As one who attended the session. I must say 
the students jumped right into the discussion, which was candid and 
frank. Mr Frey encouraged the kids to speak out. calling for students to 
shout out names commonly used to label gays and lesbians. 

The response was overwhelming; the kids were not at a toss for names. 
What many of them didn’t know was the pain the names inflict. They soon 
learned, however, with the help of .Mr Frey and left the session with a 
better understanding of prejudice, and the daily trials of being 
homosexual. 

But alas, some adults in Winchester missed the point. 

One School Committee member denounced the session. “The terms 
brought before our young people fin the session I were ... degrading and 
disgusting.” he said. 

The terms brought before “our young people. ” however, were brought 
to them not by Mr. Frey, but by television, their friends, and ultimately, 
adults. The kids were simply verbalizing the hatred they’ve heard. 

“There are subtle forms of proselytization.' continued the member. 
What the School Committee member himself is sublley saying is that 
being exposed to openly gay people, hearing that being openly gay is 
alright — will urge a person to become gay. Like it’s a club for which one 
anxiously awaits an invitation. 

That's homophobia. 

The Star also received a letter from two parents that matter-of-factly 
stated that the purpose of the session was for the speaker “to bring about 
greater acceptance of people of his particular sexual behavior. ” 

The parents continue, “As parents who are teaching our son that 
chastity is the only ‘sure and sensible safety’ we question the logic in 
trying lo promote understanding of any form of lifestyle that promotes 
immorality.” 

Heaven forbid the schools promote understanding. And heaven help the 
child of parents such as these who is gay. and struggles with their 
non-acceptance. Struggles with labels such as “immoral. ” 

That too. is homophobia. 

The debate has put the coordinators and sponsors of the event in the 
peculiar position of defending a program, which should have earned them 
accolades. 

The session was not designed to put homosexuals on a pedestal, or 
explore the complexities of sexuality. It was designed to open the 
students’ eyes to various forms of prejudice. 

The kids got the point of the session. Apparently, however, it was some 
adults in town who missed it.

Town, state addicted 
to Prop. 2, says Orlin

partly addressed to citizens running 
for the school committee). First of 
all. let me say that I thank you for 
the job that you are doing. You are 
carrying out a task for which there is 
great responsibility, and you are 
being forced to make quite difficult 


choices. In very difficult times, you 
are doing your best, and that is all 
that we as citizens of Winchester can 
ask of you. 

I now have a request to make of 
you for future elections. Please do 
not state an opposition to overrides 
of Proposition 2 (I realize that 
only three out of five of you have 
done so, and my letter is addressed 
primarily to the three.) Rather than 
ask you to give up one of your 
political advantages for no purpose, 
let me explain my reasoning. 

First of all. as a member of the 
school committee, you serve several 
constituencies in town including the 
following: (1) the school children of 
this town. (2) the teachers and staff 
working in the schools. (3) the 
parents of the school children, and 
(4' the voters in this town. I hope, 
trust, and believe that you are con¬ 
cerned foremost with the school 
children of this town. Y'ou are the 
elected officials who represent 
them, and if you do not represent 
them well, it is not clear that anyone 
can. Secondarily you need to serve 
the teachers and staff of the schools 
and the parents, not because these 
groups are important to you in and 
of themselves, but because these 
groups are so instrumental in the 
education of our young. Thirdly and 
lastly, you need to represent the 
citizens of this town Unfortunately, 
during elections it may be tempting 
to reverse the order of importance of 
the groups, and this is a temptation 
that should be resisted as much as 
possible. It is very tempting to state 
an opposition to overrides of Prop¬ 
osition 24 even if that is not in the 

interest of the school children, 
since Propositibn 24 is quite popu¬ 
lar with the voters of Winchester, 
especially the voters who are least 
involved with school aged children. 
I Paul Tsongas has referred to giving 
into this temptation as “pandering 
to the voters”) It may also be 
tempting to convince yourself that

issue and when hospital/neighbor 
relations hit the bottom early in 1980 

— ultimately spilling into the streets 

— the Executive Office of Environ¬ 
mental Affairs, under Samuel 
Mygatt, mandated the study com¬ 
mittee as part of the MEPA approv¬ 
al for the project. 

Initial relations within the new 
committee were “tolerant” at best, 
but as construction progressed the 
beginnings of healthy dialogue found 
a firm foundation. Problems former¬ 
ly thought insurmountable were 
brought to the table. Traffic patterns 
during construction, parking, hours 
of work, landscaping, lighting, 
appearance of the final project, sig¬ 
nage, etc., were all addressed — 
sometimes in consultation with town 
boards and the chief of police. 

The Committee appointed a ste¬ 
ward who was to receive all con¬ 
cerns of the neighbors and relay 
them to hospital liaison. John M. 
O’Hara. In addition, the head nurse 
was designated as the contact if 
problems arose during the evenings 
or on weekends. 

A monthly newsletter was estab¬ 
lished in 1982. The greater portion of 
it contained minutes from the previ¬ 
ous meeting, and the last page fea¬ 
tured new’sy notes of neighbors and 
their activities. Fifty-four copies a 
month were mailed out to interested 
parties and all abutters.

Nothing has ever been easy in the 
“Hospital Streets ” area but at least 
the committee gave the neighbors 
an official voice. It was often an 
intelligent voice which, contrary to 
local opinion, never sought to block 
any upgrading of quality medical 
facilities at the hospital. Its prime 
objective w'as to become a part of 
the planning process as project after 
project further squeezed the resi¬ 
dential neighborhood without much 
consideration from the hospital or 
Town Hall itself. 

It ultimately has w’orked so well 
that both hospital and neighborhood 
representatives have lately 
approached tow’n boards as a team 
in support of the upgrading of new 
birthing facilities — and the intro¬ 
duction of the portable MRI unit 
which visits the site tw'ice a week. 

Meetings have been few of late but 
the mechanism remains — w'ith Sal¬ 
ly Kincaid as chairperson — for 
meaningful dialogue between neigh¬ 
borhood. hospital and tow'n officials. 

Those three groups have hopefully 
come a long w-ay from the lack of 
communication and outright bitter¬ 
ness of former years. 

It has been a tribute to the good 
that can come of the traditional 
“citizens committees” forever 
active in problem areas of 
Winchester.

This week 
in history 


1947: 45 years ago 

The Lovell Bus Lines, Inc. was 
granted permission by the Board 
of Selectmen at a public hearing 
to run a bus from Ridge Street to 
the Arlington line. The short 
route would include Ridge Street 
from the Arlington line to the 
junction of Hutchinson Road with 
a return trip to Arlington. It w'as 
noted that there w'ere no major 
objections registered with the 
selectmen al the hearing. 

According to an article in the 
Star, the Fire Department fought 
a brush fire, located in the big 
field off High Street between the 
Stone Estate and the old Herrick 
Place westward. The fire raged 
for nearly two hours and many 
evergreen trees planted in the 
spot were badly burned. A high 
wind also fanned the flames over 
a larger area. An entire tract of 
open land, ranging from High 
Street. Swan Road and Arlington 
Street, was burned during the 
blaze that required two crews lo 
battle for the entire two hours, 
according to the article. 

A referendum lo build a west 
side school was debated in a lim¬ 
ited Town Meeting. The referen¬ 
dum required ii Iw'o-lhirds vote of 
Town Meeting to be passed and 
the original petition lo the Board 
of Selectmen contained more 
than 500 signatures. The school 
was to be funded through the 
posting of bonds totalling $395,000 
and required a formal vote to 
decide the funding question. 

An advertisement for Ronel’s 
on Thompson Street in Winches¬ 
ter boasts of shoes for tots to 
teens in the $4 to $7.50 range. 
St»Mde-Rite shoes were a new'- 
comer to the store, but the adver¬ 
tisement noted that the quality of 
the shoe came from solid con¬ 
struction and that the staff had 
been trained to fit young feet 
carefully with the new shoes. 

A clip from the “Days of Yore” 
column in the Star recounted the 
Board of Assessors reorganiza¬ 
tion in 19“22, 70 years ago. Perci- 
val Metcalf continued as chair¬ 
man. Ethel McLean was 
appointed as clerk and Pereyval 
Lewis was appointed assistant 
assessor. 

Another clip from 1897, 95 years 
ago, commented on the houses 
being erected on the Edward 
Stattuek grounds. In total, eight 
houses were to l>e built. William 
F'irth was credited with building 
the homes on what was noted lo 
be one of the most beautifully 
situated locales in town 

'I'lie Board ol Health compiled a 
list of milks and their fat content 
for the public. The list, presented 
alphaU'tieally in the Star, calcu¬ 
lated the amount of bacteria of 
the various brands and listed 
where the milk was pn>due<‘d In 
Winchester, Russell Symmes was 
listed as a producer and 'rabbul ’s 
Dairy from Woburn was noted as 
another local dairy farmer 'I be 
list was said to only vary plus or 
minus ten percent

you are doing no damage to the 
school system in advocating against 
an override. After all, you might 
reason that you do not have any 
particular say in whether an over¬ 
ride of Proposition 2>i» passes or not . 
In addition, you might have inadver¬ 
tently convinced yourself that the 
overrides are unnecessary and as 
such you are being honest. (To 
address this latter point, do you 
honestly think that it is in the inter¬ 
est of the school children to have 
their budget cut by 2 percent to 4 
percent each year, after taking into 
account the effect of inflation? Do 
you really believe that having addi¬ 
tional funds would not allow you to 
improve the school system in impor¬ 
tant ways, or at least slow down its 
degradation? Are you acting as an 
advocate of the school children when 
you state your opposition to an over¬ 
ride, or are you acting in order to 
please voters?) 

So what is the harm in stating your 
opposition? Personally, I think that 
the harm is quite real. First and 
foremost, you are harming yourself. 
You are undermining your primary 
motivation for joining the school 
board in the first place, and this is 
your concern for the children. Sec¬ 
ondly, you are sending a very power¬ 
ful message that can be used by 
opponents of the overrides. You are 
saying that the school budget is too 
high, and we can do just as well with 
a lower budget. (I realize that this is 
not an accurate representation of 
what you are saying nor what you 
believe; but it is the message 
received by the voters in this town.) 

Let me conclude this letter by 
comparing the situation in this town 
to the situation my mow deceased) 


father had when he chose a doctor. 
My father smoked three packs of 
cigarettes a day. My father was very 
addicted to cigarettes and he had no 
intention of giving them up. When 
selecting a doctor he could choose 
from three types: (1) he could 
choose a doctor who would clearly 
point out the harm that cigarettes 
caused; (2) he could choose a doctor 
who would remain silent on the 
effects of cigarettes; or (3) he could 
choose a doctor who would tell him 
that it was just as well for him to 
continue smoking. My father had the 
wisdom never to choose a doctor of 
the third type, even though that is 
what he really wanted to hear. He 
had the wisdom to select a doctor 
who would be more concerned with a 
patient’s health than with saying 
things that a patient wanted to hear. 
Similarly, our town (and state) is 
now addicted to Proposition 2>'s even 
though Proposition 2*^ is as bad for 
the long run health of our state as 
cigarettes were for the long run 
health of my father. And you as a 
member of the school committee 
can either tell voters of this town 
v'hat they want to hear, or you can 
try your best to give them the truth. 
Please choose to give them the truth.

1 understand that there is a strong 
possibility that the town of Winches¬ 
ter may vote to close one or more of 
its schools in the near future. On 
behalf of those of our 5,(X)0 members 
who are in desperate need of afford¬ 


able local housing, 1 have written 
several letters in the past pleading 
that one of these schools be the old 
Lincoln, and that this ancient school 
be turned over to them for that 
purpose. In view of the fact that it 
was their generation that bought and 
paid for this school, I hold that its 
cost to them should be at the abso¬ 
lute minimum. 

Strange as it may see, this would 
have a positive, rather than a nega¬ 
tive effect on the school budget 
Sooner or later very costly repairs 
will have to be made by the School 
Committee in order to keep it going 
as a school, and if the school is 
turned over to the elderly those 
repairs w-ill become part of the cost 
of converting the school over to 
elderly housing. I realize that this 
conversation will be very expensive, 
but in view of the need it will be 
worth it. The “location” is ideal for 
elderly housing; owing to the fact 
that it is within walking distance of 
many of those things most vital to 
the elderly. A relatively small num¬ 
ber of these elderly tenants would 
still be driving cars, so many if not 
most of these cars could be parked in 
the present playground area, thus 
freeing the curbs on both sides of one 
of the most heavily travelled streets 
in Winchester. 

It is my hope that many if not most 
of those prospective tenants be from 
among those elderly who now live in 
“empty nests,” houses far too big 
for single or even double occupancy, 
and far too costly to maintain when 


everything must be done by outside 
help, lawns, leaves, snow removal, 
leaky faucets, etc. Yet the owners 
feel that they must hang on in spile 
of the cost and inconvenience, 
because if they sell they must then 
move out of town as there is no place 
for them to go.

To qualify, the students in each state 
have won school bees and earned 
high scores on a written exam pro¬ 
vided by the National Geographic 
Society, according to a release from 
the Washington office of the Society. 

According to the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society, in a 10-country Gal¬ 
lup survey, Americans ranked 
“among the bottom-third" in geo¬ 
graphic knowledge. The Society 
sponsors the bees annually to com¬ 
bat this statistic.

Thomas Moranian 

Thomas Moranian. 69. a universi¬ 
ty profes.sor and longtime Boston 
area businessman died suddenly in 
Livingston. N .J . of a heart attack on 
March 20. Professor Moranian was 
born in South Boston. F'ebruary 1. 
1923. and grew up in Arlington He 
was a resident of Winchester and 
Livingston. N.J. He had lived in 
Winchester on Woodside Hoad in the 
early ’50s and then returned a few 
years ago to live on Arlington Street. 

He joined the US Army Air Forces 
in 1942 during W’orld War H shortly 
after graduating Arlington High 
School in 1941 He served as a navi¬ 
gator with the rank of Lieutenant 
aboard B-24 Liberator bombers in 
the Fairopean Theater of Operations. 
He was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross 

He earned a bachelor of science 
degree from MIT in 1949 and then a 
master’s of business administration 
from Northeastern in 1953 He 
became the first graduate of North 
eastern’s night business school to go 
to the Harvard Business School 
where he earned a second inastei ’s 


of business in 1956 He was awarded 
a doctorate in mathematics from 
Rutgers University in 1969. 

Professor Moranian began his 
career in research and development 
for Sylvania He was a pioneer in the 
field of research and development 
management and the author of sev¬ 
eral works in the field. 

For many years, Professor Mora¬ 
nian taught at the Rutgers Universi¬ 
ty (iraduate School of Management 
and then at Set on Hall llni versify’s 
W Paul Stillman School of Business. 
He was a strong advocate for includ¬ 
ing courses on business ethics in 
graduate business school curricula. 

At the same time that he pursued 
his academic career. Professor Mor¬ 
anian was prominent for 40 years in 
Boston area real estate. He began as 
an early renovator of Back Bay 
townhouses. From there he 
expanded to ('ambridge. Arlington 
and beyond 

Active in a numt)er of charitable 
and educational organizations, he 
was a founding member of the 
National Association of Armenian 
Studies and Research (NAASR) in 
Belmont, and a member of the 


Board of Trustees of the Armenian 
Library and Museum Association 
(ALMA) in Watertown. He was a 
past president of the New' Jersey 
chapter of the MIT Alumni Club. 

He is survived by his wife Lillian, 
his daughter Suzanne Bolles and her 
husband. DeVallon, and his two 
grandchildren. Elizabeth and Alex¬ 
andra, all of Winchester; as well as 
his sisters. Helen Kasarjian. Margu¬ 
erite Dinjian and Dorothy Keverian;

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Lax team

As the 19tK’ lacrosse season opens, 
one thing is certain; the Winchester 
Sachems are uivsilling to settle for 
mediocrity.

The home front 

More people than ever merging work and home life

W omen discovered 
long ago that by 
working from 
home they could 
run both a 
business and a family, but the 
practice is gaining credibility as an 
increasing number of men and 
women return to the nest to make 
their livings. 

Many of these businesses are 
profit-making ventures in which the 
owners work full-time, as opposed to 
hobbies or sidelines as the majority 
once were. Technology' has been a 
major factor in the trend, expanding 
the possibilities for home-based 
businesses to the point where 
entrepreneurs are limited only by 
their imaginations. 

There are now some 34 million 
home-based businesses around the 
country, a figure that rose rapidly 
during the 1980s and is expected to 
continue rising during the 1990s, 
according to John Hulak, a senior 
market analyst with the Norwell 
market research firm BIS Strategic- 
Decisions. 

A combination of factors has 
fueled the increase, most notably the 
recession. As people have lost jobs 
and been discouraged in their search 
for replacements, many are looking 
inward to find a new calling. These 
folks often start at home to save on 


overhead expenses. And workers 
accustomed to racing against the 
clock also like the flexibility of a 
home-based business and being able 
to spend more time with their 
families. 

‘ ‘There is also a large segment of 
people who are dissatisfied wth the 
corporate world or other 
organizations they worked for ... It’s 
just changing attitudes people have 
regarding their work,” said Hulak. 

A sampling of established area 
home-based entrepreneurs revealed 
that while they have vastly different 
businesses, they have one thing in 
common: they love what they do. 
Each woman said that once she 
discovered and focused on untapped 
talents, making money followed 
naturally, though not without hard 
work and persistence. 

But they have also found previous 
experience useful in their new 
ventures, 'fhe group includes three 
former nurses, all of whom are still 
nurturing others, just in new ways. 
Here are their stories: 

Carol Goldman, 

Tales to Treasure, 

Watertown 

W hen Goldman, 52, was 
working in marketing 
and public relations and 
as a painter, she saw her creative 


side but lelt something was missing. 
Several years ago, she became 
fascinated with oral storytelling and 
the challenge of bringing alive biblical 
stories. 

After doing research, Goldman 
discovered a host of men and women 
in the Boston area working as 
storytellers for adults and children. 
She attended workshops, talked to 
other storytellers and realized she, 
too, wanted to be in front of an 
audience telling tales. 

She has been in business for 
about a year, but spent two years 
before that developing her stories. 
She now specializes in telling stories 
to adults — mostly Jewish biblical 
stories focusing on the Book of 
Exodus. So far, she has had about 8 
engagements with Jewish groups and 
associations. 

Goldman started marketing 
herself with a business card and flyer 
that she left in appropriate places. 

Like most other home-based 
entrepreneurs, Goldman is a big 
believer in joining professional 
groups to not only build contacts, but 
to combat the isolation that can 
plague home-based workers. She 
belongs to storytelling groups as well 
as a local home-based entrepreneurs 
group.

S pina realized after 11 years 
in nursing that “I just love 
being in front of people. ’ ’ 
The revelation came when she 
started volunteering to run seminars 
for an area nonprofit group. She 
found she was a good listener and 
problem-solver who could inspire 
others to be their best. So four 
years ago, she started her 
management consulting business, 
focusing on helping salespeople and 
entrepreneurs boost their confidence 
and ultimately their profits. 

While she has spoken in front of 
large groups, Spina now runs mostly 
smaller workshops and does one-on- 
one consultations. 

“I discovered there was 
something else I could do with my 
life,” she said. 

Spina, 36, started out simply by 
calling new businesses and offering 
her services. She admits she did 
little planning before making those 
calls. One of her first jobs was doing 
telemarketing for a small business 
owner — something she really did 
not want to do. But through trial and 
error, Spina was “up and running 
and making some money” within the 
first sb( months. 

Both of Spina’s two children are 
now in school, but they weren’t 
when she started the business. As a 
result, she first worked part-time 
and took last summer off. She now 
works 35 to 40 hours a week. 

‘ 'There’s sometliing very alluring 
about the flexibility of it,” said Spina 
of working at home. She can work 
early in the morning in her pajamas 
or in the evenings and take a catnap

nurse, I helped new parents adjust 
to a new family member. Basically I 
see a puppy as a new family member 
... I teach people what the puppy- 
needs. There’s a lot of education and 
interpersonal stuff that I do.” said 
Manus, 46. 

She started the business from 
home about three years ago after 
having problems finding reputable 
breeders for her own dogs. She also 
had a bad experience with a vicious 
dog that had to be put to sleep. 
Manus’ research revealed there was 
a niche for someone who could 
bridge the gap between dog owners 
and breeders, who generally do not 
advertise. She has been busy almost 
from the day she opened. 

Manus has since let client needs 
dictate the direction of her business. 
She will do home visits to train 
puppies and teaches owners about 
grooming and the right toys and 
games. She also runs a puppy 
training class. In addition, Manus 
interview's clients to identify a breed 
that best fits their lifestyles and 
temperaments. 

”I like being my own boss. The 
only person I have to account to is 
myself. There are two people 
running the business. One is the a 
hard-nosed business woman and the 
other is the ‘moosh’ who sits on the 
floor and plays with puppies, ’ ’ said 
Manus. 

She advises others considering a 
home-based business to seek out 
help and advice when they need it.

Treat all your 
customers equally

Pat Swisher and Jerry Allen say the 
secret to their success is simple but 
not new. 

' Tf you’ll treat your smallest ac¬ 
count with as much importance as your 
largest you can’t go wrong, ’ ’ says Al¬ 
len. He is director of franchise sales 
for Swisher International, a North Car¬ 
olina restroom hygiene franchise oper¬ 
ation. 

His philosophy translates into 31 
franchise offices serving 16,000 clients 
weekly and 800 new customers every' 
month. 

Various studies show customer ser¬ 
vice should be a priority: 


■ Companies f>erceived to have exem¬ 
plary serv-ice can charge 10 percent 
more. 

■ Annual losses from poor service total 
$86 per customer. 

■ Customers who are only somewhat 
satisfied are 10 percent to 20 percent 
less likely to buy again than customers 
who are very' satisfied. 

Here are ways to fortify your cus¬ 
tomer serv'ice: 

■ Make sure employees who ought to 
be interacting with customers and jk)- 
tential clients are free to do that. 

■ Have would-be managers work a 
short time in jobs where they’ll talk 
with customers. Ask current managers 
to call or visit two to four customers a 
day. 

■ Survey your customers to find out the 
nroducts and serv-ices thev need. 


■ Know what turns your customers off. 
The Sandy Corp., a Michigan custom¬ 
er-service trainer, says there are four 

■ turn-offs: failure to solve a customer’s 
"problem, delays or interruptions in 
service, unfriendly employees and er¬ 
rors in billing or delivery. 

■ Make customer satisfaction a center- 
piece of your new-employee orienta¬ 
tion. Make sure new employees know 
your goal is to retain customers and 
that complaints are to be resolved, not 
“handled.” 

■ Set standards and goals. How fast do 
you want to serv'e customers? What 
minimum service should they receive? 
Let employees help set these stan¬ 
dards. Ev^uate employees based on 
how well they meet the standards. 

■ Regularly recognize employees for 
customer seiA'ice. 

■ Gather customer feedback. Call them 
a few days after they make a large pur¬ 
chase. Give them a postage-paid post¬ 
card questionnaire w-ith their receipt.

Turning the comer 

Region needs to f(x:us on its attributes 



S ales of single-family homes 
point to the beginning of a 
recovery in real estate con¬ 
ditions in New England, but 
that was about the only good 
news industry experts could 
share at a forum. "Turning the Comer 
in New England?" Tuesday in Ded¬ 
ham. 

(On Wednesday, the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Realtors announced that 
sales of existing homes were up 9.3 
percent last month, the sharpest gain 
in six years.) 

The question mark wliich punctuat¬ 
ed the title of the Eighth Annual New 
England Real Estate Conference, 
sponsored by the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board (GBREB) and The New 
England Economic Project (NEEP), 
popped up throughout the morning- 
long overview of real estate market 
conditions and economic trends. 

It was apparent no one could - or 
would - put a definitive period at the 
end of their statements, marking the 
end of the national or regional reces¬ 
sion. Instead, the speakers led the 
2(X)-plus banking and real estate pro¬ 
fessionals through a somewhat de¬ 
pressing, yet entertaining, look at cur¬ 
rent conditions. 

Overall, sales and construction of 
single-family homes will lead the real 
estate indusUy out of the current 
downturn, said William Apgar. execu¬ 
tive director of Harvard University 
Joint Center for Housing Studies, basi¬ 
cally because "people need a place to 
live." The upturn, however, will be 
slower in New England than in many 
other parts of the country, he said. 

It also will devastate the rental 
market, which already is flooded with 
vacancies and declining rents, Apgar 
predicted, partner and chief operating 
Frances Shifman, officer of S-C 
Management Company and president 
of the Rental Housing Association, a 
division of GBREB. took a different 


tact, however. "The rental housing in¬ 
dustry should be one of the first to feel 
the benefit of increased jobs in New 
England, when that day eventually 
comes," she said. About 25 percent of 
those in the 18- to 28-age group live at 
home, usually for economic reasons, 
Shifman said statistics show, "and 
many of these individuals will move out 
into rental units with jobs and in¬ 
come . ’ ’ 

And those jobs will come from small 
businesses, mostly dealing with com¬ 
munications, said Paul O’Brien, chief 
operating officer of New England Tele¬ 
phone, Those smaller companies, not 
the old giants in industiy, will help lead 
the way out of the recession. 

On the commercial side, no one 
really wants to look around the comer, 
said Raymond Torto, principal, CB 
Commercial/Torto Wheaton Research, 
an office-market research firm. The 
absorption rate of space will remain 
below that of the rest of the nation, va¬ 
cancy rates will stay above the national 
average, and rents continue to decline, 
he said. 

“There is, for example, 
the neutron lease, which 
leaves the tenant and the 
office building standing, 
but wipes out the land¬ 
lord. Child abuse, too, 
has been redefined as 
anyone who leaves a real 
estate business to his 
children.”

Obviously, economic trends, com¬ 
mercial real estate and housing are in¬ 
extricably linked by the same interests 
- job creation, growth and financial sta¬ 
bility, said conference moderator Nena 
Groskind, executive editor of Banker 
& Tradesman and a Boston Globe col¬ 
umnist. 

"For a while, we lost sight of those 
links. As the market boomed, real es¬ 
tate seemed to develop an economic 
life of its own," she said. As the econ¬ 
omy grew, the demand for housing ex¬ 
panded. At the same time, the high- 
tech industry exploded, creating a de¬ 
mand for office space. Groskind said.

"A few years ago. when develop¬ 
ers and lenders talked about new pro¬ 
posals, they didn’t discuss market 
studies or household formation rates 
or job creation forecasts or absorption 
trends," she said. "They talked about 
the going rent for existing space or the 
going price for new homes, and about 
how much more their projects would 
be able to command. 

"Like the astronaut whose tether 
to the spaceship is severed, the com¬ 
mercial and residential markets drifted 
further and further from the economic 
fundamentals that drive both sectors," 
Groskind said. "It is a strong economy 
that creates the demand for homes and 
office space - not the other way 
around. The rediscovery of that truth 
has been necessary but painful for botli 
sectors." 

The truth hurts, especially if it is 
measured on statistics provided by 
Apgar and Torto, or whether or not 
you or your next door neighbor still 
has a job, or even on your current 
shopping habits, reflecting consumer 
confidence. 

Yet one of the best non-statistical 
measures of market conditions is the 
language people use to describe those 
conditions, Groskind said. 


"When the real estate market was 
strong, analysts drew from the vocab¬ 
ulary of space and motion; They talked 
about real estate’s upward spiral, sky¬ 
rocketing sales and high-flying devel¬ 
opers," she said. 

"Today, the terminology, like the 
market itself, is chastened and more 
earth-bound. We talk about digging 
holes rather than taking flight; sales 
are creeping, portfolios are underwa¬ 
ter and industry executives are work¬ 
ing out, hanging on or cleaning up. 

"In a booming market, financing 
was creative," Groskind continued. 
"Developers were visionary, bankers 
were aggressive and regulators were 
lax. Today, regulators are restrictive, 
bankers are unnerved (or unem¬ 
ployed), developers are property man¬ 
agers and financing is nonexistent. ’ ’ 

The new real estate jargon is now 
full of oxymorons - real estate invest¬ 
ment, commercial mortgage and office 
development, Groskind said, and won¬ 
derful new terms. 

"There is, for example, the neu¬ 
tron lease, which leaves the tenant and 
the office building standing, but wipes 
out the landlord. Child abuse, too, has 
been redefined as anyone who leaves a 
real estate business to his children," 
Groskind said, providing some levity 
before the storm of statistics came 
raining down. 

As confusing as the industry is to 
professionals dealing with real estate 
on a daily basis, "consider the poor 
consumer who is trying to chai*: a 
course through these choppy financial 
waters," she said. 


It is no wonder both the public and 
professionals are moving cautiously, 
questioning every’ step along the way, 
easing slowly toward decision-making 
of any kind. 

There is a need for confidence in 
the economy, locally and nationally, 
before anyone is willing to turn the 
comer, said the keynote speaker at 
the seminar. 

"The choice of Boston as a site for 
a World Cup Game is one attitudinal 
development," said O’Brien, presi¬ 
dent and CEO, New England Tele¬ 
phone Co., who focused on the em¬ 
ployment outlook for New England, 
lightening his upcoming message with 
a few quoted quips on the new eco¬ 
nomic jargon. 


The bottom line, O’Brien said, 
quoting from a book entitled "Busi¬ 
ness Babble: A Cynic’s Dictionary of 
Corporate Jargon," is "a noun mean¬ 
ing ’the figure representing hope mi¬ 
nus reality."’ Debt, he said, again 
quoting from the book, "is ’a way of 
postponing until tomorrow obligations 
you can’t meet today.’" 

The book describes adverse market 
conditions as "a total absence of the 
favorable conditions that until now con¬ 
cealed most of our mistakes," O’Brien 
said. Favorable market conditions, on 
the other hand, are defined simply as 
"dumb luck, common usage being the 
following: among favorable market 
conditions noted in the past year was

Leading the way out 

Single-family home sales lead recovery 

T 


he day before the National 
Association of Realtors an¬ 
nounced the most dramatic 
increase in sales of existing 
homes in six years, Ronald 
Dion, president of the 
Greater Boston Real Estate Board, 
said pending sales in this region are up 
50 percent for the first quarter. 

"It’s been a real bam burner," 
Dion, president of R.M. Bradley & 
Co., Inc., told participants at The 
Eighth Annual New England Real Es¬ 
tate Conference in Dedham. "In my 
company, we’re urging people to tell 
others to sell." 

It was no surprise, then, when Wil¬ 
liam Apgar, executive director of the 
Harvard University Joint Center for 
Housing Studies, forecast a somewhat 
rosy picture for one sector of the real 
estate market - single-family homes. 

The other markets - multi-family, 
condominiums, rental housing and 
commercial - are another story, Apgar 
said. (More on that next week). 

The upturn has begun, Apgar said, 
and Wednesday’s national figures bol¬ 
stered his statement. The center’s fo¬ 
cus on demographics and other factors 
that influence the growth of house¬ 
holds, and longer term trends in hous¬ 
ing, "gives me faith to say that the 
downturn in real estate will end." The 
correction, as it is called in the market, 
makes sense, Apgar said, because 
"built into the housing market are nu¬ 
merous self-correcting mechanisms." 

These mechanisms, he said, "first 
work to stabilize a market on the 
skids, and eventually turn it around. 

“Sure, home prices are 
down, but the largest 
share of households - and 
this is especially true of 
the region’s older owners 
- are still way ahead of 
the game.”

growth will be offset somewhat by 
growth in income," he said. 

Baby boomers will be into their 
peak earning years, which should stim¬ 
ulate a demand for trade-up housing, 
as these families also grow in size, 
Apgar said, and require more space. 


Families in their 30’s and 40’s always 
have the most intensive housing con¬ 
sumption, he said. 

Additionally, the 90’s should benefit 
from the large number of affluent el¬ 
derly households. "This group has 
been the big winner in the last several 
decades and now stands as the wealth¬ 
iest elderly generation in the nation’s 
history," Apgar said. 


The academic inteijected another 
positive image, dealing with home 
prices. "There has been much mis¬ 
leading talk about the crash in real es¬ 
tate prices. For sure, prices are off 
and this decline is problematic for 
those who entered the market at the 
absolute peak, which statistically is 
1988," Apgar said. "But that’s just a 
subset of households. Most people 
didn’t buy then. The largest number of 
households in the region rode the 
surge up - saw the value of their 
homes nearly double in the mid-

"First and foremost, people need a 
place to live. There has been notliing 
about the recent recession that has re¬ 
duced this population," he said. "Na¬ 
tionwide, by the end of the decade, 
there will be some 12 million more 
households needing places to live. Al¬ 
lowing for replacement of units demol¬ 
ished, or abandoned, or which have 
passed a useful life, the housing sector 
of the economy will liave to construct 
some 15 million additional dwelling 
units over tlie decade to accommodate 
the demand,’’ he said.

Small business owners should 
increase ADA awareness

Y 


ou’ve probably heard about 
the Americans with Disabil¬ 
ities Act (ADA), the land¬ 
mark civil rights legislation 
designed to provide per¬ 
sons with disabilities the 
right to full and equal access to jobs, 
public ser\'ices, public accommoda¬ 
tions, transportation and telecommuni¬ 
cations. 

The ADA has two key provisions 
affecting your business with wliich you 
should become familiar. They are: 1) 
the public accommodation provisions 
which took effect Jan. 26; and, 2) the 
employment provisions of the ADA 
which will take effect for employers 
with 25 or more employees as of July 
26, 1992, for employers with 15 to 24 
employees as of July 6,1994. 

There are several questions you 
should ask yourself: "How does this 
affect me as a tenant in a building? Can 
I depend upon my landlord to take re¬ 
sponsibility for structural changes 
which need to be made to the prem¬ 
ises? Can I ask a job applicant if he/she 
is disabled or inquire as to the nature 
or severity of a disability?" 1 will at¬ 
tempt to answer some of these ques¬ 
tions and identify some additional re¬ 
sources for your further edification. 

Let’s start off with the law’s defini¬ 
tion of "place of public accommoda¬ 
tion": a private entity which owns, 
leases (or leases to) or operates a 
place of public accommodation. 'I'he 
place of public accommodation can be a 
private facility whose operation affects 
commerce and falls witliin at least one 
of 12 categories. Service establish¬ 
ments, such as banks, restaurants, 
health clubs, travel agencies, etc., fall 
into the category of public accommoda¬ 
tion, since members of the |>ublic uti¬ 
lize the facility. Proprietors of these 
types of business establishments are 
responsible for meeting ADA require¬ 
ments for removal of barriers and pro¬ 
vision of auxiliary aids and services. 

As far as barrier removal is con¬ 
cerned, the "readily achievable" stan¬ 
dard applies, meaiung that architectur¬ 
al and other barriers must be removed 
if it is easily accomplished and achiev¬ 
able without much difficulty or ex¬ 
pense. Factors whuh must be re¬ 
viewed include: the nature and cost of 
action needed; the overall financial re¬ 
sources ol the site involved; the num¬ 
ber of persons employed; tl»e effect on 
expenses and resources; and, the un¬ 
pact upon the operation of the site. 


The U.S. Justice Department has 
suggested that the following steps con¬ 
stitute readily achievable efforts: curb 
cuts, ramps, rearranging furniture, re¬ 
positioning telephones, installing flash¬ 
ing alarm lights, widening doors, in¬ 
stalling grab bars in toilet stalls, rear¬ 
ranging toilet partitions, installing 
raised toilet seats and full-length bath¬ 
room mirrors, repositioning paper tow¬ 
el dispensers, creating designated ac¬ 
cessible parking spaces, installing an 
accessible paper cup dispenser at an 
existing inaccessible water fountain, 
and removing high-pile, low-density 
carpeting. 

Your next question might be, 
"How do 1 prioritize removal of bar- 
liers?" The ADA contains priorities 
that a public accommodation should 
consider when deciding what is readily 
achievable: 

■ Access from public sidewalks, park¬ 
ing or public transportation stops to 
the entry door. 

■ Access to any areas where goods 
and services are made available to the 
public (adjusting the layout of display 
racks, rearranging furniture, providing 
Braille and raised signage, etc.). 

■ Access to restroom facilities. 

■ Access in any remaining ways to the 
goods and services provided. 

Where barrier removal is not readi¬ 
ly achievable, alternate methods of ac¬ 
cess to goods and services must be 
considered. Some examples include: 

■ Providing valet parking for your cli¬ 
ents. 

■ Providing curb service or home de¬ 
livery. 

■ Retrieving brochures and other 
merchandise from inaccessible shelves 
or racks. 

■ Relocating activities to accessible 
locations. 

As a business person, you will need 
to take whatever steps are necessary 
to ensure that no one with a disability 
is excluded, denied services, segregat¬ 
ed or otherwise treated differently 
than anyone else because of the ab¬ 
sence of auxiliary aids and services. 
These auxiliary aids include: listening 
devices. Braille reading machines, 
qualified interpreters and readers, 
telecommunications devices for deaf 
persons (TDDs) and notetakers. 

The first step that a business per¬ 
son should take to identify existing 
barriers is to conduct a sur\'ey of the 
office. You may even wisli to consult 
with persons with disabibties in the 
community to solicit their suggestions 
for cost-effective ways of increasing 
accessibility. I'lie .Massachusetts Of 
fice on Disabilities is currently training 
people to assist Imilding owners and

business proprietors is assessing their 
level of compliance. They are trained 
to examine the site from the perspec¬ 
tive of someone who is blind, deaf or 
has another type of physical disability. 

If you elect to do your own review, 
you should attempt to do the same. 
Shouting at a person w'ho is deaf will 
not communicate your message effec¬ 
tively. Grabbing a person who is blind 
and leading him or her is improper. 
Referring to a physically challenged in¬ 
dividual as handicapped is not appropri¬ 
ate technology. Rather, face someone 
who is hearing impaired and speak dis¬ 
tinctly so that your lips can be read. 
Inquire politely whether you may be of 
assistance when a person who is blind 
enters your office. Simple efforts like 
these go a long way toward making 
your office barrier-free. 

For additional resources on the 
ADA, the local office of the Building 
Owners and Managers Association 
(BOMA) has two publications avail¬ 
able: the "ADA Compliance (iuide- 
book: A Checklist for Your Building" 
and "Opening Doors", a tenant guide 
for accommodating persons with dis¬ 
abilities. 

The Massachusetts Office on Dis¬ 
ability publishes a list of archi¬ 
tects/designers/organizations which 
conduct access surv'eys and the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEO(j), 1-800-669-3362, can provide 
information about the em|)loyment pro¬ 
visions of the ADA. 

Ignorance is not a good excuse - or 
defense - for non-compliance with 
ADA. 'fake the time now to under¬ 
stand your responsibilities under this 
new law and ensure that your place of 
business is ai’cessible to everyone.

O’Brien also picked on economists, 
apologizing first, calling them "the last 
of the unprotected." The book, the 
leader of the communications giant 
said, describes an economist, as "’a 
forecaster once commonly believed to 
have shamanistic powers before rec¬ 
ords were kept.’" And the field of 
economics is described as, "The 
study of the incomprehensible with a 
view to rendering it unintelligible, hap¬ 
pily, with no impact on the subject”’ 

Finally, O’Brien brought his mes¬ 
sage together with one last quote from 
the book, the practice by economists 
of "‘ blue skying - to conceptualize 
freely ... with no effort to make ideas 
conform to economic or other reali¬ 
ties..’’’ 

"Today, however, all of us are in¬ 
terested and actively involved in mak¬ 
ing the idea of economic development 
conform with the realities we face in 
Massachusetts," he said. As co-chair 
of a task force on promoting the state 
as a business site, part of the Gover¬ 
nor’s Council on Economic Growth and 
Technology, O’Brien said the bottom 
line gaps between hope and reality 
need to be closed. "What we all need 
to do is sell Massachusetts. ’ ’ 

All the speakers agreed that em¬ 
ployment is the key to turning the real 
estate industry around. New employ¬ 
ment will fill office and warehouse 


space, bring people to the state to fill 
rental units and purchase homes and 
convince investors that the region is 
worth more than a passing glance, the 
economic and real estate professionals 
said. 

"The Governor’s Council has set 
the ambitious - but attainable - goal of 
making Massachusetts the technology 
and innovation capital of the world." 
he said. The state has the highest per¬ 
centage of college degrees among its 
population than any other state in the 
country, O’Brien said. "We’re on the 
leading edge of emerging technologies 
... These new, developing industries 
bring excitement and diversity to the 
regional economy and hold the poten¬ 
tial of driving and sustaining our pros¬ 
perity well into the future. Brain pow¬ 
er is our best asset, ’ ’ he said. 

Couple all that brain power with en¬ 
trepreneurial spirit and the state’s 
telecommunications networks, which 
allow all that information to be shared, 
and the state already has a competitive 
edge, O’Brien said. 

"In addition, there are more than 
6,000 people employed in the 25-plus 
Massachusetts companies specializing 
in inter-networking," he said. "It’s 
estimated that these types of business¬ 
es will see their workforces double by 
1995." 

Small companies, worth $50 million, 
"will lead us out of this recession," 
O’Brien said, quoting Inc. Business 
Resources, he said. "When growth re¬ 
sumes. it won’t be in the pillar indus¬ 
tries of old. The role of economic en¬ 
gines will shift to what are emerging as 
the most promising sectors in the

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1980’s,’’ he said. 

"The recent decline in home prices 
since 1989, which fortunately now ap¬ 
pears to be over, may have knocked as 
much as 15 percent off this increase," 
Apgar said. "Sure, home prices are 
down, but the largest share of house¬ 
holds - and this is especially true of the 
region’s older owners - are stiU way 
ahead of the game." 

The recovery' also will include 
younger households that were blocked 
from purchasing a home by consistent¬ 
ly high mortgage rates, he said. "As 
income growth in the 1990s overtakes 
stable or declining homeowner costs, 
the housing market will get yet anoth¬ 
er shot in the arm, ’ ’ he said. 

However, this increase in home- 
ownership will stress renter markets, 
Apgar said. "If rising homeownership 
rates buffer the single-family home 
building sector from the fall off in 
household growth, then it doesn’t take 
much to figure out that most of the 
forecast of a slowdown in household 
growth will disproportionately focus on 
renter markets," he said. 

"Indeed, that is our forecast," he 
said, "depending on the exact scenar¬ 
io, we forecast that growth in the total 
number of renters will fall off any¬ 
where from 25 to 40 percent in regions 
around the country. ’ ’ 

That will be particularly bad in New 
England, because the region already is 
way off in these markets. 

In 1987, Apgar said, about 65,000 
single-family and 35,000 multi-family 
unit permits were pulled in the region. 
In 1991, the number of permits pulled 
in total was 31,000. Of those, 27,000 
were for single-family units and only 
4,000 were for multi-family units. 

There are 85,000 vacant apartment 
units in the six New England states, 
Apgar said, and there should only be 
35,000 vacancies. That is the result of

post-recession economy - ’new tech’ 
fields such as software and communi¬ 
cations," he said, quoting the business 
article. 

The article concludes, O’Brien 
said, by noting, "'This new wave of 
companies...can create a broader eco¬ 
nomic base that may be able to sustain 
more moderate growth longer than an 
economy driven by a few superheated 
giants.’’’ 

That kind of growth is what New 
England is all about, O’Brien said, 
"but we don’t feel good enough about 
ourselves. We need to blow our own 
horn." 

The task force, he said, has pro¬ 
posed "Project Enterprise," a com¬ 
munications campaign promoting the 
"new climate ... to highlight the fact 
that a balanced state budget, regulato- 


condos being put into the rental mar¬ 
ket and slower growing households in 
the region. "Our analysis suggests 
that no more than 15,000 (of the year¬ 
ly 50,000 households forecast) will be 
additional renters," Apgar said. 

"That’s the benchmark. With the 
economy weak, this growth will be 
even slower as kids without jobs dou¬ 
ble up or live at home," he said. 

Anyone in the rental housing mar¬ 
ket will have to find a niche, Apgar 
said, focus on the customer, and repo¬ 
sition. Investment will be in refurbish¬ 
ing and modernizing current inventory. 
People will find ways to make a buck, 
he said. 

What the nation really needs to do 
with these multi-family units is house 
the nation’s poor, Apgar said. "Obvi¬ 
ously, the rental market also is largely 
the home to the nation’s poor, who 
have considerable housing needs, but 
only limited capacity to pay for hous¬ 
ing. 

"More than any other sector of the 
economy, the multi-family sector 
would benefit from expansion of feder¬ 
al and state level commitment to pro¬ 
vide a decent home for all house¬ 
holds," Apgar told the real estate and 
banking professionals. 

"The particular irony of today is 
that just when there are so many bar¬ 
gains out there - affordable units that 
could be converted to subsidized units 
to sen'e the needs of those unable to 
afford even minimal rents - there is 
such restriction in the availability of 
public and private funding to take ad¬ 
vantage of these opportunities," 
Apgar said. 

"Creating an acquisition fund to 
purchase distressed multi-family prop¬ 
erties for affordable housing would 
both help stabilize the market place, as 
well as put a dent in the continuing 
housing problems of the poor.

ry reform, new research and develop¬ 
ment tax incentives and competitive 
real estate and labor costs combine to 
make Massachusetts attractive once 
again," he said. "People need a rea¬ 
son to come here." 

In effect, the state needs to market 
itself, in much the same way Realtors 
market properties, by showing poten¬ 
tial buyers what’s out there and letting 
the goods speak for themselves. 

The Babble Book, O’Brien conclud¬ 
ed, describes marketing as ‘"a deci¬ 
sion against letting the product speak 
for itself, recognizing that it may not 
be the most credible spokesman.’ 

"For a long time, we couldn’t let 
Massachusetts ‘speak for itself’ be¬ 
cause what it seemed to tell the busi¬ 
ness community was that it wasn’t the 
best place to think about expanding or 


locating. That's changed," he said. 
"And it will continue to change in the 
months and years to come. 

"And that’s one of the most en¬ 


couraging signs of these times. ’ ’ 

The recession has been tough to 
adjust to, agreed Frederick Breimyer, 
chief economist for State Street Hank.

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Beach project is underway

In one fell swoop, local youths 
will storm the beach. Wedge 
Pond Beach that is. to clean up 
the swimming area for use this 
summer. 

The project, which was spear¬ 
headed by the Committee to 
Reopen Wedge Pond Beach, is set 
for this weekend, Saturday, April 
11 at 8 a.m. Local youths, and any 
other volunteer who is interested, 
will clean the beach area, from 
shoreline to bathhouse, by pulling 
up leaves and other debris. 

At a meeting held April 7, the 
committee, headed by local resi¬ 


dent Paul Albiani, hashed out 
last-minute details of the cleanup 
effort. 

Closed since 1982 due to water 
contamination problems. Wedge 
Pond Beach has most recently 
been the focus of a reopening 
campaign by local residents and 
businesspeople. 

According to Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi, contamination 
problems have been addressed 
through efforts by Winchester, 
Burlington, Woburn and the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) and the 
water has now tested safe for 
swimming and bathing. 

Now. organizers say they must 


raise $13,000 to provide lifeguards 
for the year. Clarence Borg- 
gaard, who is organizing the fun¬ 
draising campaign, says current¬ 
ly close to $10,000 has been raised 
from local contributors. Howev¬ 
er, more funding is needed, 
according to organizers, in order 
to prepare the bathhouse for use 
and keep the beach open beyond 
one year. 

More than just funding, howev¬ 
er, is needed to pull off the pro¬ 
ject. said Albiani. 

According to Tabbi, who is 
helping the committee with the 
effort, other local tradespeople 
are needed to do carpentry, 
plumbing and electrical work. 


Interested residents may contact 
the Health Department. 

In addition to efforts to clean 
the beach, committee members 
have scheduled a second town¬ 
wide effort to paint and repair the 
bathhouse on May 2. A float is 
now in the works for the En Ka 
Parade, also in May. And orga¬ 
nizers are hoping the high school 
art department students will 
undertake artistic painting pro¬ 
jects as a class endeavor.

A look back at Campaign ‘92 

Strategy plays a key role

Running a campaign for town 
election is not an endeavor to be 
taken lightly, nor is it an under¬ 
taking for the faint of heart. 

So .says Ann Matarese, w'ho 
herself campaigned for the Board 
of Selectmen in 1991, and has run 
a number of campaigns for candi¬ 
dates seeking town-wide seats.

Matarese says the work is 
hard, dependable workers are 
all-important, and the candidate 
must be prepared to go the dis¬ 
tance. In addition, Matarese says 
the campaign committee must 
decide on a platform and map out 
a campaign strategy as soon as 
the candidate decides to run. 

But a campaign strategy can 
be difficult to pin down, since the 
wild card in any campaign 
always boils down to the voters’ 
whim. 

School Committee Chairman 
C’onstance Makhoul and mem¬ 
bers Mark Lombardi and 
Edward O'Connell, took such a 
gamble with ad space they pur¬ 
chased in local newspapers the 
w'eek before the election. The 
paid space announced their 
endorsement of School Commit¬ 
tee candidate Lawrence Worth- 
en Worthen lost his bid for a seat 
on the board. 

“Endorsement ads do about the 
same thing,’’ said Makhoul in a 
recent interview with the Star, 
“If the voters like the person 
doing the endorsement, they’ll 
listen. If they don’t like the (km' 
son, they won’t. ” 

.As a sitting member of the 
School Committee. Makhoul was 
not sure if her endorsement car¬ 
ried weight with voters, simply 
liecause the ad did not identify 
the trio as School Committee 
meinliers. “Quite frankly, half 
the ptmple in town may not have 
known we’re on the School Com¬ 
mittee. ” said Makhoul. 

She said the three members 
decided to jointly endorse Worth 
en because they had each worked 
with him in some capacity in 
town affairs. “We thought that he 
had the qualities that would add 
to a constructive environment, ” 


she said. 

Makhoul however, said the 
endorsement was not aimed at 
bringing in a member who would 
vote the same as the current 
board members. She noted the 
three present members them¬ 
selves don’t alw'ays agree on the 
issues. 

Bullet voting 

Although the numbers in the 
townwide election for the Board 
of Selectmen last week could be 
deceiving, clearly some 1,6(X) vot¬ 
ers cast ballots for just one 
selectmen candidate, despite the 
three-way race with two candi¬ 
dates to be chosen 

Matarese estimates that a high 


percentage of supporters of Ger¬ 
ard Polcari, who earned the 
largest percentage of votes, 
“bullet-voted’’ for him. Matarese 
said that “bullet-voting” entails 
choosing just one candidate, 
despite the option of choosing two 
candidates for a given race. The 
method shores up support for a 
single candidate, without split¬ 
ting the vote betw’een the other 
two. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
the practice, ” .said Matarese. 
Since only one candidate receives 
the vote, she added, “it’s really 
like giving him two votes.” 

Polcari’s Campaign Manager 
Abigail Hurlbut deni^, however.

Campaign dollars-votes

Winchester candidates spent 
thousands of dollars getting their 
message out to voters this year 
and generally, those who toppetl 
the scales in campaign expendi¬ 
tures went on to top the ticket in 
the local election. 

Gerard Polcari, who swept 
each of the eight precincts in last 
week’s Town Election, collected 
receipts totalling $4,661 and 
expended a total of $2,939.92 on 
campaign literature and 
advertising. 

His finances were drawn 1(K) 
percent from individual contribu¬ 
tors, who includtHi Sally Kincaid. 
Deborah Holland, Susan Lipman, 
Katherine Dunn, The Casey Com 
mittee and Carol Smith Individu 
al contributors wrote checks for 
an average of $100 

Postage for Polcari s cam 
paign topped $600 and advertising 
spots in local newstwjHMs cost 
close to $500 

Incumbent William o'la^ary, 
who took the second spot hi the 
selectmen’s race, spent the most 
money in this year’s campaign 
for selectmen at $3,214 He 
collected some $4 285 f rom nulivi 
dual contributors, who included 


Edward D’Agostino, Arthur Grif¬ 
fin, Vincent Piro and Sen. Char¬ 
les Shannon. Cl^eary rounded 
out his campaign monies with 
more than $1,400 collected at a 
fundraising event. 

O’Leary’s campaign spent 
more than $1,000 on advertising 
in local newspapers. 

Incumbent selectmen candi¬ 
date Robert Deering, who lost his 
bid for re-election, spent the 
smallest amount of funds at 
$1.402.93. He collected $1,810 from 
individual contributors, who 
included Vincent Piro, Sen Char 
les Shannon, Edward D’Agostino 
and Maurice Freeman. 

Deering drew in all of his 
finances from individual contri 
butors, the majority of which was 
logged at contributioas of $50 or 
under. 

Candidates, for the most part, 
spent tfie lion’s share of their 
campaign finances on print 
advertising, with allotments for 
ptistage and mailings also top 
ping the list of expenditures 

Candidates al.so si)ent a share 
of their finances on advertising 
on the local cable station. .And the 
average price of a car-top pla 
card, sfiowt‘d up on many candi 
dates’ finance sheets

West Side 
Field neighbors 

dispute issues

Some neighbors say the debate is 
as simple as allowing kids to eat 
hotdogs at a ballpark in the summer, 
other neighbors say the issue strikes 
at the heart of neighborhood rights 

At an April 6 session of the Board 
of Selectmen, neighbors of the West 
Side Field exchanged terse words 
with members of the board, and 
each other, debating an electrical 
easement at the field that would 
allow the local Little League Associ¬ 
ation to operate a chuck wagon this 
summer to serve hotdogs and drinks 
at ballgames. 

The easement will allow the field 
to tie into the electrical service of 
neighboring Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge nursery. The underground 
power would be used for a 25()-watt 
bulb to be placed on the pole next to 
the wagon, as well as electrical 
appliances. 

^lectmen unanimously approved 
the easement at the close of a public 
hearing, after comments were 
exchanged between the neighbors of 
the field; Fred DeSimone, president 
of the Sachem Youth Softball 
League and selectmen. 

DeSimone said the chuck wagon 


would be equipped with a light, and 
small appliances, and would be 
located 40 ft. from the nearest prop¬ 
erty lines, as required by zoning 
bylaw. 

“The light will shine down on an 
angle.” said DeSimone. “The light 
will shine only in the immediate 
vicinity of the chuck wagon. ” 

However, neighbor Edward Brule 
angrily called the proposed chuck 
wagon “a tin shack” and said that 
vandals would quickly, “take it 
down for you. ” 

Another resident, who said she 
was a newcomer to the area of 
Wildwood Street, asked who would 
be responsible for dealing with addi¬ 
tional traffic, noise and litter from 
the installation of the chuck wagon. 
DeSimone said parking congestion 
from the field has been eased over 
the years by adding additional park¬ 
ing spots. 

He noted that the youth baseball 
league will remove trash from the 
field, and said the level of noise from 
the field will not be increased with 
the chuck wagon. 

Genevieve Cross, whose property 
directly abuts the field, is a longtime 
opponent of changes at the field. 
“Which is more impiortant, the well-

School budget 
under scrutiny

The School Committee faces many 
budget decisions in the coming 
months and chipping away at the list 
remains a formidable task. 

At the organizational session on 
April 7, six separate topics earned 
top billing for committee delibera¬ 
tion in the upcoming discussion of 
the fiscal FY93 budget. To come to 
grips with the work ahead, members 
agreed to several meetings next 
week and weekly meetings through 
Town Meeting. 

Athletic fees for transportation, 
slated to be raised from $35 to $45 
within the Superintendent’s budget 
will be one topic addressed. Several 
Committee members asked that the 
administration look at the effect of 
charging everyone who uses the bus 
for practices whether band mem¬ 
bers or players in lieu of raising the 
fee. 

Secondly, reduction of school bus¬ 
ing will be studied. At issue is 
whether to follow the new State 
Department guidelines on transpor¬ 
tation. According to School Commit¬ 
tee member Edward O’Connell, the 
transportation issue has not yet been 
fully aired in a public session. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Makhoul asked that the admi¬ 
nistration question the Town Mana¬ 
ger about the cost of upgrading 


sidewalks and any other municipal 
expenses. Makhoul noted that effect¬ 
ing savings on the school budget 
while increasing the municipal one 
was not in the town’s interest 

“The school administration’s 
proposed budget included little fund¬ 
ing for extracurricular activities,” 
said Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald urged caution in the 
approach to the extracurricular 
budget, since the Weld administra¬ 
tion has slated some monies to keep 
local programs intact, provided they 
stay at 1992 levels. 

The school administration has 
proposed that these programs 
become self-supporting with the 
implementation of a fee structure. 

The fourth issue to be addressed 
will be the current rental policy with 
an eye toward providing additional 
revenue for the school budget. 

“I think that it's critical that we 
think about curriculum in any 
budget discussion,” said Heinold in 
suggesting the topic for considera¬ 
tion. There was no debate from the 
rest of the School Committee mem¬ 
bers and curriculum made the list as 
the fifth focus of the committee’s 
attention. 

School Committee member James 
Evans said, “The whole configura¬ 
tion may certainly impact and may 
drive some other (budget 1 issues” in 
proposing that the reconfiguration 
be the sixth and final issue.

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NEWS NOTES 


Casey tries to save 
ratepayers money 


6-piccc gift 


Representative Paul C. Casey and 
several colleagues in the House of 
Representatives have acted upon 
legislation which will save water 
and sewer rate payers in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
district more than $200 million in 
bonding costs. The legislation repe¬ 
als the law which would force local 
rate payers to prepay existing bonds 
in order to supplement the Common¬ 
wealth’s General Funds. 

“It is outrageous that the state 
could call in the loan and force the 60 
MWRA communities to prepay 
bonds so that the Commonwealth 
could derive some benefits. Since we 
were able to quickly take action in 
the House, local ratepayers will be 
spared this expense,” said Casey. 

In further addressing water and 
sewer rates, Casey said that 
Washington must get more deeply 
involved in the Clean-up of Boston 
Harbor, an estimated $6.1 billion 
project. “The federal government 
only contributes about 4 percent of 
the cost of the harbor clean-up, while 
it pays 90 percent of similar projects 
around the country. Expecting local 
residents to almost totally assume 
the costs of the federally mandated 
clean-up is unfair. It is imperative, 
therefore that Washington accept its 
responsibility and give local resi¬ 
dents what they deserve; rate 
relief,” Casey stressed. 

Casey also noted several other 
bills aimed at saving money for 
ratepayers which are under review 
on Beacon Hill, many of which he 
co-sponsored. These measures 
include, rolling back of “exorbitant ” 
pay raises given to MWRA employ 
ees, granting the MWRA Advisory 
Board more budgetary power as a 
means to improve accountability, 
allowing homeowners to deduct 
water and sewer taxes from their 
taxes, transferring unassociated 
projects away from the MWRA dis 
trict and eliminating water taxes not 
used to pay for the actual cost of 
providing water to the MWRA 
communities.

Shannon supports 
insurance relief 

Senator Charles Shannon (R. 
Winchester) a freshman member of 
the Senate Insurance Committee 
announced today his strong support 
and sponsorship of the “Medigap 
Insurance Rate Relief” for Senior 
Citizens. 

Senator Shannon said, "Our 
Senior Citizens are one of the most 
vulnerable members of today’s soci¬ 
ety. They are literally being priced 
out of the market for Medicare Sup¬ 
plemental Health Insurance, known 
as Medigap insurance. Since Medi¬ 
care pays less than 50 percent of 
out-of-pocket health care costs and 
since the cost of health care for the 
elderly is twice that of younger indi¬ 
viduals, seniors desperately need 
health insurance.” 

Senator Shannon continued, “All 
of us are acutely aware of the pain¬ 
ful choices confronting our Senior 
Citizens who are attempting to live 
out their retirement years in dignity. 
For many of our Seniors, the health 
problems facing them force them to 
choose between buying food to put on 
the table or paying for needed medi¬ 
cation. I find this dilemma absolute¬ 
ly unconscionable. Our Senior Citi¬ 
zens who have worked hard all their 
lives have a right to affordable 
health care coverage. Regrettably, 
there are already 250,000 seniors 
who do not have any Medigap insur¬ 
ance. These seniors avoid seeing 
doctors and do not take prescription 
medication because of the costs. 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield sells the 
most popular Medigap policies 
known as Medex, purchased by 
275,000 non-group individuals. If the 
pending Blue Cross-Blue Shield rate 
hike is approved, Medex will have 
increased by 100 percent in three 
years! Last year alone, 50,000 
seniors dropped or downgraded 
their Medex.” 

Senator Shannon concluded by 
saying, “Approval of this legislation 
will accomplish many goals. Among 
these goals are the following: 

1. Establish a $68 million trust fund 
to subsidize Medigap premiums for 
seniors with incomes under 250 per¬ 
cent of the poverty level. 

2. Provide annual subsidies ranging 
from $400 to $750 on a sliding scale 
based on income. 

3. Enable 158,000 low income seniors 
to purchase health insurance. 

4. Provide funding for this subsidy 
out of the Free Care Pool and not out 
of state revenues. Because of a Pool 
offset created by current elderly 
Pool users, the true cost to the Pool 
would only be $48 million.

-it must become a reality.”

Casey says action 
will save town money 

Calling it a “preemptive measure 
designed to maintain the financial 
integrity of municipal budgets 
throughout the Commonwealth”, 
Representative Paul Casey has sup¬ 
ported an effort in the House of 
Representatives to fully fund the 
account from which local aid pay¬ 
ments are made to Winchester and 
the state’s 350 other communities. 
Because the administration has 
underfunded the local aid account by 
$41 million, payments owed to cities 
and towns could be delayed indefi¬ 
nitely, thereby threatening the time¬ 
ly offering of local services and 
programs. 

“The local aid shortfall could be 
catastrophic to municipalities heavi¬ 
ly dependent upon local aid to pay 
for city or town services. Given that 
a good portion of Winchester’s 
expenses are paid by local aid, it is 
easy to see how the temporary loss 
of state funding could negatively 
impact the town’s ability to operate. 
Recognizing this, we have taken 
action to resolve the underfunding 
problem before the payments arc 
held up,” Casey stated. 

Two weeks ago, the House gave its 
approval to legislation calling for 
the expenditure of $41 million to fully 
compensate for the amount of local 
aid promised for this fiscal year to 
cities and towns last March.

Local budget recommenda¬ 
tions are now being finalized 
prior to presentation at Town 
Meeting -- and perhaps thankful¬ 
ly. the town election is history. 

What shows no promise of retir¬ 
ing into the wings is the divisive¬ 
ness and dowmright hatefulness 
of some political persuasions 
throughout our town in 1992. 

Gone are the days when one 
could disagree on an issue, shake 
hands and walk toward one’s own 
affairs, still holding the good of 
the town as highest priority. 

Many seem to have lost touch 
with the democratic process as 
they elevate personal priorities to 
cult status while making sure 
that those who disagree pay 
greatly for their divergent views. 

Prior to the election a few 
incumbent members of our 
School Committee w’ere sub¬ 
jected to childish retaliation for 
expressing personal opinions;

Last week, as a private citizen. 
The Observer wrote a letter to the 
Star in order to clarify certain 
points regarding the purchase of 
a new town ambulance. 

The dishes hadn’t even been 


washed Thursday when one fair 
damsel of Winchester jangled the 
phone to express contrary views. 

Her first sentence branded The 
Observer as a “screaming liber¬ 
al ” — and the conversation rapid¬ 
ly descended to new levels of 
political persuasion. 

She shrilled her hope that the 
first trip for him in the new 
ambulance would be his last — 
and then sent hopes (alluding to 
his occupation) that he “stick to 
factory work as that seemed to be 
his mentality. ” With that, this 
grand Winchester "lady” 
slammed down her phone and 
retreated to secure anonymity.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Bea¬ 
con Hill Roll Call records local sena¬ 
tors’ votes on one roll call and local 
representatives’ votes on four roll 
calls from the week of March 
30-April 3. 

EARLY RETIREMENT (H 5394) 
— House 149-0, Senate 23-9, gave 
near final approval to slightly diffe¬ 
rent versions of the early retirement 
bill for state workers. The measure 
would encourage about 200 state 
workers to retire early by allowing 
them to increase their pensions by 
adding five years to their length of 
service or age when computing ben¬ 
efits. 

Supporters said the bill will elimi¬ 
nate thousands of workers from the 
state payroll, avoid layoffs and save 
millions of dollars. 

Opponents said the bill is vastly 
different from the original one filed 
by Governor Weld designed to save 
$50 million. They claimed this one 
would cost $21 million over the next 
15 months. The House and Senate 
later agreed on a version and sent it 
to Governor Weld. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the early 
retirement bill A “No” vote is 
against it). 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

CLERKS (H 5394) — House 82-65, 
rejected an amendment allowing 
court clerk magistrates appointed 
by the Governor to be eligible for the 
early retirement program. 


Amendment supporters said this 
only applies to six people and 
claimed the bill’s prohibition against 
clerks was designed by Democrats 
to prevent the (]k)vernor from filling 
these positions. 

Opponents noted these clerks, 
along with judges and legislators, 
are prohibited because they would 
all have to be replaced. They noted 
the purpose of the bill is to reduce 
the work force. 

(A “Yes” vote is for allowing 
clerks to be eligible. A “No” vote is 
against allowing clerks to be 
eligible). 

Casey voted yes. 

EDUCATION (H 5394) — House 
89-59, rejected an amendment allow¬ 
ing state colleges and universities to 
fill faculty positions open as a result 
of the bill provided that the total 
annual cost of salaries and benefits 
for the replacements does not 
exceed 75 percent of those of the 
retiring employees. 

Amendment supporters said the 
bill allows only 15 percent of all 
early retirees’ positions to be 
refilled and only if the public safety 
or health are at risk. They said 
without the amendment, few if any 
higher education positions will be 
refilled and an already declining 
education system will get worse. 

Opponents argued higher educa¬ 
tion and other exceptions are unfair 
and will erode the bill and defeat its 
purpose. They argued the legisla¬ 
ture retains rehiring oversight with¬ 
in the 15 percent and can ultimately 
refill these positions if necessary. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment allowing the petitions to be 
refilled. A “No” vote is against the

A quick look at the gender gap

Since the publication last year of 
Deborah Tannen’s “You Just Don’t 
Understand: Men and Women in 
Conversation,” the whole issue of 
the difference between the sexes has 
had a fresh airing. 

I read “Just Don’t” the minute it 
hit the bookstores. Then I read 
“Brain Sex,” a dull book despite the 
title, which describes how, in about 
the sixth week of fetal life, the brains 
of those destined for malehood are 
rinsed with something called a "tes¬ 
tosterone wash,” causing them to 
one day be not only more skilled at 
reading maps than us girls, but also 
constitutionally less capable of 
refilling the ice cube trays. 

What both these books frankly 
accept is the fact that much as some 
of us would like to believe otherwise, 
the two sexes will never be the same. 
No matter in what gender-blind way 
they are reared, the fact is males 
and females have about as much in 
common as a tangle of sprouts does 
with a big greasy wad of kielbasa. 

Take attitudes toward fat for 
example. A woman dreads getting 
thick around the waist and sees her 
body as a kind of enemy that sooner 
or later will betray her. A man 
doesn’t mind a little pot. He sees his 
body as a sort of mischievous pal 
who gets him in a few scrapes now 
and then but is in general a great 
source of fun and anecdote. Many 
men get a jump on middle age by 
practicing making pot bellies as 
little boys. Gather a handful of eight- 
year-olds. Say to them, “OIK, who’s 
got a fat tummy here? ’’ BAM! every 
last one, beef-jerky-thin as he is, will 
pull up his shirt, present a profile 
and puff out a belly like Alfred 


Hitchcock’s. Eight-year-old girls 
wouldn’t do this on a bet. They’d be 
horrified. “We ARE fat,” they’d 
say, covering their little tummies 
with their hands. “It’s disgusting. 
We’re going on diets.” 

Still, as Tannen observes, in no 
arena do men and women differ 
more than in the way they 
cdmmunicate. 

First, let’s imagine the kind of 
conversation that might take place 
between a woman and her best 
friend at the end of a bad day at the 
office: 

W: “Oh God, I had the worst day 
today! It was just... it was...” 

BF: “Oh my God, you did?! What 
happened?!’’ 

W: “You know that guy, one of the 
bosses I told you about?” 

BF; “The one with the hair dyed 
black?” 

W: “Yeah, well it’s brown now, 
and he wears it sort of permed on top 
with lots of mousse...” 

BF: “Mousse or gel?” 

It goes on. The Best Friend’s 
attention is total, her loyalty to her 
friend both tireless and unwavering. 
It’s a big warm bath of empathy. 

Let a woman try getting that at the 
end of a bad day from The Guy in her 
life: 

W: Dropping into a chair “Oh God, 
I had the worst day!” 

TG: Watching the game on TV 
“Hmmmmmm.” 

W: “You know that boss I told you 
about? The one with ...” 

TG: “Atta baby! Attababy. HE 
jumps. HE shoots!” 

W: “Well, he came up to me today 
and he actually said ...” 

TG: “Outa bounds? Outa 
bounds?! Moron! Fool! Pond scum 
Ref!” 


W: Beginning to weep, “and so... 
and so then ...” 

TG: “TIME OUT! TIME OUT, 
IDIOT! Oh Jeez. Noticing tears. 
Look, I told you before: get another 
job — WHOA, back in action!” 

Even with each other, men keep 
expressions of empathy to a mini¬ 
mum. “My boss is a moron,” one 
guy says. 

“All morons, bosses,” his friend 
answers. 

“S’right,” the one guy says. 

“S’damn right,” says his friend. 

Moreover, they don’t know the 
value of tears. Women cry at TV ads 
showing babies getting walked at 4 
a.m. by young dads in bathrobes. 
Also at ads showing Great Grandma 
alone and seemingly forgotten in a 
hovel on her 110th birthday, sur¬ 
prised suddenly by an invasion of 
wealthy descendants bearing an $80 
rum cake. Also after, before, and 
especially during, menopause. Men 
cry during the National Anthem at 
game time. Period. 

A new trend among little girls 
right now is to buy and lavish affec¬ 
tion upon the homeliest little huma¬ 
noid dolls you ever saw. They’re 
called Trolls, and they have circles 
under their eyes and short legs and 
crazy hair. They’re so ugly the good 
Lord himself would have to stretch 
to acknowledge them. Is it a rehear¬ 
sal for later life the little girls are 
undertaking here? Or are there 
rewards in cuddling the little gar¬ 
goyles? The latter is possible, I 
guess. They don’t use the last of the 
ice cubes, after all. And when you 
talk to them, they sit there and 
listen.

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O’Connell is asked 
to set record straight 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In the March 26 issue, the Star 
reported on School Committee mem¬ 
bers’ response to a presentation on 
homophobia (which had been part of 
a “Focus Day” at the high school). 
You gave Committee member 
Edward O’Connell’s reaction to an 
account that “everyone linked arms 
following (the) presentation and 
sang, ‘We are gay and straight 
together. ’” O’Connell objected to the 
use of the school day for the presen¬ 
tation, saying, “There are subtle 
forms of proselytization.” 

Reading this, I get the impression 
• that O’Connell has forgotten a funda¬ 
mental truth about freedom and 
democracy. Democracy, by itself, 
exists whenever the majority rules. 
Freedom, on the other hand, 
requires that the rights of minorities 
are guaranteed with as much vigor 
as the rights of the majority. 

By implying that “gay and 
straight together” is proselytization 
for “gayness,” O’Connell poisons 
the wells for those who stand against 
the persecution of gay people — and, 
ultimately all minorities. 

After World War II, a Protestant 
minister in Germany was quoted to 
this effect: “First they came for the 
homosexuals; 1 was not a homosexu 
al, so 1 did not protest. Then they 
came for the disabled; I was not 
disabled, so I said nothing Then 
they came for the Jews, then the 
Catholics Again 1 was silent. Final¬ 
ly, they came for me, and I 
scream^ out But there were none 
left to hear me ” 


As a “straight” person, I can be 
truly free only when gay people are 
also free. If this is what the Focus 
Day helped promote I can’t think of 
a better use of a school day. 

I ask you, Edward O’Connell, to 
please set the record straight. 
Please make a public statement 
that, whatever the details of the 
presentation during the Focus Day, 
you support efforts to build bridges 
to all minorities so that both demo¬ 
cracy and freedom can be taught in 
our schools.

This week 
in history 

1951: 41 years ago 

Members and friends of the 
Winchester circle of the Junior 
Florence Crittenton League pre¬ 
pared for their annual spring 
dance to be held in the Town Hall. 
Mrs. G. Moulton Herrick and 
Mrs. Joseph Butler co-chaired 
the event. 

The 1951 Winchester High 
School baseball season was off to 
a good start. The first game was 
held on the turf of the Browne and 
Nichols campus for the Indians 
that year. Poor weather was 
noted to have curtailed the pre¬ 
season work considerably while 
Coach Bartlett searched for his 
starting players. 

The high school’s Vaudeville 
Show was termed “the best yet” 
by the town. The show’s director 
pointed to the interest that the 
students always displayed in the 
production and a great deal of 
local talent as the major reasons 
behind its success. A tumbling 
team, a favorite of previous 
years, was continued for that 
year. The Octet, a singing group, 
promised to make a comeback 
for the show as well. 

The Civic Air Patrol was high¬ 
lighted by group leaders that 
week. Membership in the civilian 
training program was designed 
to acquaint young Americans 
with the air age in which they 
lived, according to a release in 
the Star. Cadet training did not 
require flight training but private 
instruction in flying was encour¬ 
aged. The program could be used 
as an introduction to the United 
States Air F'orce, according to the 
article. 

A second fire in one of the 
Winchester’s business blocks 
occurred that week. There was a 
blaze in the White Block at the 
corner of Church and Main 
streets. The fire was discovered 
by a police officer who tele¬ 
phoned the fire department at 7 
p.m. Assistance was sent by 
Arlington and Woburn and appar¬ 
atus was sent from Stoneham and 
Medford to help fight the blaze. 
According to the article, the fire 
originated in the basement of 
McCormack’s Drug Store and 
worked its way to the back of the 
store. Damage was heaviest in 
the drug store, the Winchester 
Camera Shop, Queen Quality tail¬ 
ors, the law offices of a local 
attorney and the Knights of Col¬ 
umbus rooms. 

A town-wide appeal was made 
to aid in the fight against cancer. 
The 1951 (.’ancer Crusade soli¬ 
cited donations through their 
appeal to “Strike hack — Give to 
conquer cancer” According to 
an article in the Star, donations 
were being used to defray the 
cost of scientific research into a 
cure, hut there was not enough to 
fund all the needed research. 

Several residences on Main 
Street were targets for local van¬ 
dals. One homeowner’s livin- 
gruoin window sustained three 
holes, which police say were 
made by cream jars, as a result 
of the vandalism.

Butler-West talks 
of longterm insurance 

TO THE EDITOR: 

No one ha j an accurate count, but 
thousands of elderly people in Mas¬ 
sachusetts have purchased long 
term care insurance to protect them 
from the costs of nursing home and 
home care. Or at least — they think 
they’re protected! 

A recent State House hearing on 
long term care insurance gave con¬ 
sumers ample warning of the lack of 
consumer protection over this grow¬ 
ing industry. Often these policies are 
riddled with loopholes and fine print. 
They offer confusing and technical 
jargon instead of benefits. As much 
as 60 percent or more of the pre¬ 
mium goes right into the agent’s 
pockets. And all plans marked 
“group” are totally unregulated by 
the state. In fact, only nine individu¬ 
al policies have passed state 
approval. 

Such group policies will not pro¬ 
tect your home if you ever need to 
apply for Medicaid, and the insur¬ 
ance companies themselves say that 
60 percent of the people who buy 
these plans will drop them within 10 
years. What good is insurance that 
1) Won’t accept you if you’re sick 2) 
will be dropped by most people 
before they need it and 3)isn’t 
approved for sale in the state? 

All of these consumer problems 
are addressed in new legislation, 
H.5183, which is now being consid¬ 
ered on Beacon Hill. I urge all fami¬ 


lies worried about the cost of care in 
their aging years to contact their 
State Representatives and Senators, 
and urge them to put some real care 
back into long term care insurance. 

Let’s get the quick buck artists out 
of our homes!

Lambiase looks 
at ambulance issue 

TO THE EDITOR: 

It appears that my colleague from 
Precinct one is applying the old 
adage, "Don’t confuse me with 
facts.” 

Mr. Chane’s objection to repairing 
the existing ambulance entirely mis¬ 
ses my point — namely that even 
taking the absolute worst case esti¬ 
mate it would be far cheaper to 
spend $12,000 and have a vehicle for 
only three more years ($4,000 per 
year) than it would be to spend 
$80,000 for a new vehicle which 


would last five to ten years ($16,00 or 
$8,000 in capital cost per year plus 
maintenance expenses) In fact, 
according to Mr. Gurrisi who has far 
more motor vehicle expertise than 
anyone on the Fire Department, it is 
very likely that the existing ambu¬ 
lance could be brought back into 
proper condition for far less than the 
worst case estimate. 

No well-run business would spend 
in excess of $8,000 to $16,000 per year 
to buy a piece of equipment which 
could be maintained for less than 
$4,000 per year, and neither should 
the Town of Winchester. 'This is very 
simple arithmetic, but perhaps 
those who spend their time respond¬ 
ing to emotion don’t have time for 
basic mathematics. 

The fact that Winchester Hospital 
has donated funds for public safety 
and/or Health equipment does not 
mean that the Selectmen should 
treat said money any differently or 
less carefully than they would if the 
money came from taxpayers. In 
fact, since the Hospital is not under 
any legal obligation to make such 
donations, the Selectmen should be 
even more careful about how such

Student responds to 
debate on Focus Day 

TO THK KDITOH: 

I am writing in response to your 
article, in the March 26 edition on 
Winchester High School’s Focus 
Day. As a student at Winchester 
High School and as a member of the' 
Multicultural Network established 
at WHS, I feel it is my job to right 
some wrongs. 

Cathleen Green’s remark about 
her not wanting to repeat the lan¬ 
guage Todd Frey used was misguid¬ 
ing to the public. Her reference to 
his language was completely taken 
out the context (of the Focus Day 
discussion 1.

Mr. Frey explained about the pain 
and loneliness he felt growing up 
gay.

'THE HOUSE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
C^ll” records local representatives’ 
votes on two roll calls from the week 
of March 23-27. 

FEDERAL SPENDING (H 5149, H 
5355) — House 91-49, substituted 
different resolutions for the ones 
urging Congress to transfer savings 
from defense budget cuts to the 
domestic budget. The substitute 
resolutions call for the funds to be 
transferred to the army air and 
national guard. 

Supporters of the “domestic’’ 
resolutions argued increased federal 
aid is necessary to help the state’s 
social and economic ne^ including 
human services, education, home¬ 
lessness and local aid. 

Supporters of the “guard’’ resolu¬ 
tions said these will help the state’s 
260,000 defense related workers and 
prevent defense cuts from hurting 
the Massachusetts economy. They 


noted the guard provides disaster 
assistance, food to the needy and 
drug enforcement services. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the “national 
guard’’ resolutions. A “No’’ vote is 
for the “domestic” resolutions). 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes 


UNEMPLOYMENT (H 5379) — 
House 110-40, approved the confer¬ 
ence committee version of the bill 
hiking the unemployment insurance 
taxes paid by employers by 30 per¬ 
cent. This would hike the average 
payment from $363 per employee 
per year to $474 through 1993 and to 
$680 in 1994. 

Supporters said this will bail out 
the state’s unemployment trust fund 
deficit which could climb to $900 
million by year’s end. They noted 
the state is currently borrowing $5 
million daily from the federal gov¬ 
ernment to pay benefits. 

Opponents said this is a tax hike 
which will hurt businesses and force 
them out of the state. Many sup¬ 
ported tightening eligibility and cut¬ 
ting benefits and claimed the fund 
will return to solvency when the 
economy recovers. (A “Yes” vote is 
for the bill.

bullet-voting was a set strategy. “I 
would never have a stated strategy 
that told people who they should vote 
for.” 

“It was not my chore or function to 
tell [the votersl who to vote 
for ... My position as campaign 
manager was to introduce Jerry to 
the voters of Winchester,” said 
Hurlbut 

Speculation on “bullet-voting,” 
however, was rampant after only 
6,817 votes were cast in the select¬ 
men’s race out of a possible 8,588 
total votes. Polcari took 2,884 of 
those votes cast, and second-place 
finisher William O’Leary had 800 
votes fewer, at 2,085. 

Incumbent Robert Deering, when 
contacted by the Star after the elec¬ 
tion, pointed to the bullet-voting 
strategy as having won Polcari the 
seat, and thus edging out his own bid 
for re-election. 

However, Hurlbut said the num¬ 
bers do not give a clear picture of 
voting patterns. “That is a very 
difficult thing to say ... There’s no 
way to know how people voted,” she 
added. 

Since Polcari’s name was listed 
first on the ballot, it could be said 
that voters may have thought they 
could choose only one candidate. 
However, in the three-way race for 
School Committee seats, with two 
candidates to be elected, the first- 
place finisher and last-place finisher 
were just 436 votes apart. If bullet¬ 
voting was a factor in the School 
Committee race, clearly no one can¬ 
didate benefitted. 

But Matarese also points to the 
hard work put in by the Polcari 
campaign as another reason behind 
the win. “Jerry Polcari worked 
awfully hard this year ; he was very 
well-organized,” said Matarese. 

Target auciiences 

Campaign strategy also involves 
sitting down with the candidate and 
identifying objectives, said 
Matarese. 


“The first thing you do is sit down 
with the candidate and ask, '“Why 
do you want this job?”’ said Matar¬ 
ese. She said determining the goals 
of the campaign is a major step 
since it will determine the target 
audience for the candidate. 

The next step, according to Matar¬ 
ese, is to elect precinct captains. 
Their primary job will be to reach 
the voters in their precinct and “get 
the message out.” 

However, in last week’s election, 
several campaign watchers said the 
lack of a Proposition override 
question left many “target” voters 
at home. 

According to Eric Josephson, who 
ran a successful campaign for the 
Board of Assessors last year, candi¬ 
dates with fiscally conservative 
views this year found less support 
among the electorate. 

“In the past, when an override 
question was on the ballot, the elder¬ 
ly went out to vote,” said Josephson. 
He said as a voting group, the elder¬ 
ly “tend to be more conservative.” 

“The lack of an override question 
on the ballot, hurt some candi¬ 
dates,” said Josephson. 

He estimated that had an override 
question been put to the voters, the 
School Committee race may have 
ended differently for Lawrence 
Worthen, who was edged out for a 
seat on the board. He said “Worthen 
would have won,” had more conser¬ 
vatives been drawn to the polls this 
year. 

He added too, that the close pro¬ 
ximity of the Presidential Primary, 
may have thrown off some voters, 
who missed the local election date. 

Matarese said identifying and con¬ 
tacting voters is a crucial step in 
getting the vote out on election day. 
She said that push, generally made 
through phone banks, can make or 
break a campaign. 

“The hardest thing to do is to get 
people to make phone calls,” said 
Matarese. She said good phone work 
by campaign supporters can make 
the difference in a campaign.

In the School Committee race, 
James Evans, who earned the 
most votes Election Day, also 
spent the most money overall in 
the Town Election. Evans 
expended $3,298.41 to get his mes¬ 
sage out to voters with contribu¬ 
tions from Sally Kincaid, Kris 
Montgomery and Sandra Rod¬ 
gers topping his tally sheet. A 
small portion of Evans’ funding 
was the balance from his last run 
for School Committee in 1991. 

Some of that money, approxi¬ 
mately $375, went toward an airp¬ 
lane message at the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day game in 1991, which was 
geared to Evans’ 1992 run. 

Jerilyn Heinold, who grabbed 
the second seat on the School 
Committee, spent the smallest 
amount of the school candidates 
with $2,803.86. She drew in finan¬ 
cial support totalling $3,588.96. 

Heinold put a sutetantial por 
tion of her campaign finances 
into print advertising at the local 
papers, which totalled more than 


$1,300. 

Lawrence Worthen, who was 
edged out for a School Committee 
seat, expended $3,004.72 of contri¬ 
butions totalling $4,730. His con¬ 
tributors included sitting School 
Committee members Constance 
Maidioul and Edward O’Connell, 
as well as Selectman Stephen 
Powers. O’Connell also donated 
hall rental for Worthen’s cam¬ 
paign estimated at $132. 

In the race for a seat on the 
Housing Authority, candidate 
Archie McIntyre, who earned the 
seat by an overwhelming margin, 
spent $897.84. His opponent, 
Frank Sopper, did not raise cam¬ 
paign funds.

The same array of 
vegetables came with a much 
more ordinary entree of thin 
scallops of veal moistened 
with a light pan sauce oil, 
lemon, c:apers and sage.

For a comforting pasta, 
consider their pleasant bcjwl 
fit ziti with broccoli and 
somewhat ungainly c:hunks 
of chicken in a gentle cream 
sauce.

April 12 at 1 p.m., a lOK Walk For 
Walden Woods will help bring 
national attention to the fund raising 
efforts of Walden Woods Project. 
Don Henley, Kirstie Alley and Ed 
Begley Jr. will be among the thou¬ 
sands expected to walk in Thoreau’s 
footsteps. 

Winchester native, Jennifer Fron- 
gillo, has been instrumental in the 
Historic Grove being planted in 
Winchester and has played a signif¬ 
icant role in helping save Walden 
Woods. With her Girl Scouts, Fron- 
gillo collected seeds from re<l maple 
and river birch trees that grow at 
Walden Woods. These see^ have 
since been grown into small trees 
and they are helping in the fundrais¬ 
ing efforts of Walden Woods Project. 

Across the nation, individuals are 
being encouraged to "Plant A Little 
Heaven In Their Own Backyard’’. 
They will receive a small tree grown 
from the Concord seeds accompan¬ 
ied by a Certificate of Authenticity 
signed by Henley. The $35 cost will 
provide a benefit directly to the 
Walden Woods Project.

Coordinators hope to invite the 
present-day Nanepashemet, who is 
director of the Wampanoag Indian 
site at Plimoth Plantation and is 
himself Wampanoag, to speak on 
May 1, Friday evening, at 7:30 p.m. 

One of his most popular lectures is 
on wampum or Indian money made 
from quahog shell. He has speci¬ 
mens and slides and the lecture is 
fascinating in that he also speaks 
about the interaction of Pilgrims 
and Indians in the 1600s.

being, health and safety of taxpay¬ 
ers, or the fun and recreation of 
Winchester youth?” asked Cross. 

‘‘We don’t want the chuck wagon,” 
said Cross. ‘‘I don’t think any other 
field in town would tolerate it.” 

DeSimone countered previous 
charges made by Cross that the 
chuck wagon was brought to the 
field surreptitiously. "That’s 
untrue,” said DeSimone. He said the 
chuck wagon was brought in in the 
morning, and “not under the cover 
of darkness.” 

Questions also arose regarding the 
health ordinances governing tem¬ 
porary food establishments, such as 
the chuck wagon. Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Thomas Schmitt, who was 
named chairman that evening, 
deferred that debate to the Board of 
Health for a ruling. 

Cross said she and neighbors 
would continue to fight "the favorit¬ 
ism that the Board of Selectmen of 
Winchester has shown for the Little 
League and not for the taxpayers of 
Winchester.” 

Bill Shields, a neighbor of the field 
and parent of a little leaguer, noted 
that 750 kids take part in the base¬ 
ball program, and their parents are 


also taxpayers. 

"Quite frankly, [the neighbors] 
should have realized when they 
moved in into their homes that a 
ballfield was there and children 
would be playing on it,” added 
Shields. 

“A couple of abutters are con¬ 
cerned about kids eating hotdog- 
s ... There’s something wrong with 
that,” he said. 

Another Wildwood Street resident 
noted that "none of us are against 
Little League, or kids having fun.” 

He asked however, if there were 
other ways for the Little League 
Association to raise funds. 

DeSimone said the chuck wagon 
would not be the sole fundraising 
vehicle for the league. "It is very 
expensive to do what the town is not 
able to do,” he said, referring to 
field maintenance and improve¬ 
ments. DeSimone said volunteers 
for the league put in many hours of 
work. 

DeSimone noted that proceeds 
from the chuck wagon would go 
toward improvements and mainte¬ 
nance to the field. 

Elaine Higgins of Albamont Road, 
said an informal survey, which she 
took, showed neighbors "felt posi¬ 
tive about the field.” 


Ted Cross, also a neighbor, ques¬ 
tioned what the money raised for the 
fields is used for. He said he has 
been himself involved in youth 
sports programs and added, "We’re 
not talking about youth programs 
here, we’re talking about what it 
does to the abutters.” 

Ted Cross called into question 
alleged fav oritism of the Board of 
Selectmen toward the Little League 
and said he had not seen members of 
the board at Winchester High School 
football games. 

Schmitt ruled that line of debate 
out of order and added that Ted 
Cross was "dead wrong.” 

Genevieve Cross was also ruled 
out of order, when she pursued a line 
of questioning about the town taking 
over private parcels of land by emi¬ 
nent domain. 

Selectman Stephen Powers said 
the "neighbors at-large are in favor 
of what’s happened down there,” 
referring to improvements to the 
parking situation. 

One resident said the public hear¬ 
ing was for the neighbors’ benefit, 
and said the public should receive 
answers to their questions, and not 
"be indicted as miserable people 
who are against Little League.”

Sean O’Loughlin has been looking 
forward to this tennis season for 
quite a while.

Elias Tiliakos, juniors Peter 
French, Tony Celia and Cliff Swap, 
and sophomores Dave Fiorentino, 
Tim Malcolm and Binh Nguyen, the 
Sachems are primed to compete 
with the best the Middlesex League 
has to offer as well as the top teams 
in the state. 

‘‘This should be a very good 
team,” said an optimistic 
O’Loughlin. ‘‘I’d be lying if I didn’t 
say I Sought we were one of the top 
teams in Division One.” 

Almost as if some god of fair play 
was looking down on them, the Sac¬ 
hems have been severely hand¬ 
icapped in their early-season work¬ 
outs because their home courts — 
the Palmer Street Courts — won’t be 
resurfaced and playable until the 
week of their first match. But rather 
than whine about the difficult cir¬ 
cumstances, the team has found 
ways to work around its problem.

He stayed on cruise control 
as he struck out two men in each of 
the second, third and fourth innings 
before the Sachem bats came alive 
against Lowell chucker Ben Cooper. 

Cooper had allowed just two walks 
while striking out three over the first 
three innings, but senior Jeremy 
Teahan changed all that with one 
swing of the bat, smashing a 2-0 
fastball deep into the right field 
bleachers to break a scoreless tie. 
Cleanup hitter Jason Capadanno fol¬ 
lowed with a seeing eye grounder 
which rolled all the way to the right- 
field fence, and the Sachem catcher 
pulled into third base with a standup 
triple. 


Junior Scott Imperatore was next, 
and he dropp^ a single in front of 
the Chief outfielders, scoring Capo- 
danno. Imperatore took second as 
the Lowell outfielder overthrew his 
cutoff man, and the Sachems had a 
2-0 lead and a man on second, still 
with nobody out. After Mark Donnel- 
lan walked, Grant lofted a flyball 
which fell just inside the rightfield 
line. Imperatore scored easily, but 
Donnellan, who was forced to wait to 
see if the ball would be caught, was 
cut down going to third.

Grant retired Lowell easily in the 


fifth, but got into trouble when Steve 
Botto gapped a hanging curve 
between Imperatore and hghtfiel- 
der Josh Carroll. Grant got the 
Chief’s number two and three hitters 
without the ball leaving the infield, 
but Lowell’s John Hardy grounded 
an RBI single into the shortstop hole 
to break up the shutout bid. 

Grant glided through an easy 
seventh inning, and the Sachems 
had a win in their first game. 

Team co-captain Jason Capodan- 
no said the senior hurler threw one 
of his best games. 

‘‘He was on, ” said the senior 
catcher. “His curve worked really 
well, and he hit the glove every 
time." 


Grant, who has been plagued by 
streaks of wildness in the past, said 
he’s been working on a new 
approach to pitching. 

“My main goal is to throw 
strikes," said Grant, “not to try to 
strike people out.

Wrestler Ebanks 
takes second 
spot in nationals

Some young athletes grow up 
chasing dreams of athletic suc¬ 
cess, working day after day on 
their skills in hopes of one day 
making it to “the top.” For other 
kids, however, a quality educa¬ 
tion is the most important goal. 

Winchester High School’s Chris 
Ebanks has combined the best of 
both worlds. As a member of 
Winchester’s ABC (A Better 
Chance) program, Ebanks has 
flourished both academically and 
athletically since moving from 
his inner-city home in Bronx, 
New York, to suburban Winches¬ 
ter in 1988. 

Four years later, this WHS 
senior is an All-American wrest¬ 
ler, having earned the honor by 
placing second in the nation at 
the U.S. High School Wrestling 
Nationals, held last weekend at 
Duquesne University in Pitts¬ 
burg, Pa. 

Head Wrestling Coach Larry 
Tremblay traveled to Pittsburg 
with his two Massachusetts State 
Champion wrestlers, Ebanks and 
Willy Thilly. As New England 
champion, Thilly had made a 
name for himself nationally, 
while Ebanks, though runner-up 
in the New England Tourney, 
wasn’t considered a threat to 
place near the top of the heap. 
Tremblay was as surprised as 
anyone by Ebanks’ remarkable 
success. 

“This type of thing simply 
doesn’t happen to wrestlers from 
Massachusetts," said the retiring 
Sachem coach. “Chris had been 
sick last week, and didn’t even 
feel up to competing.” 

But the “quiet, unassuming" 
Ebanks (as a high school teacher 
referred to him on his latest 
report card), shocked the wres¬ 
tling world, defeating state

champs from four of the top wres¬ 
tling states in the nation before 
losing in the National Champion¬ 
ship finals of the 140-pound 
weight class. 

Ebanks, who moved from his 
native Jamaica to the Bronx at 
the age of eight along with his 
four siblings and his mom, Ver¬ 
onica, was encouraged by two 
junior high teachers to apply to 
the A Better Chance Foundation, 
a program that gives inner-city 
youngsters a chance to excell 
academically in a city or town 
away from home. His teachers 
spoke to his mom, and mother 
and son decided together that he 
should follow in the footsteps of 
his older sister, Caroline, who 
was in the program at Philips 
Andover Academy. 

The ABC house, which is sup¬ 
ported by private funding from a 
variety of local contributors and 
special fundraisers, is home to as 
many as eight boys in a given 
year. When Ebanks arrived as a

freshman in the fall of 1988, two of 
the older students, who were on 
the varsity wrestling team at the 
time, convinced him to go out for 
the squad. The rest, as they say, 
is storybook stuff. 

Beginning his varsity career as 
a sophomore, with less than one 
year of experience behind him, 
Ebanks embarked on a journey 
that ended with him b«ing a 
three-time Middlesex and Centr¬ 
al Sectional champ, a two-time 
state champ, and a ninner-up in 
the New England Championships 
last month. 

As impressive as those creden¬ 
tials were, however, they paled in 
comparison to the competition in 
Pittsburg. Some of his opponents 
were three- or four-time state 
champs from areas of the coun¬ 
try where wrestling is king. But 
there was Ebanks, after having 
beaten state champs from Texas, 
Alabama, Wisconsin and North 
Carolina, facing off against Brian 
Walsh, the three-time state 
champ from Arizona, in the 
national finals. 

“Honestly,” said Ebanks, “I 
was afraid of him. Usually I feel 
my opponent out when the match 
starts, and when I touched 
[Walsh], he felt like a stone.” 

Though he lost, 11-4, in that 
final match, the WHS senior had 
proved that he belonged. But then 
again, proving he t^longed was 
his specialty. 

His first test came when, in 
September of 1988, he entered the 
ABC program. Among the ABC 
rules is the requirement that the 
student attend Sunday dinner 


with his host family and stay a 
full weekend once a month. His 
host parents, Katie Conley and 
Jim Click, had two young child¬ 
ren of their own, Billy, who was 
four, and Genevieve, who was 
just two. 

“Chris fit in immediately," 
remembered Conley. “He 
became like a big brother to the 
kids. He was always babysitting 
and looking out for them. He’s 
really a big part of our life now” 

As Ebanks prepares to gradu¬ 
ate, his host parents have spent 
many a night pouring over col¬ 
lege applications with him. Soon, 
however, they may be bom¬ 
barded with an onslaught of 
recruiters’ letters. 

By the time the Winchester 
contingent was ready to leave, 
Tremblay said his senior All- 
American had received quite a 
bit of recognition. 

“I had college coaches from all 
over coming up to me asking 
‘Who is that kid?’,” said Tremb¬ 
lay. “1 was more than happy to 
tell them that Chris was the hard¬ 
est working kid I’d ever 
coached.” 

Ebanks’ remarkable success 
just may help him make his deci¬ 
sion about college. Already, he 
has been accepted at his top three 
schools. Trinity, Wesleyan and 
Syracuse, but others may come 
calling in the near future. 

“Education is the most impor¬ 
tant thing to me,” said Ebanks, 
who made the High Honor Roll at 
the high school last term. “I’m 
really not sure whether I want to 
wrestle in a big collegiate prog¬ 
ram, but I’d certainly have to 
think about it.”

Athletic director Bill Colella has 
helped arrange workout time for 
both the girls and boys teams at the 
Winchester Swim and Tennis Club 
and the Winchester Country Club, 
whose membership and administra¬ 
tion have been "terrific,” according 
to O’Loughlin. 

“The two clubs in town have been 
very accommodating,” he said. 
“They didn’t have to do any of this, 
but they’ve been incredibly helpful.” 

In addition, says O’Loughlin, the 
players have taken the initiative to 
work out on their own, sometimes 
taking money out of their own pock¬ 
ets to rent time at tennis clubs in the 
area. 

“I really admire the way the kids 
are adjusting to the court situation,” 
he said. “They’re taking the time to 
do their own conditioning when the 
courts aren’t available. That kind of 
dedication is what makes them bet¬ 
ter players.” 

The Sachems will be challenged 
by three teams in the Middlesex 
League, Burlington, Lexington and 
Reading. After the home-opener on 
April 27 against Watertown, the Sac¬ 
hems will head up Route 3 for a 
battle with always-tough Burlington. 

“[Burlington head coach] Mike 
Phalen will have that team ready for 
us,” said O’Loughlin. “We’re going 
to have to win on the road, in a tough 
setting, against a very good team.” 


The only position which is etched 
in stone is Fuller’s. As the team’s 
number one player as a freshman 
and again last year as a sophomore. 
Fuller has earned the ri^t to be 
number one once again this season. 
Lucero, Fiorentino, Celia and Mal¬ 
colm should battle for the number 
two and three slots. 

Last year’s top doubles team of 
French and Mike Bosco has been 
halved with the graduation of Bosco, 
but will be strong nonetheless. Swap, 
Nguyen, or either of the singles 
candidates could fill the number one 
and two doubles teams, with only 
French’s position solid so far. 

“I guess some coaches would say 
I’m in a lucky situation,” said 
O’Loughlin. “I have a huge group of 
really talented players, but not 
enough slots for all of them.” 

The starting lineup is determined 
in preseason by a series of challenge 
matches. Each player gets a chance 
to challenge a player atove him on a 
depth chart, with the winner assum¬ 
ing the higher spot on the chart. 

“I think it’s the only fair way to do 
it,” O’Loughlin explained. “This 
way, if a player is performing poor¬ 
ly, we have the option of replacing 
him with another really good 
player.” 

The season is just over two weeks 
away, and the Sachems will be look¬ 
ing to prove that they belong in the 
state’s tennis elite.

Markey unveils bill 
to lower cable rates 

A cable bill that would lower rates, 
increase consumer protection, 
promote competition and provide 
more freedom of choice was 
unveiled recently by Rep. Edward J. 
Markey (D-MA), chairman of the 
House Telecommunications and 
Finance Subcommittee. 

“At its core, this is a pro¬ 
consumer, pro-competition bill 
designed to rein in the renegades in 
the cable industry,” Markey said. 
“This bill restores to consumers the 
power to choose the cable services 
they want and to pay no more than 
they have to.”

Rate regulation: The Markey bill 
creates a regulatory system of fed¬ 
eral rate formulas (for program¬ 
ming and equipment) and local 
oversight that will result in lower 
rates and more freedom for 
consumers. 

— Basic Tier: The bill creates a 
federal, cost-based rate formula (to 
be set by the federal communica¬ 
tions commission within 180 days) 
for a flexible basic tier that must 
include all broadcast signals plus 
PEG (public, education and govern¬ 
ment) channels. The basic tier may 
include other programming as well 
as the mandated channels, but this 
additional programming will be sub¬ 
ject to the FCC rate formula. Con¬ 
sumers would pay for this basic tier 
on the basis of actual cost to the 
cable operator. 

— Renegades: Creates a provi¬ 
sion to rein in cable renegades by 
establishing an FCC “unreasonable¬ 
ness” standard that will be applied 
I by the local community to all other 
I non-premium programming. Local 


cable authorities would be empow¬ 
ered to file a complaint with the 
FCC, which would have the authori¬ 
ty to resolve complaints by reducing 
rates deemed “unreasonable.” 

— “A La Carte” Premium: Con¬ 
sumers would save money because 
they would have the freedom to buy 
premium cable programming (such 
as HBO, HTS or pay-per-view) “a la 
carte” after the purchase of the 
basic tier without having to buy any 
other programming tiers. 

Competition: The Markey bill 
includes strong access provisions in 
order to encourage additional com¬ 
petition that, in the longer term, will 
guarantee lower cable rates. The bill 
also gives commercial broadcasters 
the option every three years of exer¬ 
cising retransmission consent rights 
or seeking must carry protection. 

— Access: Vertically integrated 
cable programming services would 
be prohibited by FCC regulations 
from “unreasonably refusing to 
deal” with any multichannel video 
system operator. Discrimination in

“price, terms and conditions” in the 
sale and delivery of programming 
would also be banned. The bill con¬ 
tains no provision for exclusive 
contracts. 

— Retransmission consent: Cable 
operators would be prohibited from 
retransmitting a local broadcast sig¬ 
nal without the express permission 
of the broadcaster. Terms of car¬ 
riage (money, channel position, 
promotional discounts, or other con¬ 
siderations) would be negotiable. 

— Must carry: Cable operators 
would be required to reserve up to 
one third of their total channel 
capacity for local commercial 
broadcast signals as well as all qual¬ 
ified local noncommercial stations. 

Consumer protection: The FCC 
would establish minimum federal 
standards for customer service and 
consumer protection within 180 days 
of enactment. 

— Remotes, Boxes and Outlets: 
The FCC will create a formula to set 
the maximum price cable operators 
could charge for cable equipment 
and services including remote con¬ 
trol devices, converter boxes, addi¬ 
tional outlets and installation. In 
addition, the FCC will set up regula¬ 
tions to allow consumers to purchase 
— rather than rent — remotes from 
commercial vendors. These regula¬ 
tions will result in substantial sav¬ 
ings to cable consumers. 

— Consumer Representation: 
Local cable authorities would be 
required to certify a qualified local 
community subscriber group to 
undertake activities on behalf of the 
local cable consumers. Cable opera¬ 
tors would be required to include in 
billing statements a notice approved 
by the franchising authority inform¬ 
ing subscribers of the qualified local 
community subscriber group.

Gastronomic successes

J immy Burke felt 

invincible during the 
gluttonous 1980s. And 
why not? Business was 
booming at Allegro, his 
elegant and pricey Waltham eatery 
and the profits rolled in, helping 
Burke and a partner open the Cactus 
Club in Boston three years ago. 

Yet 2 s the recession deepened 
last year, Burke learned that even 
weU-established restaurants like 
Allegro that catered to an upscale 
market were vulnerable. Coaxed by 
his wife and business partner, 
Bonnie, Burke last summer 
reluctantly closed the restaurant the 
pair had spent 11 years running. 

“She was really persistent about 
closing it. It was hard for me to let 
that go, but business was not good. 
We had just moved to a new location 
on Moody Street where the rent was 
higher. Then the economy went 
sour," said Burke. 

But Burke is proving his 
resilience and showing opportunities 
Still exist for creative chefs and 
entrepreneurs able to hit on the right 
restaurant formula. Burke’s Iguana 
Cantina, a funky Tex-Mex place 
modeled after the Cactus Club, 
opened in August in the old Allegro 
space, and Tuscan Grill opened 
further up Moody Street last 


November. Although it serves 
gourmet Italian food prepared mostly 
by Burke, Tuscan Grill prices are 30 
to 35 percent lower than those at 
Allegro. 

Both restaurants are winning 
favorable reviews from diners and 
critics at a time when opening a new 
restaurant, much less two, is a 
tricky business at best. Banks are 
more leery than ever of investing in 
restaurants and consumers who have 
lost jobs or fear being out of work 
are eating out less. The key to 
attracting customers in this 
environment, said Burke, involves 
much more than lowering prices. 

‘ ‘ Restaurants are almost like 
theater. Eating alone is not enough 
for people anymore. They have to be 
stimulated ... You want to stimulate 
the senses,” said Burke. “We’ll 
never go back to the days of the 
‘80s. They’re gone for good and I’m 
glad. It was false.’’ 

Back then, good restaurants did 
phenomenally well and mediocre 
places could thrive as well. Now, 
restaurants must not only serv'e up 
good food but also price it right and 
serve it in an unusual atmosphere. 

Hence the larger-than-life green 
Iguana at Iguana Cantina and the 
careful attention to details at the 
Tuscan Grill, which is designed to 
make diners feel like they are in the 
Tuscany region of Italy rather than 
the Watch City . But visual 


stimulation doesn’t come cheap. 
Burke hired an artist to help with the 
decorating, investing a tot^ of 
$80,000 in Tuscan Grill and another 
$85,000 in Iguana Cantina. 

And Burke said seemingly 
insignificant elements like the 
condition of bathrooms and how the 
staff talks to people on the phone 
also loom large in customers’ minds 
nowadays. 

‘ ‘You have to listen io your 
customers. We are much more 
customer-oriented than ever, “ he 
said. 

Another area restaurateur with a 


good ear for customer demands is 
Joey Crugnale of Steve’s Ice Cream 
fame and now president of the 11- 
year-old Bertucci’s Brick Oven 
Pizzeria chain. Based in Woburn, 
Bertucci’s has been expanding 
steadily since 1985 and now has 27 
outlets in Massachusetts and around 
New England. Three new 
restaurants, including one on Winter 
Street in Waltham, will open by June 
1 . 

Bertucci’s Marketing Director Jill 
Sykes said company sales went from 
$29 million in 1990 to $37 million last 
year. 


Sykes agreed with Burke that 
attracting a healthy share of the 
fewer dining-out dollars that are 
being spent takes more than 
discounting prices and heaping the 
food higher on the plates. 

“I think it’s a combination of 
elements. You can’t just focus on 
one thing,’’ said Sykes. “It’s the 
uniqueness of the brick ovens, giving 
value for the money, the 
architectural design and the feeling 
we try to create in the space. ... 1 
think you have to be different.’’ 

While this may sound 
straightforward enough, Burke said 
too many restaurants get part of the 
formula right but can’t nail down the 
rest. For instance, he said a lot of 
restaurants attract people with lower 
prices but alienate them with 
uninspired food. Still others 
concentrate on an interesting menu 
without putting enough effort into 
the decor, ser\’ice or pricing. 

Aside from his most recent 
efforts, Burke, 37, has had a distinct 
edge in reinventing his restaurant 
formula. A graduate of the Culinar>’ 
Institute of America in New York 
and formerly a chef at the Har\’est 
Restaurant in Cambridge before 
bu>ing Allegro, he has an established 
reputation in Boston. He also has a 
solid relationship with his bank. I-S 
Trust Corp., which has been willing 
to work with Burke to launch the 
new ventures. 


Despite the gloomy economic 
forecasts, Burke never considered 
bailing out of restaurant ownership 
altogether. 

“I had to do something. I wasn’t 
going to go back to working for 
someone else,” he said. 

Once he opted to close Allegro, 
Burke said the decision to open 
Iguana w'as a natural one as well. 

“We were so successful in 
Boston that we thought a suburban 
Cactus Club would fly. There’s 
really nothing like that out here. ’’ he 
said. 

The restaurant has been popular 
with area college students, but 
Burke said it is starting to attract 
families as he hoped it would. 

As for Tuscan Grill, it fulfills 
Burke’s desire to be in the kitchen. 
He said he is enjoying it because the 
place has broader appeal than 
Allegro did and is drawing rnore 
Waltham customers. Burke 
acknowledged that many locals found 
Allegro“not approachable.’’ 

The location has turned out to be 
ideal because it still lures diners from 
more affluent surrounding towns like 
Newton, Wellesley and Needham in 
search of gourmet food in the 
suburbs. 

‘ ‘You have to go into Boston to 
get this food. We fill a void,’’ said 
Burke. 

•Although he and Bonnie live in 
Quincy, Burke said he wanted to 
keep his business in Waltham, which 
he describes as pro-business. When 
he bought .Allegro, he was eager to 
run his own restaurant but cared 
little about where it was. Now Burkt" 
is comfortable w'here he is.

Creative approaches to 
problem solving

ike Bell gave a group 
of business owners 
two problems to solve 
recently.

ma of unproductive meetings. Partic¬ 
ipants in Bell’s creativity workshop 
formed traditional small work groups 
and listed possible causes and solu¬ 
tions. 

The next problem was boring 
evening meals. Ihit this time the 
eight group members used some 
creative problem-solving techniques.

Bell, a Colorado management 
consultant, wrote the problem in the 
center of a large sheet of paper. Us¬ 
ing colored markers he jotted each 
work group’s ideas over the rest of 
the paper. Related ideas were linked 
by colored lines. Several creative so¬ 
lutions popped out. 

Although it was haphazard, the 
second exercise (called mind-map¬ 
ping) was more fun and produclive 
than the first. 

Here are more of Bell’s ideas, 
plus some gathered from other 
sources: 

■ Don’t worry' that if you listen to 
your creative side you’ll make crazy 
or confusing moves. After your crea¬ 
tive side comes up with a good solu¬ 
tion, run it through the analytical 
side of your brain to check out the 
consequences and fine tune it. 

■ Flip the situation to get some new 
ideas. For example, if your goal is to 
improve quality ask: What could we 
do to worsen quality? 


■ Describe the problem with ‘feeling’ 
words that trigger emotions and cre¬ 
ativity. For example, don’t define 
meetings as unproductive. Call them 
boring or mind-numbing. 

■ Apply manipulation or action verbs 
to your problem. For example, if 
you’re trying to improve a product 
or service, ask: W'hat would happen 
if I twist it? Raise it? Reduce, elimi¬ 
nate, complicate or simplify it? Ani¬ 
mate it, electrify it, speed it up, 
make it fly, purify it? 

■ More problem-solving questions to 
ask: How can 1 improve on what has 
worked before? What is the ideal so¬ 
lution over the long term? What can 

I combine to develop a new idea? 

What basic assumptions can I chal¬ 
lenge and what new ideas would re¬ 
sult? 

■ Don’t work too hard at being crea¬ 
tive. If you’re stuck, just start some¬ 
where, even with the easiest part. 
That may get your ideas flowing. 

■ When solving a problem look at 
what makes it different from other 
situations instead of trying to solve it 
as you did similar problems. 

■ Don’t get so bogged down in col¬ 
lecting data that you miss good alter¬ 
native solutions. Stay focused. 

■ Turn your creative ideas into action 
plans. What will you and others do, 
and when, to make your idea a reali¬ 
ty? 

■'efielebrate your creative ideas, 
if it was as simple as finding a quick¬ 
er way to work, give yourself credit.

How to buy television 
ads

Q l have a small tire business 
and I’m interested in possibly 
* advertising on television. A 
business associate told me that some¬ 
times you can buy local 30-second 
spots at bargain rates. How should I go 
about purchasing TV time inexpensive¬ 
ly? 

A First, have you written a 
marketing plan? And is ad- 
• vertising on television one of 
the best ways to reach your target 
market? It is important to find the best 
and most cost-effective ways to reach 
your audience and that may be in medi¬ 
ums other than television. 

But if you have determined that tel¬ 
evision can reach your customers, 
then you probably can purchase small 
blocks of local television time at a re¬ 
duced rate. It depends on the supply 
and demand for television advertising 
time in your area. 

You could work with a television 
sales rep, a media-buying service or an 
advertising agency that works with en¬ 
trepreneurs. Media-buying services 
usually charge 5 percent of your total 


bill and provide expertise in buying 
various types of media. 

Advertising agencies charge in a va¬ 
riety of ways, such as on a fee or pro¬ 
ject basis or by charging a commission 
on the media rate. Some larger agen¬ 
cies may refund part of their agency 
discount to the client. Remember that 
agency advertising rates are usually 
negotiable. 

To keep costs down, many entre¬ 
preneurs do as much of the work 
themselves as possible and start by es¬ 
tablishing a solid working relationship 
with a sales rep. 

Whatever the medium, look for a 
rep who is building clientele and is hun¬ 
gry for more sales. Find someone who 
is genuinely interested in your busi¬ 
ness and has flexibility in scheduling in¬ 
ventory. Sales reps have detailed dem¬ 
ographic information that helps match 
your target customers with various au¬ 
diences. 

Whenever possible, purchase 
preemptable time, which costs less but 
can be bumped. Most stations will try 
their hardest not to lose revenue and 
will try to schedule your commercials 
at a later, and possibly better, time. If 
timing is important and you are running 
a tire sale, don’t buy preemptable 
time.

S hould I buy now or should I 
wait? That is the question 
tormenting countless num¬ 
bers of people contemplat¬ 
ing the purchase of a home . 
If you were to ask me if 
the best time to buy a home is today, 1 
would reply, no. Yesterday would have 
been better, but since you didn’t buy 
then, today is your next best choice. 

We have a truly unique combination 
of conditions at the present moment 
which cries out to be taken advantage 
of. We have some of the lowest inter¬ 
est rates in almost 20 years, and we 
also have home prices which have fall¬ 
en back to the 1985-1986 level. 

While it is true that indecision pre¬ 
vails with some, it is not the case with 
everyone. Sales volume across the 
country — but more important to you, 
in the 54 cities and towns in the Great¬ 
er Boston Real Estate Board 
(GBREB) — has increased dramatical¬ 
ly. 

The pending sales figures released 


by the GBREB reflecting home sales 
agreements for the first eight weeks of 
1992 showed an extremely positive sit¬ 
uation. The figures, provided by the 
Multiple Listing Service — showed an 
increase of 38 percent over 1991 data, 
2,259 pending sales vs. 1,628 last year 
and 1,072 in 1990.

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School boareJ narrows the choices Parents react to reconfigurations

With a decision dale looming in the 
coming weeks. School Committee 
members have begun to voice their 
preferences amongst the options of 
school reconfigurations. 

School Committee members shar¬ 
pened their focus on school closings 
at their April 14 session, narrowing 
the choices to closing Lincoln 
Elementary School and dismantling 
the middle school; or creating com¬ 
munity schools. 

In a regularly scheduled meeting 


this week, School Committee mem¬ 
bers aired their respective opinions 
on four options presented by the 
School Configuration Subcommittee 
(SCS) for the first lime. 

Eight subcommittees had been 
formed last year to assess each of 
the school facilities, with an eye 
toward reworking the current 
configuration. 

Although the committee left room 
for discussion of two other options, 
members stated a preference for a 
close review of either closing the 
middle school and moving seventh- 
and eighth- graders to the high 


school and closing Lincoln (Option 
1) or the plan to create community 
schools (Option 2). 

Some members noted that redis¬ 
tricting alone would not address lar¬ 
ger issues such as excess capacity at 
the high school. There was general 
agreement at the table that changes 
would have to be made. 

To that end, a report from the 
administration on each of the four 
options was requested for April 28. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Makhoul cited the limited

If the School Committee decides to 
close the middle school and move 
seventh- and eighth-graders to the 
high school, the decision will draw 
little parental support, say school 
representatives. 

The Star talked this week with the 
education chairmen of the parent/ 
teacher organizations at each of 
Winchester’s public schools. They 
were asked to comment on two 
reconfiguration plans that have been 
presented to the School Commmit- 


tee. plans that were favored by two 
school subcommittees to date, these 
subcommittees were formed in Sep¬ 
tember 1991 by the School Commit¬ 
tee to look at the long-range use of 
Winchester’s school buildings. The 
School Committee is expected to 
take action on the subcommittee 
reports in May. 

As education chairmen, these 
parents interviewed by the Star also 
serve as liaison to the School Com¬ 
mittee and talk regularly with admi¬ 
nistrators. teachers and parents on 
school-related issues. 

The chairmen agreed that among 


parents in each of the school dis¬ 
tricts there is little support for the 
plan to move the seventh and 
eighth- graders to the high school. 
Many parents, they said, expressed 
the belief that the middle school 
children would suffer “academic 
and emotional ” strain under this 
plan. 

Instead, some parents want to 
explore the K-2. 3-5 plan even though 
that option includes theever-thorny 
issue of closing an elementary 
school, according to Carol Smith.

Study panel nixes 
field lighting idea

installing lights to illuminate 
Winchester’s playing fields, and 
thus open the door for night games, 
would not be a bright idea, accord¬ 
ing to field study members. 

The Interschola^tic Athletic 
Fields Study Committee (lAFSC), 
which was formed this year to 
assess the town’s playfields and con¬ 
sider subsequent improvements, 
presented its findings to the Board of 
Selectmen April 13. 

According to Victor Gatto, chair¬ 
man of the lAFSC, installing lights 
at Manchester Field would not gen¬ 
erate any significant revenue, nor 
would the idea sit well with neigh¬ 
bors and local police. 

“There’s not real compelling drive 
for lights,” said Gatto. He cited the 
adverse impact of night games on 
the neighborhood, as well as the firm 
opposition to the idea from coaches, 
the athletic director and the Police 
Department’s Safety Officer. 

Under its recommendations, how¬ 
ever. the lAFvSC suggested the town 
consider establishing a revolving 
fund under the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) in order to have ready 
money to improve and maintain the 
fields. The lAFSC also put its sup¬ 
port behind the 1988 long-range plan 
developed by Whitman & How'ard to 
improve the town’s fields in a phase- 
by-phase basis. 

In addition, the lAFSC also recom¬ 
mended that future revenue from 
the improved fields l)e funnelled into 


the proposed revolving account; 
including attendance an(1 concession 
revenues. The lAFSC also recom¬ 
mended that groups that use the 
fields, such as the School Committee 
and Recreation Department, “con¬ 
sider creative ways to contribute 
annually to the DPW Revolving 
Fund.” 

Overall, the lAFSC has called for 
a short-term repair of the fields in 
tw'o phases. Phase 1 w'ould require 
Tow'n Meeting to approve the repair 
of three fields — two fields at Skill¬ 
ings and one at Manchester at a 
cfjst of $10.(KK) to $12.(KKi per field 
Also the lAFSC calls for Town Meet¬ 
ing to approve the plan to repair 
Knowlton Field, an additional field 
at Manchester and two more fields 
at Skillings when funding is avail¬ 
able through the DPW Revolving 
account. 

In Phase II, the lAFSl’ recom¬ 
mends Town Meeting appro\ * the 
creation of an additional field at 
Manchester; at a cost of $50,000 to 
$65,000. 

The lAFSC will pose two articles 
before the Spring Town Meeting in 
May. Article 20 and 21 on the war¬ 
rant. The first will request Town 
Meeting to establish the revolving 
fund. The second article wall request 
the transfer of $50,000, currently 
held by the Board of Selectmen for 
improvements at Skillings Field or 
in accordance with the plans of the 
lAFSC, to the revolving account.

Winchester loses 
discrimination appeal

Five years after a sex discrimina¬ 
tion suit was filed against the 1987 
W'inchesler School Committee, the 
state has upheld a ruling in favor of 
a former scIumiI employee. 

Karen Baker, a former assistant 
principal at Winchester High School, 
had filed a sex discrimination com¬ 
plaint less than two weeks after 
School Committee members voted 
6-0 on March 24, 1987 to deny her 
tenure. 

After an investigation by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Commission Against Dis¬ 
crimination (MCADi, that agency 
found there to lie probable cause 
tliat sex discrimination was a factor 
in the case Subseijuently. a ruling in 
December. 1991, by Michael Duffs. a 
commissioner with the MCAD. 
tound in favor of Baker That deci¬ 
sion svas ap|H*aled by Hie town and 
last week Hie Mt’AD ruled, before 


the full commission, to uphold the 
original decision. 

“Needless to ,say. I'm very happy 
that the decision continues to be 
validated.” said Karen Baker, when 
reached by the .Star following the 
ruling. “It’s a good feeling. ' 

Following the denial of her leniire, 
Baker took subsequent joli.- at 
Swampscolt High School as an 
taut principal and currently holds 
the post of principal at Salem lligh 
School. 

Baker just last week wa.s granted 
tenure in a 7-0 vote of the Sai(*tn 
School Committee to reappoint her 
to the principal’s post. 

According to Brian Rogal, Baker’s 
attorney, the town had the right to 
.ippeal the December 1991. deei.sion 
to the full commission, and .said the 
commission h.-ai the option to 
uphold, modify, change or it-verse 
the original decision.

AIDS forums draw low parent turnout

Although organizers of a recent 
HIV/AIDS w'ork.shop urged parents, 
and the town as a whole, to prepare 
for the AIDS epidemic, few heeded 
the message. 

The three-hour w'orkshop on HIV/ 
AIDS was presented by Winchester 
Hospital personnel and designed for 
parents of high school students. The 
Board of Health and the Community 
Schools A.ssociation picked up the 
tab for the workshop, which cost 
$1,4(K). 


How'ever, the session held April 2 
for parents of high school students 
was attended by 30 people, approxi¬ 
mately half of whom were were 
parents of high schoolers. Other ses¬ 
sions for parents of elementary 
school students and middle school 
students drew' small numbers, as 
w’ell. 

Those who did attend were over- 
w'helmed with statistics revealing 
the seriousness and pervasiveness of 
the HIV virus. Also, the workshop 
provided information on what AIDS 
is and how HIV infection can be 
prevented 


It w'as this last point that provoked 
the only contentious response from 
parents, with some saying the idea 
of “.safe sex” was disingenuous and 
dangerous, and that abstinence was 
the only effective way to prevent 
HIV infection. 

One parent said teenagers are get¬ 
ting a false message that sex with a 
condom is a guarantee against HIV 
infection. “Let’s tell the students, ’If 
you use a condom, you still might 
die.’” said the parent. 

.Susan Shields, a health education 
coordinator at Winchester Hospital, 
said AIDS educators are now stress 


ing abstinence more, and describing 
sex with a condom as “.safer sex” 
instead of “safe sex.” When teach¬ 
ing teenagers about AIDS, she said 
she emphasizes “using alternate 
methods of sexual expression. ” 

Vivian Russell, also a Health Edu¬ 
cation Coordinator, said the group 
W'as there only to communicate all 
the facts about AIDS. “We re not 
here to tell you to pass out condoms 
1 in school I,” she said. 

How'ever. Shields added, no 
amount of cautioning will stop some

Raccoon 
rabies 
alert now 
in effect

Raccoons generally have the 
image of being non-threatening ani¬ 
mals — their most annoying habit is 
foraging in trash barrels. That 
image, however, is changing. 

Local health officials have recen¬ 
tly reported that an outbreak of 
raccoon rabies may soon hit Massa¬ 
chusetts. At a recent meeting of the 
Winchester Board of Health, Chair¬ 
man Dr. Randall W. Swartz said 
residents should immunize their 
pets before that outbreak hits 
Winchester’s raccoon population. 

“In light of the fact that we have 
an active raccoon population in 
town, we are going to have to deal 
with this.” said Swartz. 

Board of Health Director .Joseph 
Tabbi said 136 animals received 
innoculation against rabies in a clin¬ 
ic held in Winchester on Saturday. 
April 11. but adds, “I would have 
thought in light of the threat, that 
more people would have brought 
their cats to be immunized.” 

The town foot the bill for the 
difference between the cost of a $6 
shot and the $5 fee it subsequently 
charged residents. 

Two local veterinarian groups, the 
Winchester Animal Clinic and the 
Winchester Veterinarian Group, 
have agreed to immunize cats at a 
reduced rate of $10 to encourage pet 
owners to protect themselves and 
their pets, according to Tabbi. Peo¬ 
ple can call either of these offices 
and make an appointment. 

The outbreak of wildlife rabies 
among raccoons was announced in 
an alert issued by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, sever¬ 
al weeks ago. This outbreak, w'hich 
began in the mid-Atlantic stales sev¬ 
eral years ago, was reported in Con-

Police investigate cemetery vandalism

Local police units are joining for¬ 
ces to stem a wave of vandalism at 
Calvary Cemetery following the dis¬ 
covery of overturned headstones on 
two separate occasions. 

“Because the location of the 
cemetery abuts the Woburn line 
we’ll be working with the Woburn 
Police Department and gathering 
information about groups known to 
frequent the area,’’ said Winchester 
Police Lieutenant Kenneth Albertel¬ 
li. Albertelli said the area is heavily 


wooded and police will increase 
surveillance to discourage the 
vandals. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce, a specific state sta¬ 
tute governs the desecration of 
grave sites. And the Winchester 
Police are taking the vandalism 
very seriously, says Pierce. 

According to police, there are cur¬ 
rently no suspects in the case. 

Police first received a call on April 
11, according to police reports. Offic¬ 
er Douglas Wilkinson responded to 
the Calvary Cemetery on Washing¬ 
ton Street on the Woburn/ 


Winchester line to investigate a 
report that vandals had overturned 
headstones. 

The officer was met by the care¬ 
taker who showed him six over¬ 
turned headstones, said reports. The 
caretaker reported that 22 head¬ 
stones had been overturned the pre¬ 
vious weekend, although no police 
report was filed at that time. 

Reports said that there were no 
tire marks at the scene and the 
caretaker requested extra patrols 
throughout the cemetery.

School board 
underground

Although the School Committee 
has rejected the distribution of con¬ 
doms in the schools, some students 
have decided to take the matter into 
their own hands. 

At issue is the distribution of a 
three-page underground student 
newspaper entitled, “Editor’s 
Choice” that was sold in the high 
school cafeteria last week. Accord¬ 
ing to Student Representative Ben 
Haskell, the newspaper was sold for 
two days. Haskell said that the 
intent of the paper was to inform 
students on important and sensitive 
issues, but that that intent may have 
been lost in the backlash. 

Taped to the back of the newspap¬ 
er was a condom, along with the 
admonishment, “Use it wisely.” 
That was enough to enrage some 
School Committee members and 
parents. 

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell read a letter that 
he had received from parents who 
said they were concerned enough 
about the publication that they were 
considering private schools for their 
children. 

Said O’Connell, “We pay John 
Ritchie $71,100 a year — that’s a 
good salary ... “And 1 believe we 
pay him that salary to be the admini¬ 
strator at that school.” O’Connell 
said these parents were not the only 
ones concerned. 

“From what I gathered ( the con¬ 
doms 1 were put there not to offend 
anyone but put there more as an 
awareness thing,” said Haskell. 
Haskell later told the Star that the 
student newspaper and condom dis¬ 
tribution was a response to the 
School Committee’s vote not to dis¬ 
tribute condoms. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Makhoul later told the Star 
that one “hysterical” parent called 
her at work to tell her of the 
distribution. 

O’Connell added, “1 expect I Ritch¬ 
ie 1 knows the policies and under¬ 
stands them.” He said that the 
School Committee had voted against 
condom distribution two weeks ago. 
0’(’onnell took exception to the lan¬ 
guage in the newspaper as well. 

School Committee member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold offered some words in 
defense of the principal. “This news¬ 
paper was not sanctioned by the 
school. ” said Heinold. “1 think it is 
unfair to say that John Ritchie is 
responsible for each piece of paper 
I circulated in the school I , “ she 
added. 

Parent Donna Difonzo asked, 
“You said Dr. Ritchie isn’t responsi¬ 
ble then, who is responsible’.'” 
Lombardi cut the debate short i)ut 
not before thert* was a brief skirmish 
on the legal ramifications of the 
student newspajKM-.

Insurance group 
pays town SI,843 


Half a million dollars will be dis¬ 
tributed among approximately 200 
communities that participated in 
workers’ compensation and liability 
insurance programs of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Interlocal Insurance Asso¬ 
ciation (MIIA) — a nonprofit colla¬ 
borative owned and run by the 
state’s local governments. 

The money is a surplus from pre¬ 
vious years, which MIIA gives back 
to its participants as a dividend. 
MIIA’s board of directors, composed 
of selectmen, town managers, and 
mayors, approved distribution of the 
dividend at a meeting in Framing¬ 
ham on April 3. Winchester received 
a dividend of $1,843. 


“MIIA is set up as a nonprofit 
self-insurance pool. ” explained the 
organization’s president. William A. 
Kennedy, the executive secretary of 
Auburn. “Once a fiscal year is over, 
we see how much surplus exists and 
divide it among the towns that were 
in the pool that year. We use a 
formula that rewards communities 
that took steps to promote safety.” 

The half million dollars about to be 
distributed will l>e available to towns 
in the current fiscal year. “Statew¬ 
ide. a half million dollars is just a 
drop in the bucket, but in these times 
of budget cuts, every drop helps.” 
Kennedy said. 

The municipal insurance organi¬ 
zation has generated surpluses 
every year since it was created in 
1982, according to its president, 
because MIIA helps towns cut their 
losses. Participating communities 
must promise to work with experts 
who visit the community and make 
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safety recommendations. “We have 
enabled cities and towns to control 
their insurance costs by helping 
them cut the frequency and severity 
of claims,” Kennedy said. 

The municipal insurance collabor¬ 
ative is the state’s largest provider 
of municipal workers’ compensation 
insurance, with 227 towns and other 
local agencies as current members. 
139 Massachusetts local govern¬ 
ments and public entities participate 
in MIIA’s Property and Casualty 
Programs, which is predicting a 
“substantial” rate cut in the coming 
fiscal year. 

Legislators establish 
an MWRA caucus 

state Representative Paul Casey 
(D-Winchester) recently announced 
the formation of the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority —- Legi¬ 
slative Caucus. 

Casey supported the creation of 
the caucus, which is made up of 
legislators who represent communi¬ 
ties included in the MWRA district. 
“Our mission is to address the seri¬ 
ous issues that face the communities 
within the MWRA zone, in a coordi¬ 
nated and unified manner,” stated 


Casey. 

In one of its first acts. The MWRA 
Caucus convened a meeting with the 
new executive director of the 
MWRA, Douglas MacDonald. Dur¬ 
ing the meeting, attended by 75 legi¬ 
slators and aides, both parties 
agreed that the federal government 
must do more to assist in the clean¬ 
up of Boston Harbor. 

“It is unconscionable that rate¬ 
payers be soaked with exorbitant 
water rates while the federal gov¬ 
ernment is only offering to pay a 
small percentage of what is esti¬ 
mated to be a $6.1 billion project,” 
stressed Casey. 

Following the meeting with Mac¬ 
Donald, Casey said he was hopeful 
that the new leadership at the 
MWRA would turn around its per¬ 
ception of being insensitive to the 
ne^ of the ratepayers. 

“I am cautiously optimistic that 
the MWRA, under new leadership, 
will be more responsive to the resi¬ 
dents of its district. Rate relief must 
be at the top of their agenda,” said 
Casey. “While we read George 
Bush’s lips during his well publi¬ 
cized tour of Boston Harbor, it now 
appears that he was doing nothing 
more than lip synching. As our cau¬

cus continues to search for ways to 
ease the burden of sky-rocketing 
rates, MWRA officials must work 
with Washington to ascertain badly 
needed rate subsidies,” continued 
Casey, 

Casey said that the MWRA Legi¬ 
slative Caucus has already had 
some success and looks forward to 
furthering its critical agenda. 
“Along with my colleagues, I v/as 
happy to enact legislation to save 
ratepayers over $200 million. The 
measure repeals a law which would 
force the local ratepayers to repay 
existing bonds in order to supple¬ 
ment the Commonwealth’s budget,” 
Casey explained. 

“The early accomplishments of 
the caucus should lay a solid founda¬ 
tion for other vital issues that con¬ 
front communities within the 
MWRA district,” commented 
Casey. He noted that the caucus will 
be supporting a number of bills 
ranging from rolling back the pay 
raises granted to MWRA managers 
to allowing residents to deduct water 
and sewer payments from their 
state taxes.

necticut in early April when two 
raccoons were found to be infected. 

Swartz said that the outbreak rep¬ 
resents the first such sighting this 
far north and cast and said it could 
reach Massachusetts soon. 

Swartz highlighted several steps 
to minimize the risk of rabies among 
domestic animals, and consequent¬ 
ly, people. 

Swartz said immunizing the cat 
population is critical. By law, dogs 
are already required to be vacci¬ 
nated. According to Swartz, the 
primary reason for immunizing cats 
is because of their nocturnal hunting 
habits. More rabid cats than dogs 
are now identified each year in the 
United States, says Swartz. Since 
cats, as well as other domestic lives¬ 
tock, can act as bridge in communi¬ 


cating rabies to humans, immuniza¬ 
tion is critical. 

People should avoid wild, stray or 
unfamiliar animals, says Swartz. 
“This is a good rule of thumb now 
and even when the threat is dimin¬ 
ished because of the germs which 
these animals can carry," said 
Swartz. 

Raccoon populations have become 
dependent on humans, and there¬ 
fore, large numbers of these wild 
animals are living close to people. 
Swartz said that is particularly true 
since people consider them harm¬ 
less animals. He recommends keep¬ 
ing all garbage cans securely closed 
since raccoons are scavengers and 
can feed off of all sorts of trash. 

Anyone bitten by an unfamiliar 
animal should immediately wash 
the wound with soap and water and 
call their doctor.

“If I do well tin Bostonl, I might 
even try the New York Marathon," 
said Lacouture. 

The Boston Athletic Association 
this week estimates that 9,500 com¬ 
petitors will embark on the journey. 
How many will finish is anybody’s 
guess, say race officials. 

Although many runners yield to 
superstition on race day, wearing 
lucky hats or t-shirts, Lacouture 
says he has no preconceived ideas 
about what will make him successful 
in his goal of completing his first 
Boston Marathon. But he does admit 
to eating a lighter diet in the days 
preceding the event and says he will 
not eat any food on the day of the 
marathon. 

Lacouture says he’s heard much 
of the scuttlebutt amongst runners 
regarding the Boston course. For 


instance, Lacouture says he has had 
heard the course involves about 18 
miles of downhill and he admitted to 
being awed by the field of 9,5(X). And. 
yes, he has heard about “Heart¬ 
break Hill." 

“I’m planning on walking that 
hill," said Lacouture with a smile. 
Tall for a runner, Lacouture appears 
to face the prospect of 26.2 miles 
with the steely gaze of a realist. 

He said he plans to run the first 
five, then alternate running with 
walking and finish up running for the 
final five miles. Lacouture admits to 
hoping that the day will be overcast 
and about 50 degrees.

Reminder to register 
kids for kindergarten 

Parents are reminded to register 
their children for kindergarten. The 
Winchester Public Schools held pre- 
kindergarten drop/mail-in registra¬ 
tion during the week of March 23 for 
the kindergarten class entering Sep¬ 
tember 1992. 

To be eligible for kindergarten, 
children must be five on or before 
September 1, 1992. There are no 
exceptions to this policy. Parents of 
children, listed in the 1991 Town 
census and eligible for kindergarten 
next fall, should have received 
registration materials in March. 
Any parents who did not receive this 
information or have moved to 
Winchester after January 1, 1991 
should contact their neighborhood 


school or the Early Childhood Coor¬ 
dinator at 721-7015 to be placed on a 
mailing list. 

Kindergarten orientations in the 
individual elementary schools will 
be scheduled for parents and child¬ 
ren in May. Prekindergarten screen¬ 
ing will take place the week of May 
18 at the local elementary schools. 
Information regarding screening 
and orientation will be mailed out to 
parents in the next several weeks. 
The screening, mandated by Massa¬ 
chusetts state law, examines a 
child’s vision, hearing, speech coor¬ 
dination and cognitive development. 

A copy of the child’s birth certifi¬ 
cate and immunization record will 
be required at registration. Parents 
are reminded that the medical infor¬ 
mation must be part of the child’s 
record no later than September.

teenagers from having sex, so the 
need to teach teenagers about con¬ 
doms cannot be dismissed. “I am 
amazed at how many teenagers 
[who have said they are sexually 
active] don’t know how to use a 
condom,” she said. 

Bill Catalin, Executive Director of 
North Shore AIDS Health Project, 
said that teenagers should be taught, 
‘‘A. Abstinence B. If you’re going to 
have an activity, make it as safe as 
you can make it.” 

'Tlie group also provided statistics 
on the AIDS epidemic. A recent 
study by the State Department of 
Education showed that 52 percent of 
Massachusetts teenagers between 
the ages of 14 and 18 are sexually 
active. 

Of those sexually active, only 30 
percent use condoms, according to 
the study. And 31 percent of sexually 
active teens, according to the study, 
had four or more partners. 

The parents received a thorough 
education on how HIV is transmit¬ 
ted, which organizers said they 
could use as a starting point for 
discussing the subject with their 
children. 

According to workshop organiz-

ers, there are four ways through 
which HIV can be transmitted: 
blood, semen, cervical secretions, 
and breast milk. 

Shields said there is still much 
confusion regarding the transmis¬ 
sion of the disease through blood. 
She noted that there are not many IV 
drug users in Winchester, but HIV 
can be transmitted through needles 
used for pierced ears, steriods, and 
tattoos. 

In addition to how HIV can be 
contracted — how it can’t be con 
tracted is as important. Shields said 
HIV is an airborne disease and can 
not be contracted through coughing 
sneezing, kissing, shaking hands 
toys or insects, she noted. 

Catalin, who is HIV-positive, noted 
an irony about the myths of catching

lAFSC, described the state of the 
Skillings Field, which includes a 
number of practice and playing 
fields. Because the field was former¬ 
ly the site of a dump, bits of glass 
and other debris regularly surface 
on the playing field and a under¬ 
ground water source makes for 
marsh-like fields. 

He said several of the fields are 
considered “unsafe” for student 
atheletes. Also, he noted that the two 
of the fields have deteriorated to the 
point that “Massachusetts inters¬ 
cholastic sports associations will not 
allow Winchester to host post-season 
competition.” 


DeSimone estimated that to bring 
all the fields at Skilings up to com¬ 
petition level, the cost would be $1 
million. However, short-term reno¬ 
vations could bring several of the 
fields up to par. 

At Manchester Field, the short¬ 
term renovation would include mov¬ 
ing and expanding the field that runs 
parallel to Mystic Valley Parkway, 
reconstructing the running track 
from an oval to a long track with 
looi:« at each end, and adding the 
adaitional field in an area in*a wes¬ 
terly direction from the Mystic Val¬ 
ley Parkway field.

response from high school parents. 
“Out of 800 teens, this is how many 
parents come out?” he asked.

AIDS. In casual contact with others, 
he said, the non-infected person’s 
chances of contracting HIV is non¬ 
existent. Yet Catalin said a person 
could sneeze near him, and pass “a 
cold germ on to me and kill me.” 

Catalin stressed the pervasiveness 
of the disease saying, “It’s all over 
every community.” Because it can 
remain dormant for as long as 10 
years, the full extent of the AIDS 
crisis is only now being realized, he 
said. 

“People get it, don’t know it, and 
pass it on for 10 years,” he added. 

His advice was simple. “If in the 
last 10 years you have done any of 
these [risky behaviors] you should 
go out and get yourself tested.” 

Catalin, along with other organiz¬ 
ers, was disappointed by the lack of 


the study. Selectman Stephen Pow¬ 
ers, who also served as a member of 
the lAFSC, noted that the meetings 
of the group were held in an above 
board mannner, and were open to 
the public. In the lAFSC report, it 
was also noted that “many Winches¬ 
ter citizens came to these open meet¬ 
ing and joined in conversation.” 

However, a group of neighbors 
who sat in during the lAFSC presen¬ 
tation April 13, had hoped to have a 
chance to debate the report. Their 
comments could not be heard during 
the business section of the select¬ 
men’s meeting, and will be enter¬ 
tained at a public hearing on the 
issue set for Wednesday, April 29.

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Town stable 
bridges two eras

Back in the days when all 237 
street lights in Winchester were 
shut off during times of a full 
moon, the Town Stable w'as 
located on Winchester Place 
behind the old wooden Central 
Fire Station. 

The yard, intensely fascinating 
to local boys, was the headquar¬ 
ters of the Highway Department 
and housed both rolling equip¬ 
ment and livestock necessary to 
its operation. 

Although the town owned 
100,000 square feet of ledge and a 
Champion portable crusher could 
be moved there at will, much 
stone was teamed to the 150-ton 
Farrell crusher, permanently 
located but 300 feet from Town 
Hall. 

Dust and noise from the 
machine was tolerable, at best, 
and sometimes it was downright 
insufferable. However, just the 
portable crusher alone spewed 
out over 11 tons of gravel per year 
to be used in the building and 
repairing of Winchester streets. 

By 1900, the location of the yard 
had become a local nuisance, and 
the dilapidated old stable had 
become a safety liability to both 
the men and the seven horses of 
the department. 

The 1903 Town Meeting estab¬ 
lished a Committee on Town 
Stable and Yard, which, over the 
next two years, planned and 
caused to be erected a new stable 
complex on Lake Street. The 
beautiful old stable, with its slate 
roof and central cupola, and the 
long brick sheds along Linden 
Street survive to this day as part 
of our D P W. complex. 


Designed by Robert Coit, the 
new stable was the wonder of the 
age. Large ducts, installed inside 
the length of the building leading 
up into the cupola, ventilated the 
structure. It was also fitted with 
electric lights and a telephone. 

The upstairs loft was fitted out 
as a carpentry shop, and there 
was ample space also to store hay 
and grain for the town horses. 
Fifteen horse stalls were pro¬ 
vided in ihe original plans with 
provision for eight more when 
circumstances required. 

A large brick and concrete 
manure pit housing a large cart 
received the daily sweepings 
from the stalls, and a two-level 
“garbage plant” accommodated 
town waste, which was emptied 
from tip carts through a hole in 
the upper floor into a large wagon 
waiting below. 

The permanent crusher was 
relocated to a far part of the lot, 
just below the old Henry Cutter 
house on Main Street. 

The new town yard was to 
accommodate six town depart¬ 
ments, and these were to be 
housed in the brick sheds running 
the length of Linden Street. 

By 1925, a garage housed 11 
cars and trucks, and there were 
10 horses quartered in the stable. 
That winter, the town hired three 
additional horses from Tom Qui¬ 
gley to plow sidewalks. 

The handwriting was on the 
wall, however, and in 1934, under 
Superintendent Parker Holbrook, 
the remaining town horses were 
put out to pasture. 

Many longtime residents still 
fondly remember the earlier 
time, and in a future column. 
May Serieka has volunteered her 
recollections of the horses, their 
duties and even their names.

Provisions include $22 mil¬ 
lion for courts, $11 million for mental 
health and a provision to ensure that 
communities receive the full $306 
million promised in local aid lottery 
fund distribution, despite a pro¬ 
jected state lottery shortfall. 

Supporters said this was a fiscally 
responsible plan necessary to fund 
essentials for the remainder of fiscal 
1992. Some opponents said the pack¬ 
age was irresponsible and spends 
new money in areas in which the 
state had made responsible cuts last 
year. 

Others said they opposed a section 
stripping local boards of health of 
nearly all control over hazardous 


waste facilities. 

A Yes vote is for the budget. A No 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

CENSUS (H 3355) — House 94-55, 
refused to discharge the Ways and 
Means Committee and bring to the 
House floor for action the bill con¬ 
forming the state’s laws to the 
recent constitutional amendment 
abolishing the state census. 

Discharge supporters said the 
measure is necessary to require all 
I communities, including Boston, to 
redraw precincts and conform to the 
federal census. They argued quick 
action is needed to ^gin state legi¬ 
slative redistricting for 1994. 

Discharge opponents said the bill 
creates many problems for Boston 
and will cost the city time and 
money. They said the committee is 
waiting for input from Boston offi¬ 
cials and urged the House not to rush 
action.

1989: 3 years ago 


Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
was elected to his first chairman¬ 
ship on the Board of Selectmen. 
Schmitt, elected to chair the 
board on the final year of his first 
term, had not yet decided 
whether to seek a second. A resi¬ 
dent of 12 years, Schmitt is a 
Harvard Medical School admini¬ 
strator who has worked on the 
special insurance advisory com¬ 
mittee and a special subcommit¬ 
tee to study low- and moderate- 
income housing needs in town. 
Schmitt has also served on the 
Housing Partnership Board and 
Town Meeting, according to a 
profile in the Star. 

The School Committee, faced 
with making some $760,000 in cuts 
in the wake of the failure of a 
proposed override of Proposition 
2‘/^, said the cuts would affect 
personnel across the board. 
According to an article in that 
week’s Star, teaching, counsel¬ 
ing, instructional specialists, sab¬ 
batical leave and equipment 
accounts would be hit to bring the 
numbers in line with revenue 
expectations. 


A group of residents from the 
North End Task Force took their 
complaints to Representative 
Paul Casey in an effort to speed 
up the cleanup of a contaminated 
site near their homes. According 
to an article in that week’s Star, 
the owner of the property said 
that the fill was not dangerous, 
while neighbors banded together 
to enlist the state’s assistance.

UNEMPLOYIVIENT (H 2935)- 
House 107-36, rejected Governor 
Weld’s bill to tighten unemployment 
benefits eligibility and standards 
and reduce the number of weeks 
jobless benefits can be collected 
from 30 to 26. 

Weld proposed this bill to replace 
the one approved by the legislature 
hiking the unemployment insurance 
tax on employers by 30 percent. The 
legislature’s bill hikes the average 
payment from $363 per year per 
employee to $474 through 1993 and to 
$680 in 1994. 

The state’s unemployment trust 
fund is running at a deficit and the 
state is borrowing $5 million a day 
from the federal government to pay 
jobless benefits. 

Supporters of Weld’s bill said it 
will save $200 million annually with¬ 
out affecting any people currently 
collecting unemployment benefits. 
They argued his version does not 
hike the tax and will not drive 
employers out of state. 

Opponents of Weld’s version 
argued it does not stop the massive 
state borrowing and argued the 
legislature’s version is the only 
responsible way to bail out the 
fund’s deficit which could climb to 
$900 million by year’s end. 

A Yes vote is for Weld’s version. A 
No vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

WATERSHED (H 397) — Senate 
31-4, gave near final approval to the 
bill restricting development around 
the Quabbin, Wachusett and Ware 
reservoirs and authorizing the state 
to borrow $135 million to buy undeve¬ 
loped land nearby to protect the 
reservoirs. 

Supporters said the bill will pro¬ 
tect these reservoirs which feed the 
drinking water supply for over two 
million metropolitan Boston resi¬ 


dents. They claimed inaction will 
cost the state up to $1.5 billion in 
expensive filtering systems Oppo¬ 
nents said the bill is flawed, costly 
and full of overregulation. 

They said the $135 million is not 
guaranteed and that the bill dep¬ 
rives landowners of property rights 
without proper compensation. 

A Yes vote is for the bill. A No vote 
is against it. 

Shannon voted yes 

COMPENSATION (H 397) — 
Senate 22-11, rejected a watershed 
amendment prohibiting the restric¬ 
tion in the bill from taking effect 
until an affected property owner is 
compensated for the difference 
between the value of his or her land 
prior to and following the 
restriction. 

Amendment supporters said the 
$135 million is not guaranteed 
because of limited state funds and 
bond caps. They argued the amend¬ 
ment is the only way to guarantee 
compensation.

Markcy unveils bill 
to lower cable rates 

A cable bill that would lower rates, 
increase consumer protection, 
promote competition and provide 
more freedom of choice was 
unveiled recently by Rep Kdward .1. 
Markey (D MA), chairman of the 
House Telecommunications and 
Finance Subcommittee. 

"At its core, this is a pro¬ 
consumer. pro-competition bill 
designed to rein in the renegades in 
the cable industry. ” Markey said. 
“This bill restores to consumers the

power to choose the cable services 
they want and to pay no more than 
they have to." 

Rate regulation: The Markey bill 
creates a regulatory system of fed¬ 
eral rate formulas (for program¬ 
ming and equipment) and local 
oversight that will result in lower 
rates and more freedom for 
consumers. 

— Basic Tier: The bill creates a 
federal, cost-based rate formula (to 
be set by the federal communica¬ 
tions commission within 180 days) 
for a flexible basic tier that must 
include all broadcast signals plus 
PEG (public, education and govern¬ 
ment) channels. The basic tier may 
include other programming as well 
as the mandated channels, but this 
additional programming will be sub¬ 
ject to the FCC rate formula. Con¬ 
sumers would pay for this basic tier 
on the basis of actual cost to the 
cable operator. 

— Renegades: Creates a provi¬ 
sion to rein in cable renegades by 
establishing an FCC “unreasonable¬ 
ness” standard that will be applied 
by the local community to all other 
non-premium programming. Local 
cable authorities would be empow¬ 
ered to file a complaint with the 
FCC, which would have the authori¬ 


ty to resolve complaints by reducing 
rates deemed “unreasonable.” 

— “A La Carte” I’remium: Con¬ 
sumers would save money because 
they would have the freedom to buy 
premium cable programming (such 
as HBO, HTS or pay-per-view) “a la 
carte” after the purchase of the 
basic tier without having to buy any 
other programming tiers. 

Competition: The Markey bill 
includes strong access provisions in 
order to encourage additional com¬ 
petition that, in the longer term, will 
guarantee lower cable rates. The bill 
also gives commercial broadcasters 
the option every three years of exer¬ 
cising retransmission consent rights 
or seeking must carry protection. 

— Access: Vertically integrated 
cable programming services would 
be prohibited by FCC regulations 
from “unreasonably refusing to 
deal” with any multichannel video 
system operator. Discrimination in 
“price, terms and conditions” in the 
sale and delivery of programming 
would also be banned. The bill con¬ 
tains no provision for exclusive 
contracts. 

— Retransmission consent: Cable 
operators would be prohibited from 
retransmitting a local broadcast sig¬ 
nal without the express permission 
of the broadcaster. Terms of car¬ 
riage (money, channel position, 
promotional discounts, or other con¬ 
siderations) would be negotiable. 

— Must carry: Cable operators 
would be required to reserve up to 
one third of their total channel 
capacity for local commercial 
broadcast signals as well as all qual-

impact of simply closing an elemen¬ 
tary school in giving her reasons for 
dismissing that option. 

vSaid Makhoul, “If we re going to 
look at this from a financial point of 
view, then closing an elementary 
school doesn’t do anything for 
us ... ” vShe added, “1 would look for 
that building (that generated 1 the 
most revenue stream for the town.” 

But, School Committee member 
.James Evans did not agree. “The 
best revenue stream for the town — 1 
sort of understand the thrust of that 
comment — but we should consider 
the educational impact of choices,” 
said Evans. 

Evans also jumped in running in a 
lively debate of the option to close 
the middle school, move the seventh- 
and eighth-graders to the high 
school and close Lincoln. 

“1 would rather see this commit¬ 
tee put this issue behind us as one of 
the finalists,” said Evans. He noted 
that the community had already 
sent out strong signals that the loss 


of the middle school concept would 
be. “a stop backward, not a step 
forward,” 

However, it was Makhoul's turn to 
disagree. “1 know this is not a popu¬ 
lar option in some quarters,” said 
Makhoul. Makhoul noted that the 
educational effect, efficiency and 
financial considerations of each plan 
had to be weighed. She added, “I 
think it’s important to look very 
carefully at this option because it 
answers some concerns,” said 
Makhoul. 

In response, Evans asked Superin¬ 
tendent Charles Mitsakos if he had 
studied the educational impact and 
what that would be. 

Said Mitsakos, “The administra¬ 
tion does not think it’s educationally 
sound ...” Mitsakos pointed to the 
three years of study that went into 
the planning of the middle school 
concept and said that those years 
represent an important transition 
for students. He also said that mov¬ 
ing the sixth grade back into the 
elementary school would create 
problems. 

But, Makhoul said she wanted to 
see an administrative report that 
took a different tack on the problem. 

“I want all four of these options 
brought to me in a positive way,” 
said Makhoul. 


School Committee member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold harkened back to Mitsa- 
ko’s statement in framing her opin¬ 
ion on the plan to close the middle 
school. ... “I would say that if a plan 
is not educationally sound then it 
does not merit consideration,” said 
Heinold. 

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell said, “Dr. Mitsa¬ 
kos has been a naysayer on this 
option.” He added that he would like 
to ask High School Principal John 
Ritchie how to make the plan work. 

Chairman Mark Lombardi said he 
would like to look at the plan to 
merge the secondary schools. “I 
would like to look at the other side of 
this,” said Lombardi. He said he 
wanted to be convinced that it 
couldn’t work. 

Evans expressed his continued 
support for the creation of commun¬ 
ity school districts. He said the plan 
had to be given careful considera¬ 
tion because it spread the impact of 
change throughout the town. 

“Frankly I couldn’t sec myself 
supporting that,” said O’Connell. 

Lombardi also expressed reserva¬ 
tions and professed himself to be, 
“not particularly impressed” with 
the plan since it would mean that he 
would have four children in four 
different schools.

Ambrose students 
learn fundamentals 

Transmissions, levers, gearing 
systems, centrifugal force, rotors, 
trapezium steering, pulleys — these 
are all terms that you are apt to hear 
in Ambrose fourth grade classrooms 
as part of the innovative Lego/Logo 
Program, ably led by fourth grade 
teacher, Laurie Traugot. 

Ambrose fourth graders are learn¬ 
ing the fundamentals of design, con¬ 
struction, and mechanical engineer¬ 
ing in an innovative program in 
which the students replicate various 
machines with Lego building blocks. 

The instructional materials for the 
program were purchased with funds 
obtained from an Eisenhower grant 
awarded to the Winchester school 
system by the U.S. Department of 
Education. The purpose of the 
Ambrose grant is to address gender 
bias in science education by intro¬ 
ducing girls to hands-on technology 
and science in the classroom. 

The Lego/Logo project uses an 
integrated approach to learning sci¬ 
entific and engineering principles 
through cooperative effort. The 
fourth graders work in small groups 
to plot out their construction design 
of machines such as cranes, cars, 
merry-go-rounds and helicopters. In 
the process, the students learn the 
meaning of terms such as “vari¬ 
ables” and “redesign” as they 
experiment with making various 
design adjustments to their projects 
to determine how the machine’s 
operation is affected. 

They also build their oral and 
written language skills by making 
journal entries about their projects 
and explaining their design concepts 
orally to their classmates. 

At the beginning of the project, 
students were surveyed to deter¬ 
mine the boys’ and girls’ attitudes 
and confidence levels regarding 
their ability to build, design and 
problem solve. Initial survey results 
revealed that boys were more likely 
than girls to claim e.xperience in 
building and designing and more 
likely to view construction activi¬ 
ties, such as playing with Lego 
blocks, as a mule activity. It is 
hoped that the programs like the 
Lego/Logo project will foster girls’ 
interest in science and technology 
and help equalize exposure to and 
confidence in girls’ abilities in these 
areas.

County bar mem¬ 
bers judge the essays and each bar 
submits their five best entries to the 
MBA for statewide judging. The con¬ 
test was organized by the MBA law- 
related education office.

At the walk-through, your 
dependable old dishwasher 
stopped midway through its cycle, 
and the powder room toilet flunked 
its flush. These situations may 
cause some anxiety for buyers and 
sellers, but such problems are 
quiet common and easy to 
resolve. 

Most purchase agreements 
require the major mechanical sys¬ 
tems and any appliances that con¬ 
vey to be in working order at the 
time of the settlement. Often 
defects are discovered during the 
structural inspection, and the sell¬ 
ers have plenty of time to have 
repairs made. Even so, there may 
be last-minute breakdowns or oth¬ 
er defects not picked up until the 
walk-through. 

Often, agreements can be made 
with the sellers at the settlement 
table to escrow funds for repairs 
to, or replacement of, items which 
might be in question.

education chairman for the McCall 
Middle School and Ambrose 
Elementary School. Smith noted 
that parents still have some ques¬ 
tions about the community school 
concept. 

“A lot of parents are strongly 
opposed to moving the seventh- and 
eighth-graders to the high school 
because they don’t feel there’s an 
educational benefit,” said Smith. 

‘‘Some parents do have questions 
on the K-2, 3-5 plan, which is also 
another can of worms since it 
includes closing a school,” said 
Smith. However, Smith added more 
parents realize the long-term finan¬ 
cial picture must be addressed. 

“I think we need to study the 
effects of each of these configura¬ 
tions ... These are just ideas pre¬ 
sented, there has to be a lot more 
legwork,” said Smith. 

In response to the plan to close the 
middle school, Muraco Elementary 
School Education Chairman Linda 
Axon said, “I think it would be an 
injustice to our children.” 

"I don’t want to see 11-year-olds 
and 18-year-olds mixed,” said Axon. 
Axon said that most people reacted 
“very negatively” to the idea. 

‘‘Many parents thought it was 
great when our town finally deve¬ 
loped a middle school,” said Axon. 
Axon reported more positive 
responses for the community school 
plan since the changes will affect the 
entire community. 

Marge Harvey, co-chairman for 
the Lincoln Elementary School, said 
she could only speak for herself. 

‘‘Frankly, that doesn’t excite me 
at all,” said Harvey when asked 
about the plans to close the middle 
school. She said, "The sixth-, 
seventh and eighth-grade are transi¬ 
tion years for kids, academically 
and emotionally ... I feel very 
strongly that they deserve and need 
their own space.” Harvey reported 
hearing support for the K-2,3-5 from 
parents in different school districts 

“Educationally, the K-2, 3-5 plan 
makes a lot of sense,” said Harvey. 
She said that the plan would allow 
the elementary schools to better util¬ 
ize scant resources now spread out 
over five buildings. 

Jill Bohlin, Vinson Owen Elemen¬ 
tary School education chairman, 
said that while there is no official 
Vinson Owen view, parents she 
spoke with did not favor either of the 
plans. 

“We really are not in favor of 
either of them ... The general feel¬ 
ing is that the K-2, 3-5 plan is disrup¬ 
tive to the kids’ education because 
they will have to change schools so 
many times,” said Bohlin.

“The students do well (with a 
separate school 1 for the sixth-, 
seventh- and eighth-graders. It pro¬ 
vides a good transition. Perhaps <he 
best solution is to keep the current 
configuration and to do some redis¬ 
tricting to help alleviate crowding 
and move some populations around 
in some schools,” said Bohlin. 

Rosemary Hooson, education 
chairman for the Lynch Elementary 
School, noted, “Anybody I talked to 
said that moving the seventh- and 
eighth-graders to the high school is 
not a great idea.” Hooson said that 
scheduling difficulties will arise if 
the newly configured high school 
becomes a reality. 

‘‘The people behind the plan are 
just doing it /o address] excess 
space,” added Hooson. She said 
moving the administration to the 
high school would address the 
excess capacity. 

“Most people are excited about 
the K-2, 3-5,” said Hooson. She said 
the community school plan addres¬ 
ses many of Lynch’s problems as 
well as cuts down on competition 
amongst the parents in different 
school districts. 


‘‘There’s really been an unhealthy 
sense of competition that would dis¬ 
appear,” said Hooson. 

When Questioned about the feed¬ 
back on the middle school Winches¬ 
ter High School Education Chair¬ 
man Abigail Hurlbut said, ”1 think 
that there is a real sense at the high 
school and other schools, that that’s 
not what people in Winche.ster want 
i. r their educational system.” 

Hurlbut said, “It has been men¬ 
tion 'd to me that it is unfortunate 
that thvyjC [subcommittees! did not 
include ome specific people 
involved in curriculum and 
education” 

“It may be a little late to be 
moaning and groaning since parents 
needed to get involved when the 
subcommittees were formed,” said 
Hurlbut. 

“Most people (who attended the 
weekly subcommittee meetings 1 
came away with the sense that the 
subcommittees were very good and 
honest in their appraisals; nonethe¬ 
less. no one is looking at long-range 
educational goals for the communi¬ 
ty.” said Hurlbut. “And I think 
that’s a mistake,” she added. 


Subcommittees 
outline options 


Members of eight subcommit¬ 
tees charged with gathering 
information about Winchester 
schools’ facilities, have now com¬ 
pleted their task, and have 
thrown the ball back to the School 
Committee. 

The subcommittees were 
formed in September, 1991, by the 
School Committee to analyze 
long-range facilities planning for 
the schools. 

The School Committee is 
expected to make a decision on 
the information on or before May 
12. Members held a review of the 
reports on Tuesday, April 14 and 
public comments are invited 
tonight (Thursday, April 16) and 
Tuesday, April 28. School Com¬ 
mittee meetings are held at the 
Lynch Elementary School at 7:30 
p.m. 

The School Configuration Sub¬ 
committee (SCS) pondered all 
grade configuration possibilities 
and the education and transpor¬ 
tation issues involved. 

A plan to create community 
schools, favored by a majority of 
the SCS members, calls for the 
creation of two school districts, 
(Lincoln/Muraco and Ambrose/ 
Lynch/Vinson Owen). 

There are three other options 
addressed by the SCS and and all 
are now under review by the 
School Committee. Members of 
the subcommittee voted 5-0 
against moving the seventh- and 
eighth-graders to the high school 
and closing Lincoln Elementary 
School. The other two plans, not 
favorably supported by the 
majority of the members.

included closing either Vinson-

the MBTA line to Church Street 
and also a horn-shaped area up to 
41 Wildwood Street, that includes 
Ivy Circle, Warren Street, Copley 
Street and Laurel Street. 

Only the K-2, 3-5 plan garnered 
a majority of the subcommittee 
votes.

HEALTH NOTES 


When snoring 

is a problem 

It sounds like a motorcycle rev¬ 
ving its engines. In the middle of the 
night, when the rest of the world is 
sleeping soundly, you lie there lis¬ 
tening to snoring -- reverberating 
against the walls and endlessly 
pounding in your head. When you 
can’t bear it anymore, you give a 
nudge until you hear the familiar 
sounds of gurgles and snorts and 
finally — silence. 

This nocturnal scenario is familiar 
to many people. The problem is that 
snoring not only disturbs the person 
who is forced to listen to it, but it also 
interrupts the snorer’s normal sleep 
pattern and can cause other compli¬ 
cations, including cardiac problems. 

According to Shelly Ayers, Sleep 
Technologist at Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal, snoring may be a symptom of a 
deeper problem. About 30 percent of 
all snorers have some degree of a 
disorder known as sleep apnea — 
cessation of breathing while 
sleeping. 

“Sleep apnea occurs when the flow 
of air is obstructed in the upper 
airway passage — such as when a 
person’s tongue protrudes back¬ 
wards, or when their tonsils are 
enlarged,’’says Ayers. 

Since the airway is blocked while 
they sleep, the apnea snorer actually 
stops breathing for periods of 20 
seconds and longer. At a certain 
point, the snorer’s survival instincts 
kick in, and they wake up in time to 


adjust themselves and breath again. 

“Over time, these apnea episodes 
can be treacherous on the patient’s 
heart,” says Joe Pappalardo, Admi¬ 
nistrative Director of Respiratory 
Services at Winchester Hospital, 
who also heads up the hospital’s 
sleep laboratory. “Since their heart 
has to work harder to pump oxygen 
to vital organs, the snorer is at risk 
of developing cardiac problems, 
such as high blood pressure, heart 
attack or stroke.” 

Snoring also can be a problem, as 
it interrupts the snorer’s sleep pat¬ 
tern. “The normal stages in sleep 
are 1, 2, 3, 4 and then REM (Rapid 
Eye Movement),” explains Pappa¬ 
lardo. “A person gets progressively 
deeper in sleep in each of these 
stages. Since the snorer has to wake 
up periodically during the night to 
restart breathing, this normal sleep¬ 
ing pattern is disrupted, so it takes 
longer to get to the REM stage of 
sleep. Subsequently, the snorer 
doesn’t spend as much time in the 
deeper stages of sleep, which are 
important for a good night’s rest.” 

What can be done about snoring? 
According to Ayers, sometimes the 
solution can be as simple as elevat¬ 
ing your head, sleeping on your side, 
or even losing weight. “When a snor¬ 
er sleeps on his back, the chance of 
snoring increases, because the 
tongue drops farther back in the 
throat. By sleeping on your side, or 
elevating your head, the airway pas¬ 
sage is kept open.” Ayers explains 
that people who are obese or over¬ 


weight generally snore. Losing 
weight will often times alleviate the 
problem. 

But if the problem is result of sleep 
apnea, the snorer should consult his 
or her physician. 

“Winchester Hospital recently 
opened a sleep laboratory, which 
allows us to treat patients with sleep 
apnea,” says Ayers. “Through video 
cameras, we monitor and record 
sleep apnea patients throughout the 
night. Treatment for sleep apnea 
involves the use of GPAP, or Conti¬ 
nuous Positive Airway Pressure. A 
mask, attached to a compressor, is 
put over the patient’s nose and sup¬ 
plies a steady flow of air to the 
throat.” 

Another way to treat those who 
suffer from sleep apnea is through 
surgery. However, only after all 
other methods of treatment have 
been tried and evaluated will 
surgery be considered. 

“Though snoring is often just a 
nuisance, it may be an important 
clue to the presence of a serious 
problem,” says Pappalardo. “It’s a 
good idea to be checked by a 
physician.”

Sachems jump 
out to big 
4-0 record

A year ago. the Winchester High 
School baseball team got oH to a 
dreadful start, going 0-3 in its first 
week of the season, on route to a 5-10 
record with two weeks remaining 
That slow start meant that although 
the Sachems won their last five 
games to finish at 10-10, they were 
unable to crack the Division 2 North 
tournament field. 

This year, things are different. 
With a veteran team, most of whom 
were members of the varsity last 
year, the Sachems have jumped out 
to a 4-0 record, leading the Mid- 
dlese.\ League. With fine early- 
season pitching from senior ace E.J. 
Grant, and clutch hitting from sev¬ 
eral players, the Sachems are aim¬ 
ing to sew up a tournament spot as 
quickly as possible. 

Monday’s tilt with Burlington was 
considered by some to be the Sac¬ 
hem’s first real test, after a 3-0 first 
week which featured a pair of wins 
against a young Lowell club and a 
6-1 win in the Middle.sex League 
opener on Friday (April 10> against 
Watertown. With a power display 
from the unlikely duo of Grant and 
shortstop Adam Piandes, and a gut¬ 
ty 142-pitch complete game by junior 
Ed Russo, the Sachems turned back 
the Red Devils. 8-5. at Simonds F*ark 
in Burlington. 

“It was a really big win for us,“ 


said Sachem head coach Bill Phase. 
“Burlington is the toughest park to 
play in, and I Burlington 1 can hit the 
ball a ton They’re a really tough 
team to beat at home. " 

Winchester opened the scoring in 
the top of the second when Mark 
Donnellan scored all the way from 
first after a wild throw on a Russo 
sacrifice bunt attempt. Grant fol¬ 
lowed that by lofting a high fly ball 
over the rightfield wall for a two-run 
homer, and the Sachems had a 3-0 
lead. 

Piandes added a solo shot in the 
top of the fourth, staking Russo and 
the Sachems to a 4-0 lead, before the 
Red Devils battled back. Burlington 
scored once in the fourth and three 
times in the fifth, while the Sachems 
added one in the fifth. .As the seventh 
inning approached. Winchester was 
clinging to a 5-4 lead. 

In the top of the seventh. Grant 
and Piandes, the eight and nine 
hitters in Coach Bill Chase's lineup, 
delivered once again. After Scott 
Imperatore and Mark Donnellan 
walked, Russo dropped another sac¬ 
rifice bunt, but no one covered first, 
and the bases were loaded with no 
one out. Grant was next and singled 
up the middle past a drawn-in 
infield, scoring Imp(?ratore and Don¬ 
nellan. Piandes followed with an 
RBI single plating Russo, and the 
Sachems had o)>ened up an 8-4 lead.

Track team riddled 
by runner injuries

Perhaps more than in any other 
sport, avoiding injuries is the most 
critical aspect of a track and field 
program. In baseball, for example, 
an injured athlete still retains the 
basic skills of hitting and throwing. 
But in track, an injured athlete has 
no means of staying in shape. Every¬ 
thing a track athlete does is for 
conditioning, strength and stamina. 

It's precisely this problem which 
makes a coach’s job .so difficult. One 
injured athlete might mean the dif¬ 
ference between a win and a loss in a 
dual meet. Events have to be shifted 
around, relay teams are mixed up 
and depth is reduced. 

Unfortunately, coming into the 
11)92 outdoor track season, girls’ 
coach Joe Cantillon and boys’ coach 
Tom Kline have injury problems. 

“The name of the game for us. ” 
said Cantillon. “has been injuries, 
injuries, injuries. Just when we 
think we have a solid lineup coming 
together, someone else go(\s down. ” 

“We’re gettting killed by the cold 


weather,” Kline concurred. “1 Mon¬ 
day 1 we did time trials to see who 
would run on Tuesday, and two of 
my top sprinters came up lame. It's 
very frustrating.” 

Injuries aside, both teams have 
several good athletes, but suffer 
from a general lack of depth. 

The Sachemettes (5-4 last season* 
know they can rely on strong perfor¬ 
mances from at least three competi 
tors: senior Megan O’Neill, junior 
Deidre Murdock and sophomore 
Sara Bonnell. O’Neill had a good 
season as a junior and an outstand¬ 
ing indoor season, and Cantillon is 
counting on her to pick up from 
where she left off after the winter 
season, which didn’t end until the 
New England Championships. Her 
spt‘cialty is the high jump, but she’ll 
also compete at 400- and 800-meters 
and the mile. 

Murdock, a league All-Star in the 
two-mile last season, finished sixth 
in the indoor state meet and ninth in 
the New England meet last month. 
She’ll run the 800, mile and two-mile.

Winning streak ends for lacrosse team

Foundation members project that 
within the school year, 65 percent of 
the Winchester High School student 
body participate in a high school 
sport. The Winchester Sports Found¬ 
ation’s goals is to raise funds to 
allow all students who want to play, 
the opportunity to play. 

Each year, 120 golfers participate 
in the golf tournament.

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Winchester loses MCAD appeal

Richard Murphy, counsel for the 
School Committee, could not be 
reached for comment as the Star 
went to press on Wednesday. 

The town now has the right to 
appeal the recent decision of the full 
MCAD to Superior Court, an appeal 
that must be filed within 30 days. If 
that appeal should fail, the town 
may then appeal the decision to the 
Massachusetts Court of Appeals, 
said Rogal. 

A six-member board at the time, 
1987 School Committee members 
were: Donna Brandt Landry, Alice 
McCarter, Edward O’Connell, Dr. 
Michael Ronayne, William Jervey 
and Stephen Powers. 

As part of the original ruling the 
town has been ordered to pay $13,338 
to Baker for lost benefits and costs, 
as well as $25,000 for emotional dis¬ 
tress. In addition, the town will pick 
up the tab for Baker’s legal 
expenses. The recent decision by the 
MCAD, said Rogal, affirms those 
awards 

Rogal said by law the town must 
also pay interest on the awards in 
the amount of 12 percent each year 
from the time the suit was filed on 
April 2, 1987. 

Rogal said over the last five years 
the town has added another $ 22,000 
in interest to the award, bringing the 
total to $60,000. In addition, the 
award of attorney’s fees, calculated 
from November, 1991, of $48,000 
brings the total to approximatelv

$110,000, said Rogal. 

Currently, Rogal said there is no 
active settlement in the works 
between Baker and the town. 

In hearings held last summer, 
members of the 1987 School Commit¬ 
tee gave varied reasons for denying 
Baker tenure. Those reasons 
included a decline in adult education 
enrollment under her direction; her 
“flat” presentations to the school 
board; inconsistent disciplinary 
action with the students; and com¬ 
plaints about her performance from 
parents. 

In his original ruling, Duffy called 
the case a “straightforward sex dis¬ 
crimination suit” and added that the 
School Committee had held Baker’s 
performance to a higher standard of 
excellence than required of her male 
colleagues. 

Duffy had said he took into 
account Baker’s subsequent ability 
to land a job as assistant principal at 
Swampscott High School for more 
money than she was receiving in 
Winchester. Baker was later 
appointed to the position of principal 
at Salem High School. 

Baker had received recommenda¬ 
tions from then principal Vincent 
Larocca as well as current Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos. 

Duffy had said the School Commit¬ 
tee, at the time of the vote, gave no 
reason for the denial of tenure and 
called the School Committee mem¬ 
bers’ subsequent explanation of the 
denial, “little more than 
rationalization.” 

He said the School Committee 
pointed to the decline of the adult 


education enrollment during Bak¬ 
er’s tenure. However, Duffy said the 
enrollment “declined precipitously 
before Karen Baker, while she was 
there and after she left.” He noted 
the School Committee ultimately 
transferred responsibility for the 
adult education program to the 
Recreation Department. 

School Committee members also 
testified that Baker had “not been 
consistent in her application of dis¬ 
cipline,’’ according to Duffy. 

Duffy added that testimony given 
by Assistant Principal Tom Budrew- 
icz said that “They I Baker and Bud- 
rewiczl had both made it their goal 
to be consistent.” 

Duffy said that in testimony. 
School Committee members said 
Baker disciplined more harshly 
those students who had broken the 
rules more often, according to 
Duffy. 

Duffy said the School Committee 
is not required at the time of the vote 
to give the reasons behind its tenure 
decision. However, the board’s 
silence in 1987, he said called into 
question the reasons the board gave 
four years later. 

Following the MCAD ruling in 1987 
that probable cause existed in the 
suit, the School Committee coun¬ 
tered with a civil action complaint in 
Middlesex Superior Court against 
the MCAD, alleging that the MCAD 
“abused its power and the taxpay¬ 
ers’ money” with its finding of prob¬ 
able cause. 

The action sought to rectify the 
charges made against the commit¬ 
tee by dismissing the case and 
awarding damages to the plaintiffs 


for “anxiety and emotional anguish 
and distress ” brought by the discri¬ 
mination charges. 

In addition. School Committee 
counsel had maintained that the 
members exercised their First 
Amendment Constitutional Right to 
refrain from speech by not offering a 
reason for the denial.

Historical Society holds meeting 

The Winchester Historical Society invites the public to attend its 
Annual Meeting on Tuesday.

Although the number 
of photographs (5.0(H) > place it as the sixth largest collection in size in the 
United States, the excellent quality of the images may rank it among the 
top two or three, according to some historians and archivists Upon 
discovery of the photographs, it was suspt'cted that the collection had 
come from the estate of Samuel Crocker Lawrence, a Civil War (leneral 
and the first mayor of Medford. A descendent of General Lawrence has 
since confirmed this. 

The collection includes many wallet-sized photographs, called carte de 
visite, which w-ere used by soldiers as calling cards These have all been 
labeled, as have many of the 2,300 larger-size photographs. The identifi¬ 
cation makes the collection more valuable for researchers and catalo- 
gers. Because of the fragile state of the materials which have been stored 
for over fifty years, the Medford Historical Societs is engaged in the 
enormous task of preservation. One hundred of the most important 
photographs have been reproduced and are used in a traveling exhibit. 
Dr. Valeriani will discuss the discovery of the photographs, how they are 
to be preserved, and, of course, the jK'riod of .American History which 
they depict.

THIS WEEK’S 
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College seniors get serious 

With jobs still scarce, networking is key for students

I ot long ago ambitious 
college seniors could 
I land their first jobs 
without ever leaving 
I campus. 

While many students still get 
hired through campus recruiters, an 
increasing number are finding the old 
job search rule book expanding to 
include more networking, 
resourcefulness and industry 
research — just as it has for more 
experienced professionals. Those 
who work the hardest at these 
strategies and articulate their goals 
and sl^s the best are getting the 
entry-level professional jobs, both 
through campus interviews and on 
their own. 

And college students who tr>' to 
get relevant work experience 
throughout their undergraduate 
years also have an edge. This not 
only adds to students' resumes but 
builds confidence as well. 

For seniors who have yet to start 
their searches, the message is: don’t 
wait for economic improvement to 
get going. 

Area college career counselors 


say students need to be more 
aggressive in light of stagnant or 
declining numbers of recruiters 
coming to campuses offering fewer 
jobs over the last three or four 
years. The picture does not seem to 
be changing much for the Class of 
'92, though employers are still in the 
process of contacting colleges about 
job opportunities. 

To offset this trend, colleges are 
stepping up off-campus recruiting 
programs that allow employers with 
openings to ask for student resumes 
without visiting the campuses. 

But some college officials say 
they have also noticed a change in 
students’ attitudes tliis year — from 
anger and apathy about the job 
market to serious commitment. 

“Students were angr>' last year 
because they happened to be 
graduating when the recession had 
really set in. A number of employers 
who used to recruit regularly were 
canceling their schedules. ... 
Students were frustrated by what 
they perceived as companies not 
knowing what they needed,” said 
Marilyn Morgan, director of the 
Boston College Career Center. 

She said employers are not 
canceling as many interviews tliis

year and students thus feel more 
comfortable with the process. Such 
was not the case last year when 
more seniors avoided the job market 
altogether, opting instead for trips to 
Europe or summer jobs in hopes the 
economy would improve later in the 
year. 

“There’s a sobering reality out 
there,” said Morgan. “Students are 
attacking the job market, and they 
certainly started their job searches 
earlier this year.” 

Morgan and her counterparts at 
other schools said there has been 
little change this year in the types of 
industries hiring the most new 
graduates. She said, for instance, 
that sales and accounting are still 
among the strongest recruiters as 
they were last year. 

Elgin Summerfelt, associate 
director of career services at 
Bentley College, said financial 
sen'ices recruiting has improved 
slightly tliis year, with more mutual 
fund companies hiring students. The 
health care industo' is also recruiting 
business majors, he said. 

Steven Audino, an articulate, self- 
assured Bentley senior, typifies the 
kind of student finding the bert jobs 
this year. A finance major from 


Florida, Audino had five first 
interviews and five second 
interviews this year — all through 
campus recruiters. Of the two offers 
he received, he accepted one at the 
end of January’ in a financial 
management training program at 
United Technologies in Hartford, 
Conn. He starts July 15. 

But Audino has been immersed in 
his job search since September, and 
for the past tlu’ee summers he has 
had a finance-related intemsliip back 
home. He said that job and another 
unpaid internship in his field this year 
were instrumental to getting the job 
he wanted.

‘ ‘There are jobs out there, ’ ’ said 
Audino, adding that companies laying 
off managers are still hiring and 
training college graduates. 

He pointed out that around the 
time of his second interv'iew at 
United Technologies, the company 
announced plans to eliminate 14,000 
jobs over the next several years. 

After discussing the situation with 
Bentley’s career ser\’ices officials, 
Audino concluded the restructuring 
will make the company stronger in 
the long run and opted to take the 
job. Audino urged others facing 
similar dilemmas to give equal 
consideration to companies that have 
had layoffs. 

“It becomes irrelevant when all 
the companies are laying people 
off,” said Audino. 

Summerfelt said that since 1990, 
approximately one-quarler of the 
college’s seniors have found jobs 
through on-canij)us recruiting. He 
said, however that for tliis year’s fall 
semester, campus recruiting was 
down about 25 percent from the 
same semester last year. 

He said that even as the economy 
improves, it may take more time for 
employers to gain enough confidence 
to resume campus recruiting. 


The good news is that more 
students are finding jobs on their 
own, through personal contacts and 
networking. Summerfelt said a 1991 
student sui'vey revealed this 
approach accounted for almost as 
many offers as campus reciiiiting — 
sometliing the school has not seen in 
the past. 

“Sixty four percent more 
students got hired through personal 
contacts in 1991 than in 1990,” said 
Summerfelt. “One of the things our 
office has done is increase training in 
that area.” 

Thomas Gardner, director of the 
Office of Career Ser\'ices at Babson 
College, said networking has also 
become crucial to students there 
landing jobs. He said 11 percent of 
the Class of ’91 got jobs through the 
student bulletin, while another It) to 
11 percent were successful u.sing 
personal contacts mostly family 
and friends. 

“One thing we try to get people 
to do is go beyond normal 
networking and talk to professional 
and trade associations. .Many of 
these organizations have student 
branches,” said Gardner.

How to keep 
cut flowers perky 


H ere are four tips on how to 
keep cut flowers longer-last¬ 
ing: 

■ Tnm the bottom ends of 
the flowers by a quarter inch 
before putting them in wa¬ 
ter, and trim them again every two to 
three days. 

■ Feed the blooms with sugar. 

Once the flower is cut. it is cut off 
from its food sources in the plant. 

There are commercially produced 
flower preservatives that include sugar 
and carbohydrates, as well as a 
bacteriacide, to keep blooms attrac¬ 
tive. But, If you can’t find them, just 
make your own. 

■ Change the water in the vase every 2 
to 3 days. 

Changing the water keeps down the 
growth of bacteria, which can go wild if 
the water has any sugar content. And, 
says Woodson, lore that adding aspirin 
to the water will extend the life of a 
bloom is false. 

■ Keep the flowers cool. 

Keep the cut flowers away from direct 
sunlight or other sources of heat. And, 
if possible, store an arrangement in the 
refrigerator overnight.

Making a 
difference 


Newton couple creates 
environmentally sound system

H ome improvement cioes not 
only mean making aesthetic 
changes, building additions 
or replacing windows. It can 
also mean changing entire 
systems, which add to the 
beauty of home as well as contribute to 
a healthy environment. 

Imagine waking up and enjoying 
your morning coffee in a home filled 
with the fragrant scent of flowering 
nectarine, lemon and fig trees. For 
Elva and David Del Porto, this is not a 
dream but the reality of their Newton 
home. The Del Porto’s enjoy their 
very own slice of paradise in their en¬ 
vironmentally refurbished home, com¬ 
plete with an edible landscape, solar 
greenhouse, energy efficient lighting 
and water systems. 

It may sound a bit esoteric at first, 
but after speaking with Elva Del Porto 
one learns that their home, although 


different firom the norm is not as outra¬ 
geous as it may first appear. The envi¬ 
ronmentally sound systems such as the 
solar greenhouse are not time consum¬ 
ing and are certainly much more cost 
effective to run compared to traditional 
methods. 

The Del Porto’s first embarked 
upon their home transformation about 
10 years ago. “We were motivated to 
do this because we had five children 
who wanted to go to coUege. My hus¬ 
band had been working with passive 
solar design with the App^achian 
Mountain Club and thought if we tore 
down our porch we could put a solar 
greenhouse in its place and reduce our 
heating expenses and dependence on 
fuel.’’ 

And according to Elva, their 
$3,000-per-year heating bill was imme¬ 
diately “wiped out” by the solar gen¬ 
erated system. 

The greenhouse provides 80 per¬ 
cent of the home’s heat with the re¬ 
maining source provided by a wood

stove. With the mild tempatures this 
past winter the Del Portos used only 
2.5 cords of wood and have used up to 
four to five cords during colder win¬ 
ters. 

Among the flowering citrus trees in 
the greenhouse is a fish pond with 
goldfish and Japanese koi. 

“The fish pond,” laughs Del Porto 
“serves both aesthetic and laboratory 
purposes.” 


David Del Porto, who owns and 
runs Ecos Water Conservation Sys¬ 
tems in Concord, uses the fish pond in 
his search for a water purification sys¬ 
tem which uses various species of 
plants rather than chemicals. The cit¬ 
rus trees not only add to the beauty of 
the home but act as air purifiers by 
first absorbing the carbon dioxide in 
the air and then giving off oxygen that

f you are like many home owners 
you and your family are probably 
putting up with any number of 
small inconveniences. 

Perhaps the kitchen is a bit 
outdated. The carpets are show¬ 
ing signs of wear. Is the heating sys¬ 
tem efficient? Maybe it would be nice 
to have an extra bathroom on the first 
floor? Or is it that the color scheme 
just doesn’t seem contemporary, and 
it has become difficult to find new dec¬ 
orations that match the old palette? 

Day to day, families are accus¬ 
tomed to dealing with the idiosyncra¬ 
sies of their homes and oft times will 
wait until they are looking to sell to 
add those little conveniences or com¬ 
plete those renovations to make their 
home more spectacular.

people don’t dabble in things like 
stocks and bonds,” Norberg contin¬ 
ued. “Their home is the largest in¬ 
vestment they will make. Anything 
else you buy goes down in value, so if 
you make home improvements you 
can’t go wrong.”

dollars there are many issues to take 
into consideration. Margaret Litavis, 
the Framingham office manager acd a 
senior vice president for DeWolfe New 
England Real Estate, recommends that 
you “look at when you bought the 
house and how much equity you have 
m it. 1 have been in my house for 18 
years, any improvements 1 make 1 am 
going to see back if 1 sell. But, if you 
have only been in your house for a few 
years or if you are looking to sell right 
away, your priorities when making im¬ 
provements may be ver>- different.” 

“It depends if you are looking to in¬ 
crease the marketability or that profit 
ability,” explained Ellen Gitelson of 
Dallamora Realtors in Franungham. 
“It doesn’t always make sense to put 
out the dollars up front. “ 

Richard Carlson, of Carlson Real 
Estate, doesn’t advocate that his cli¬ 
ents run out and spend a lot of money 
in anticipation of selling. “If changes 
are necessary nght before putting a 
house on the market 1 usually suggest 
some cosmetic improvements rather 
than anytliing major. 

“It is most important that it is cos¬ 
metically appealing and that every thing 
function well. You want people to think 
that the house is well niaintained," he 
continued. 

“It is a question of getting people 
in and selling the home, but it is also 
' an issue of keeping the home sold,” 


explained Carl Nadone, the Westwood 
office manager for DeWolfe. “You 
have to make sure to give a positive 
first impression. 1 also recommend 
that people have the house pre-in- 
spected to make sure all major sys¬ 
tems are in good shape so that the deal 
won't fall tlmough once the house has 
been sold.” 

Nadone stressed that both the func¬ 
tional and the cosmetic play a role in 
how attractive your home would be to 
prospective buyers. “If the house is 
disheveled, people will assume that the 
parts that can’t see need work too. 
But even if a home appears fine, if ma¬ 
jor problems are found it will destroy 
the deal.’’ 

All real estate agents agree that the 
basic cosmetic appeal of the home is a 
good place to start improving if you are 
looking to effect the immediate mar¬ 
ketability. It is imperative to put forth 
the best face. Gitelson recommends 
taking clues from third party owners 
and reliK-alion managers. “Start by 
cleaning it up and neutralizing it so it 
appeals to most tastes. ’ ’ 

Carlson and Nadone both stressed 
the “curb apjx*al” of the home. “.As 
they say, you don’t get a second 
chance to make that first impression. 
And the first thing anyone i^ going to 
see is the outside,” said .Nadone Carl¬ 
son agreed. “People often first notice 
HOMEFRONT P At.

Making a difference 
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is then carried through the house. 

Clean air and an efficient and envi¬ 
ronmentally sound heating system are 
not the only factors that set the Del 
Porto home apart: showers, toilets, 
appliances and lighting systems are 
also environmentally sound. The Del 
Portos have installed low-flow shower 
heads, which reduce the amount of wa¬ 
ter used per minute. This not only 
helps conserve a natural resource, but 
reduces the expense of the Del Portos 
water bill. 

The two toilets in the house, one 
Japanese and one Swedish, both use 
water resources wisely. The Japanese 
toilet flushes with one cup of biode¬ 
gradable foam as well as gray water, 
which is piped in from the kitchen sink 
and dishwasher. The Swedish toilet 
uses only 1.6 gallons of water per 
flush, compared with the average 
American toilet made before 1980 
which uses 5 to 7 gallons per flush. Ac¬ 
cording to Del Porto, Americans do 


not have a water resource problem but 
rather a management problem. 

“We deplete and pollute our water 
resources and them move on to the 
next source,” said Del Porto. 

All incandescent light bulbs in the 
Del Porto home, the most common 
form of lighting in U.S. homes, have 
been replaced by compact fluorescent 
light bulbs. Although the latter are ini¬ 
tially more expensive, they use less 
wattage and therefore less energy. In 
addition, they last up to 10 times long¬ 
er than incandescent bulbs. As a result 
of switching from incandescent bulbs 
to compact fluorescent bulbs, the Del 
Porto’s electric bill dropped by $60 per 
month. 

The Del Porto home not. only pro¬ 
vides a unique and healthy habitat, it 
also allows the famUy to conserve re¬ 
sources and reduce pollutants that con¬ 
tribute to such problems as acid rain 
and the greenhouse effect. The use of 
compact fluorescent lighting as well as 
energy efficient appliances reduces the 


Del Porto’s need for electricity. 

Reduced consumption of electricity 
means a reduction of emissions from 
electricity producing utilities which 
contribute to the problem of acid rain. 
In addition to using solar power, fruit 
trees help reduce the amount of car¬ 
bon dioxide in the air. Carbon dioxide, 
which is a result of the burning of fossil 
fuels, is said to be responsible for 50 
percent of the greenhouse effect. 

You may not be ready to invest in a 
solar heating system or have immedi¬ 
ate plans to add a fish pond or citrus 
trees to your home. But that doesn’t 
mean you can’t install and benefit from 
many of the environmental systems 


that are in place in the Del Porto 
home. 

Many of these devices can be found 
in department stores, plumbing supply 
stores or purchased through a local 
utility company. David Murphy, owner 
of D.L. Murphy, Plumbing and Heating 
Company, Incorporated of Belmont of¬ 
fers a selection of low flush toilets, 
low-flow showerheads as well as aera¬ 
tors for sinks and laundry faucets. 

According to Murphy low-flow 
shower heads use only 2.75 gallons 
per minute compared with standard 
shower heads, which use 5 to 7 gallons 
per minute. Installing an aerator on 
faucets reduces the water flow from 5 
to 7 gallons per minute to 2.75 gallons 
per minute. 

Surprisingly these models are not 
overly expensive to buy or install. Ac¬ 
cording to Murphy, a low flush toilet 
costs about $125 to $150, and can be 
installed for approximately $200.

Alice Sherman, a Wayland land¬ 
scape designer, has given advice to cli¬ 
ents readying their homes for buyers. 
“I usually suggest neatening up the 
property, making it look pristine. 
Sometimes people have really old 
straggly looking trees and they just 
can’t be pruned enough,” she said. “If 
the house is overgrown it begins to 
look like a haunted house. Replanting 
is like a face-lift. So many houses have 
been let go outside that it is a worth¬ 
while fresh look whether you sell or 
stay.” 

But with landscaping, as with other 
improvements or repairs, how much 
you do can depend on the price range 
of your home. Sherman has found that 
{ going the extra mile with landscaping 
I can be of particular importance with 
middle range homes. “The lower 
priced homes are selling to people will¬ 
ing to put up with fixing the yard. But 
if you have a house between $2(X)-5(X) 
thousand you are well advised not to 
be chintzy, ’ ’ she advised. 

The owner of the Wellesley Design 
Center, Camille Belmonte, has found 
that the priorities for home improve¬ 
ments when selling has changed over 
the years. “In general, though, up¬ 
keep that shows meticulous care 
makes the best impression. ’ ’ 

Although real estate agents under¬ 
score the importance of keeping interi¬ 


or design lairiy neutral and avoiding 
grand statements of personal taste, 
Belmonte said careful decorating does 
help with that all important first im¬ 
pression. “You need to show that the 
T.L.C. was there.” 

She encourages people to make de¬ 
sign changes for themselves, too, rath¬ 
er than waiting until they are planning 
to move. “Always budget is the con¬ 
cern, but even small changes can make 
the house that much more enjoyable 
for you. If you are planning to put the 
house on the market in a while you 
should make your improvements earli¬ 
er so that you can enjoy it. ’ ’ 

If you are thinking of making modifi¬ 
cations with an eye towards the future 
value they might add to your home, 
kitchens and bathrooms are the best 
place to start. Nadone advised that im¬ 
provements are most valued in these 
major use rooms. “Updating the kitch¬ 
en and the bath re^y helps. Many 
buyers will deduct from their offer 
what they think it will take to replace 
the old anyway. It makes sense, even 
if you can put up with it someone else 
probably won’t want to.” 

Litavis points out that many in the 
market today are first time homebuy- 
ers. “They are stretching their budget 
to buy a home that they love and know 
that they will not be able to refurbish 
for a few years. Buyers like this will 
not want to purchase a home where 
major use rooms like kitchens and 
bathrooms need major upgrading. ’ ’

When doing it yourself makes you wish you didn’t

B ob Villa’s worst home im¬ 
provement nightmares don’t 
need to become a reality for 
cost conscious do-it- 
yourselfers, if they seek 
professional advice. 

But homeowners who try to cut 
their home-repair expenses by elimi¬ 
nating outside help from their budget 
can make costly mistakes that wipe out 
any savings they had expected to gain 
and maybe even more. 

’’I’ve seen do-it-yourself home im¬ 
provement projects go weU. But when 
something goes wrong, the problem 
just compounds itself and gets 
worse,” says Marie Naughton of Cur¬ 
tis Newton Corp., Dedham, which 
specializes in kitchens and bathrooms. 

Homeowners embarking on major 
household improvements on their own 
often encounter serious problems 
when they take down walls inside their 
homes, according to Naughton. 

Nonprofessionals don’t always 
know how to judge which walls are 
baring walls that support their homes, 
she explains. If they knock down one 


of these supporting walls, cracks, 
misfitting windows, and other prob¬ 
lems suddenly “make themselves ap¬ 
parent.” The cost of repairing such 
mistakes is far higher than the money 
saved by doing it without the assis¬ 
tance of a professional. 

Gerard Daigle, a Waltham carpen¬ 
ter, adds, “Lots of times the improve¬ 
ment looks like hell (when done with¬ 
out help). People are not saving money 
this way especially if they try to sell 
the house.” 

“If you have any doubts 
about what you’re doing, 
you should speak to a li¬ 
censed builder or archi¬ 
tect.”

The solution for people intent on 
saving money, says Daigle, is working 
alongside a professional. 

By doing prep work and other 
things to assist a tradesperson, a 
homeowner can cut back on the pro¬ 


fessional’s hours. That way. the home- 
owner saves money while gaining a 
professional finish to the project. 

If someone is still intent on working 


alone, Daigle and Naughton both rec¬ 
ommend doing research. 

Naughton said many people get 
valuable information from the home-re¬ 
pair television series “This Old 
House” and how-to videos. 

Do-it-yourself building materials 
that make completing a home improve¬ 
ment project easier are readily avail¬ 
able. 

Building permits are forgotten by 
many people, but must be obtained for 
any new construction or alterations to 
a house, according to John Aucoin, se¬ 
nior local building inspector in Wal¬ 
tham. Alterations include taking down 


walls and removing plaster to put up 
sheet rock. 

“It comes out that there are per¬ 
mits for almost everything,” says Au¬ 
coin. 

Permit fees vary from city to city. 
Failure to obtain a permit can result in 
stiff fines, which also van.- with the 
town. Waltham increases the permit 
fee by $100 for people discovered 
without one. 

No matter what the project is, 
Naughton says, “If you have any 
doubts about what you're doing, you 
should speak to a licensed builder or 
architect."

throuRh a skylight, the homeowner 
must also be concerned with fading the 
carpets and furniture in the room be¬ 
low, said Devore. She said a special 
"laminated” glass, which is a viable 
in most skylights and roof windows, 
will reduce the amount of ultravio'et 
rays through the glass. 

Another type of glass, "double- 
glazed,” is the most energy-efficient, 
according to Devore. She said many 
homeowners choose a skylight to add 
warmth to a room in the winter, and 
cover the window with blinds or 
shades in the summer months. This 
special glass protects the room from 
the sun’s harmful rays, and any undue 
heat gain or loss throughout the year. 

She said two kinds of windows are 
available for ceilings. First, the sky¬ 
light is generally placed out-of-reach, 
in cathedral ceiUngs. A roof window, 
however, is often placed in a sloped 
window, such as in a garage space or 
attic, and is within reach. The roof 
window is pivotal, so the homeowner 
can easily clean the glass, said Devore. 

One might think that because sky¬ 
lights are fully exposed to the ele¬ 
ments they could leak during heavy 
rainstorms. But Devore said that prop¬ 
erly installed windows will have mate¬ 
rials interwoven with the roof, and ac¬ 
tually have no need for a sealant. How¬ 
ever, she said the installation of the 
window is "crucial.” 

Devore said the skylight is the lat-

light installers, the placement of roof 
windows and skylights is indeed a 
tricky business. 

Leslie Devore, spokesperson for 
Velux windows, a major distributor of 
skylights and roof windows, said many 
people choose locations for skylights 
with the specific goal of brightening a 
room. So deciding which direction the 
window will face, and during which 
times of the day the sun will shine in, 
is a key factor. 

“A skylight is a wonderful way to 
make a room look bigger, to open it 
up,” said Devore. She said many 
homeowners are opting to renovate 
their homes in these tough economic 
times, and primarily choose to refur¬ 
bish kitchens and bathrooms.

Instead of having a 
builder purchase the window, the 
homeowner will shop for the skylight, 
looking for an energy-efficient, quality 
model, and then have it installed by a 
professional. 

Bob DiBiase of P.M.l. Construction 
of Arlmgion mstalls skylights as part of 
many of his home renovations and said 
that do-it yourselfers need only be 
sure they ge» the right "flashing” kit 
to accompany the window. The flash- 
mg IS a t>Tx of roofing material that 
seals the wuidow 

"The flashmg is what makes the 
skyhght an air-tight fit,” said DiBiase. 
He said it the flashing is wrong, the 
homeownei will run into problems with 
leakage He also recommends that the 
smart consumer will check a window’s 
R value. This is an mdustry standard, 
according to Dibiasi, and tells you how 
energy-efficient the wuidow is at the 


center. According to Dibiasi, a rating 
of 3.8 is a good rating. A higher num¬ 
ber denotes a more efficient window. 

One problem many homeowners 
run into with newly uistalled skylights, 
DiBiase noted, is getting the skylight 
closed before the rain starts. 

He points to a skylight called the 
"RainSensor,” manufactured by An¬ 
dersen, which is a great solution to 
that particular problem. The skylight 
closes automatically if the humidity 
rises above 89 to 95 percent. And, "If 
one drop (of rain) hits the window 
pane, it shuts, ’ ‘ added DiBiase. 

According to DiBiase. mstalling a 
skylight is not an expensive proposi¬ 
tion. A typical skylight costs $350 to 
$400, he noted DiBiase recommends 
that homeowTiers spend the extra 
money to purchase an electronic 
switch to close the skylight even if the 
window is not installed m a cathedral 
ceilmg.

How does your garden grow? 


It’s not too early to start preparing soil for planting

D espite winter’s apparent 
refusal to retreat, thumbs 
are turning green across 
the state with gardeners 
dying to dig not only into 
the thawing ground out¬ 
side but the summer growing season 
as well. 

But why wait, according to local 
gardening professionals. 

There’s more than enough gar¬ 
den preparation to keep the hands of 
even the most zealous 
horticulturalist dirty right up until 
Memorial Day, the tradition^ start 
of the planting season. 

Bonnie DiBacco, manager of De- 
Vincent Farms in Waltham, says as 
soon as the ground drys out and the 
weather warms to about 60 degrees 
planting can start in earnest. But she 
says soils can, and should, be pre¬ 
pared right now. 

“It’s the time to add your soil 
supplements such as peat moss and 
lime,’’ said DiBacco, adding that the 
levels of phosphorus, nitrogen and 
potassium in soils should be carefully 
checked. 

“It should be done periodically so 



gardeners know what should be add¬ 
ed to their soil. Randomly adding 
supplements makes no sense,’’ she 
said. 

But Peter Bruyn, a greenhouse 
manager with Mahoney’s Garden 
Centers in Winchester, cautions 
people against too much activity 
around the garden, at least until 
most of the winter’s water is drained 
from the soil. However, his warning 
does not preclude the planting of 
cool-weather vegetables, or the re¬ 
moval of winter debris from the gar¬ 
den. 

Bruyn has a simple test to tell

when the time to plant is right. “You 
should be able to pick up a handful of 
dirt, squeeze it, and when you open 
your hand back up the soil should not 
be a clump of mud, ’ ’ he said. 

Steven Simoni of Simoni’s Flow¬ 
ers on Route 1 in Norwood says nu¬ 
trients and organic materials should 
be folded into the soil now. He said 
slow, time-released fertilizers or or¬ 
ganic compounds are always good 
bets. 

Bruyn does not favor putting 
large amounts of fertilizer into the 
soil in preparation of the growing 
seasons. Since much of the fertilizer 
is washed away long before the 
roots of young plants mature, he 
sees the process as inefficient. 

But Bruyn and Simoni agree peat 
moss and composted manure should 
be turned into the ground to provide 
a solid base. Bruyn says he prefers 
to place fertilizer at the base of the 
roots at planting time. 

Meanwhile, Simoni says there 
are a wide variety of cool-weather 
crops such as radishes, broccoli, 
brussel sprouts, peas, onions and 
garlic that can be put in the ground 
now. Rookie gardeners may have 
good luck with tomatoes, cucum¬ 
bers, radishes and onions, which are 
easier to grow.

What’s cookin’ 

Kitchen design incorporates native, imported elements

K itchen design, once based 
largely on efficiency and 
cost, has been soaring in 
several new directions, in¬ 
corporating native and im¬ 
ported elements into a 
seemingly limitless variety of dazzling, 
new possibilities for home owners. 

While the sleek European look con¬ 
tinues to dominate kitchen trends, ac¬ 
cording to several local builders, 
American elements, including custom¬ 
ized cabinets and fittings, remain a 
popular, if more costly, alternative. 

Kitchens, according to Roslindale's 
Bob and A1 Norberg who’ve been de¬ 
signing and building them for 36 years, 
have come of age. 

The Norbergs, owners of Chari 
Marc Kitchen and Bath Center in 
Roslindale Square, have learned com¬ 
puter-aided design but still do most of 
their woilc in a back room. 

“The dominant look today is white 
cabinets. People like oak for its rustic, 
open grain and ability to take every 
day abuse but fine maple and cherry 
are still popular," said Bob Norberg. 
“More homeowners today are refacing 
their existing cabinets, retaining the 
frame but resurfacing doors and sides 
with oak or the material they feel con¬ 
tributes to the mood they want to 
evoke." 

West Roxbury builder John Benja¬ 
min agrees that the European look 
dominates present tastes but questions 
whether the frameless cabinets sacri¬ 
fice craftsmanship for ease of installa¬ 
tion. 

Benjamin, who has worked out of 
his Rustlewood Road home for more 
than 20 years, said today’s builders 
have to adapt to current trends “with¬ 
out sacrificing the personal touch. 

“There’s been an exciting influx of 
new counter top materials, especially 
Corian which is the most popular," he 
said. 

Corian, a plastic-based synthetic, 
comes in sheets which are cut and 
joined with epoxy in layers on various 
bases to suit a variety of kitchen de¬ 
signs. Scratches or bums can be sand¬ 
ed away with little or no visible scar¬ 
ring, Benjamin said. 

He said that the 18-inch space 
above the counter and below the cabi¬ 
nets was traditionally regarded as 
wasted space but now, creative build¬ 


ers are reducing kitchen clutter by in¬ 
stalling appliance garages, often with 
roll down tambour doors to “hide" 
blenders or toasters while preserving a 
homey, rustic look. 

Benjamin also said innovative light¬ 
ing ideas are making kitchens a bright¬ 
er, cheerier place to work and dine. 

“Lighting is being incorporated into 
the overall design using recessed or 
accented lighting as well as tracked 
lighting, often with swiveling, separate 
heads. It can make your kitchen a 
more pleasant place," he said. 

Norberg said the entire concept of 


what constitutes a kitchen has been 
evolving and homeowners are consid¬ 
ering daring structural changes to 
maximize working and dining space. 

“The old days when people saved 
the dining room for Sunday or holiday 
dinners are changing so we’re seeing 
more people willing to knock down a 
wall, though it can be expensive, and 
combine the two," he said. “The old 
kitchen becomes a working kitchen and 
the dining room becomes a combined 
eating-family room which, in effect, 
maximizes efficient space usage in both 
rooms."

Solariums, greenhouses light up your life

A sun space is a good invest¬ 
ment and easily implement¬ 
ed due to a wide selection of 
pre-fabricated components. 

At the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society’s 
Flower Show in March, manufacturers 
like Florian Greenhouse, Janco Green¬ 
houses and Lindal Cedar Sunrooms as 


well as dealers representing Under 
Glass, Skytech, and Creative Struc¬ 
tures displayed samples of materials 
and small greenhouses. 

"Tliere are endless choices of 
shapes and heights,” said Framingham 
dealer Larry Reynolds, owner and 
president of Glass Structures Limited. 

The first step is carefully assessing 
use of the space, because of differing 
designs for solariums, horticultural and 
solar collecting greenhouses. 


To add a light-filled living space, 
many choose a solarium, a structure 
orighially found in hospitals because 
sunlight promotes healing. In a home, 
a solarium may enclose the living 
room, dining room, family room, kitch¬ 
en, even a bathtub. 

In settings with contemporary de¬ 
sign, homeowners may choose curved 
glass eaves to give the addition a 
sleek, sweeping line.

How does your garden grow? 


It’s not too early to start preparing soil for planting

Simoni says selecting a site is 
also important. "You want full sun¬ 
light,” he said. "It should be an area 
that’s fairiy well drained so water is 
not sitting around all the time. ’ ’ 
DiBacco agrees. "The sunnier 
the better. Vegetables will not grow 
in the shade. I don’t care what any¬ 
one says.” 

Warm-weather crops such as to¬ 
matoes, eggplant and squash — can 
usuaUy be planted after the last 


frost, which generally takes place 
shortly before Memorial Day. But 
Simoni says those vegetables can be 
placed in the ground sooner if the 
plants are covered in the event of 
frost. 

And DiBacco says gardeners 
should not think of themselves as 
segregationist when it comes to 
planting. "It's not only beautiful, but 
functional to mix flowers and vegeta¬ 
bles in same garden, ’ ’ she said. 

If people are landscaping, Bruyn 


says, they should consider the kinds 
of light available for the plants they 
choose. Flowers such as impatiens 
and begonias thrive in shady areas, 
while marigolds and petunias like di¬ 
rect sunlight. 

And DiBacco says the lack of gar¬ 
den space should not serve as a de¬ 
terrent. "Herbs do really well in 
window boxes for people who don’t 
have gardens,” she said. "Egg¬ 
plants, peppers, tomatoes also grow 
very well in pots.”

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Oh, baby 

Keep children safe from household accidents

ne of the most important 
parts of welcoming an infant 
into your home is 
“babyproofing” and “child- 
proofing” the home. 

Making the home safe 
can be done in stages that parallel the 


baby’s development. The stages are 
as follows: creeper, crawler, toddler, 
preschooler, and adventurous young 
child. 

Creepers are very containable so a 
relatively small area can be made haz¬ 
ard free. However, creeping turns to 
crawling very soon and the entire 
house can become the baby’s play¬ 
ground, so much work is usually re¬

A solarium (or a greenhouse) may 
be framed in aluminum or decay-resis¬ 
tant cedar or redwood. Wood requires 
more care, but aluminum can present 
heat loss and condensation problems in 
the winter if the frames do not include 
insulating space. 

Homeowners may choose from a 
variety of shading systems; some are 
motorized, some manual. 

A horticultural greenhouse may be 
attached or free-standing. A free¬ 
standing structure can entail a major 
effort to install heat and running water 
and is more expensive to heat. 

“Cool” greenhouses, those with a 
winter daytime temperature below 60 
degrees, will need only single glazed 
glass. Like a solarium, “hot” green¬ 
houses require more costly insulated 
glass. 

Horticultural greenhouse accesso¬ 
ries include benches, shades, heaters, 
and ventilation systems. Gardeners 


may want to consult Greenhouses and 
Garden Rooms, a Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden publication sold for $6.95 in 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Socie¬ 
ty and Arnold Arboretum bookstores. 

For maximum solar efficiency, a 
southern exposure is best, but the lay¬ 
out of the house or lot may not permit 
it. “I've installed them in aU orienta¬ 
tions,” said Reynolds. “Most people 
put them on the back of the house. ’ ’ 

In Reynold’s experience, the aver¬ 
age cost to purchase and install a 
sunspace is $10,(XX) to $20,(X)0. Less 
expensive and more elaborate struc¬ 
tures can be created. Solar collecting 
greenhouses are the most expensive 
variety. 

The kit accounts for roughly half 
the cost. “Do-it-yourselfers”, a very 
small but growing group, can save 
about 30 percent by installing the 
sunspace. Building it from scratch will, 
of course, increase the savings, but it 
is seldom done. 


quired by parents at this point in their 
baby’s development. Experts often 
recommend parents get down on the 
floor and pretend they are curious 
crawlers to see what their baby can 
reach. Electrical outlets and cords 
present hazards for babies, as do appli¬ 
ances, plants, and household cleansers 
and other potential poisons. 

Toddlers are exposed to the crawl¬ 
ers’ hazards and they add a new di¬ 
mension to the situation because they 
can reach drawers, cabinets, doors, 
and tops of furniture that crawlers can 
only gaze at curiously. 

Preschoolers have more cognitive 
reasoning powers but also more physi¬ 
cal capabilities than toddlers so they 
provide extra challenges. 

Following is a fairly comprehensive 
list of “babyproofing tools” available 
at large baby shops or toy stores: toi¬ 
let locks, electrical plugs and boxes, 
anti-door turning devices, VCR locks, 
gates, tub spout protectors, hot water 
tap covers, shields for stove tops, cab¬ 
inet and drawer safety latches, flexible 
door stops and wedges, plastic comer 
protectors, extension cord covers, ap¬ 
pliance plug locks, appliance latches, 
patio door stop sets, window locks, 
and stove knob covers. 

Most pediatricians recommend hav¬ 
ing syrup of ipecac in the house in case 
the baby or child circumvents all the 
protections and ingests a toxic sub¬ 
stance. However, ipecac, which in¬ 
duces vomiting, should only be admin¬ 
istered by instruction of a physician or 
poison control center because it can be 
harmful if certain corrosive substances 
have been ingested.

cans with Disabiiities Act, which re¬ 
quires that all offices and other public 
buildings meet handicapped accessibili¬ 
ty standards,” explains Paul 
Graceson, an architect and the director 
of Environments for Living, a Win¬ 
chester consulting firm that specializes 
in barrier-free and accessible design. 
“We are seeing the birth of a new con¬ 
cept in architecture called universal de¬ 
sign. The basic idea is that all buUdings 
and houses should suit the needs of 
both the young and the old, the able 
and the disabled.” 

In addition, the high costs of nurs¬ 
ing home care, the growing desire on 
the part of the elderly and disabled to 
remain in their own homes, and the in¬ 
crease in the percentage of Americans 
who are over 65 has spurred the 
growth of this market. 

“Many of our customers are faced 
with the problem of suddenly having to 
care for a relative with special needs 
and they have no idea how to adapt 
their home,” says Dlman. “That is 
one reason why we have a bathroom 
display area set up in our store, so that 
they can see how easily that room can 
be made safer.”

Some of the products that Health 
Mart carries include grab bars to be in¬ 
stalled in a bath or shower to prevent 
falls, shower seats and hand-held 
showers, and raised seats and safety 
rails to make it easier for someone in a 
wheelchair to use the toilet. They also 
carry a wide range of other products 
such as recliners that lift someone to a 
full standing position, hospital beds, 
easy grip utensils to help people with 
arthritis, and door hinges that can wid¬ 
en a doorway openmg as much as two 
mches (to allow a wheel chair to fit 
through). 

What IS the first thing you should 
do if you need to adapt your home for 
someone with special needs.^ Graceson 
suggests that you should first do a re¬ 
view of your home and look at the 
problem areas. “Safety is the most im¬ 
portant factor. .\nd there are some 
fairly simple things you can do to im¬ 
prove safety in the home. For instance 
get rid of throw rugs. Install wall lights 
or step lights to make stair cases less 
hazardous." • 

Jackie Dobson, an occupational 
therapist and adaptive equipment and 
accessibility consultant from Framing¬ 
ham, agrees that many of the safety 
and accessibility problems can be dealt 
with fairly simply. “In one instance, a 
man needed access to his bathroom 
but his wheelchair wouldn’t fit. An ar¬ 
chitect suggested a $1,500 remodeling 
job. However, with the use of a special 
hinge to widen the doorway and a 
slightly narrower wheelchair we were 
able to solve the problem more quickly 
and easily."

1 .acouture drew a small piece of the 
limelight, and some cash, for com¬ 
ing in last. 

Lacouture, profiled in last week’s 
Star, was the recipient of a check for 
$2,0(K) from Etonic for his last-place 
finish in this week's Boston 
Marathon. 

Lacouture said last week that he 
planned to run the 1992 Boston Mar¬ 
athon, in part to celebrate turning 
40. 

Etonic, a manufacturer of athletic 
footwear, presented the Etonic 
Endurance Award to Lacouture as 
the last official Boston Marathon 
runner to cross the finish line. The 
award ceremony was held on Mon¬ 
day. April 20 following the race. The 
award, entitled, “The Etonic Endur¬ 
ance Award,’’ is the first of its kind 
nationwide to he offered to a mar¬ 
athon runner. 

Lacouture, a 40-year-old maitrc d’ 
at the Julien Restaurant at the Le 
Meridicn Hotel in Boston, completed 
the race in .5 hours. 55 minutes. This 
is the second marathon he has 
completed. 

“Although more than 9,000 run¬ 
ners participate in the Boston Mar¬ 
athon, only a handful of them run the 
race for fame or fortune. The 
remaining runners have more per¬ 
sonal reasons for participating and 
completing a Boston Marathon,” 
said William Kirkendall, president 
of Etonic. 

“We created the Etonic Endur¬ 
ance Award to honor all marathon 
runners who compete in the Boston 
Marathon. F'or any individual to run 
26.2 miles is a great accomplishment 
in itself. It shows tenacity, persever¬ 
ance, tremendous determination 
and spirit,” he added. 

At the 7 p.m. award ceremony. 
Kirkendall presented a $2,000 check 
to Lacouture, the last official mar¬ 
athon runner, and presented a $250 
check to Toby Kaminkow of Brook¬ 
line, the second to last runner.

Ratepayers 
get soaked 
by water hikes

In October, local water ratepayers 
will find their bills have hit a high 
water mark, due in large part to 
increases by the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority, say loc¬ 
al officials. 

The Massachusetts Water Resour¬ 
ces Authority (MWRA) rate 
increases have in turn been driven 
by the court-ordered Boston Harbor 
cleanup, say local officials and 
water and sewer rates in Winchester 
will reflect that increase in the next 
fiscal year. According to Town Man¬ 
ager W. Chadwick Maurer, an 
increase of 49.8 percent per hou.se- 
hold will go into effect next fiscal 
year. 

According to Maurer, the rates 
were last increased in Fiscal Year 
1989 (FY89) at which time the town 
also adopted the accounting process 
of the “enterprise ” system, which 
separates water and sewer costs 
from the general budget of the town. 

But while local operating costs 
have remained low, Maurer says the 
MWRA continues to hike rates. 

The new rates will go into effect on 
July 1,1992 with the first bill reflect¬ 
ing the change hitting ratepayers by 
October, 1992. 

The town will also consider a 
change from the current two-tier 
rate system to a three-tier system. 
Rates are currently set at $3.91 per 
unit for users of 0 to 75 units of 
water; and $4.49 per unit for users of 
over 75 units of water. One unit of 
water is equal to 100 cubic feet or 748 
gallons. 

Under the proposed three-tier sys¬ 
tem $5.20 per unit would be charged 
for users of 0 to 15 units; $6.46 per 
unit for users of 16 to 45 units and 
$8.86 per unit for users of over 45 
units of water. 

Also being considered is a flat rate 
increase in the current two-tier sys¬ 
tem. Users of 0 to 75 units of water 
would pay $6.12 per unit, and users 
of more than 75 units would pay $7.34 
per unit. 


“It’s difficult to come up with a 
rale system that is devoid of a stick¬ 
er shock for anybody.” said Maurer. 
He said the rate increases are a 
function of “actions taken that were 
beyond the control of the town.” 

Maurer added that the town has 
proposed logging actual readings, as 
opposed to estimated readings, in all 
bill cycles beginning July 1 .Also, 
multiple dw'elling units would 
receive an allowance on a per unit 
basis in each billing period based on 
the number of units. This allowance 
would include local nursing homes, 
and condominium units. 

Selectman William O’Leary asked 
what evidence has been found that 
the increased rale in higher user 
category will encourage 
conservation. 

Maurer said that since the two-tier 
system was first implemented in 
1989, the tow'n’s usage has dropped 
from 889,000 gallons to 800,0(K) gal¬ 
lons. He said the drop is due in part 
to conservation measures taken by 
large users, such as local business. 
McCord-Winn, as well as possibly 
some conservation by individual 
ratepayers. 

Maurer noted that with the tier 
system, those at the low-end of 
usage pay a smaller percentage of 
the total cost. Those users, said 
Maurer, are less likely to be able to 
effect water conservation on the 
small amount of water they current¬ 
ly use. Those ratepayers will still 
experience an increase in rates, 
however, the increase on the whole 
will be smaller 

The cost recovery, or revenue 
from rates generated to pay costs, is 
smaller at the Jow-end of the scale. 
Users of 0 to 15 units of w'ater will 
make up 80 percent of their costs, 
while those who use 45 units and over 
will make up 137 percent of their 
costs, said Maurer. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken said 
the rationale for not charging a flat 
rate is that usage dropped when the 
split rate was first implemented in

Warming to his argument, Mullen 
said that parents should teach child¬ 
ren the basics of sex education but 
that extensive public instruction on 
sexual behavior leads to abortion 
because it acts to break sexuality’s 
link to the marital l)edroom. 

“Basically sex education feeds the 
abortion clinics,” said Mullen. 
“What I contend is that a value-free 
sex education that doesn’t teach 
young people the traditional values 
of their parents — that such educa¬ 
tion leads to abortion clinics.” Many 
traditional Judeo-Christian values 
have been lost in popular culture, 
says Mullen. 

In his slide presentation. Mullen 


holds a master of arts degree in 
journalism from Boston University 
and has lived in Arlington for many 
years.

cited a study on federal financing of 
family planning clinics to buttress 
his argument. The study tabulated 
the birth rates from 1971 to 1981 and 
showed, according to Mullen, that as 
the government pumped more 
money into the clinics the live-birth 
rate went down and abortions went 
up. 

Said Mullen, “'There is no proof 
anywhere r- that any sex education 
program reduces pregnancy or 
reduces disease except that (the 
programs 1 do increase abortion. ” 

In addition. Mullen noted that any 
sex education program that included 
contraceptives would inevitably 
lead young pt*ople to engage in more

sexual activity. 

There is a lifestyle change that 
accompanies such information, 
according to Mullen. “Once freed 
from the idea that marriage and sex 
and children are necessarily con¬ 
nected -- people live a different 
way,” said Mullen. 

“Now sex is recreation. ” he 
added “Once contraception is 
accepted — abortion, fornication 
and homosexual acts follow” Mul¬ 
len pointed to the oral contraceptive, 
known as the Pill, as an “early 
abortion agent”

salespeople, 


say police 


As the thermometer rises so do the 
number of door-to-door solicitors, 
say local police. 

"It’s the season for soliciting," 
says Detective Lieutenant James 
Pierce, pointing to the recent climb 
in temperatures that brings solici¬ 
tors out of hibernation. When a 
neighborhood is canvassed by diffe¬ 
rent companies plying their wares, a 
degree of caution is advised, accord¬ 
ing to Pierce. 

Pierce says that police obtain a 
list of the names of the solicitors, 
whether the company is pitching 
security systems or contracted ser¬ 
vices, but Winchester Police cur¬ 
rently have no means to check on the 
reputation of a particular vendor. So 
‘let the buyer beware’ applies here 
as anywhere, says Pierce. 

Residents can post signs prohibit¬ 
ing solicitation or trespassing and if 
the salesperson does not comply, the 
resident may call the police. Howev¬ 
er, says Pierce, if there is no sign, 
the solicitor is within his rights, to 
come knocking.

A tragic canoeing accident in 
Maine last weekend has claimed the 
life of a Winchester man. 

Jason B. MacConkey, 21, died in 
Long Lake in Naples, Maine shortly 
after his canoe upended, dropping 
him and another Winchester man 
into the icy water of the lake, say 
Maine officials. The other Winches¬ 
ter man, Jeremy Curtin, 21, was 
pulled from the water by the Cum¬ 
berland County Sheriff, after strug¬ 
gling to the shore in 38-degree water. 
Curtin was treated for hypothermia 
and released from a local hospital. 

According to Fire Chief Bruce 
Plummer, police and fire rescue 
were summoned by a neighbor who 
heard cries of help from the lake at 
11:54 p.m. on April 17. 

The sheriff followed the voice until 
he located Curtin in the water, 
dragged him out and placed him in 
the cruiser, according to Plummer. 

The search for MacConkey con¬ 
tinued for two-and-a-half hours with 
no success, said Plummer. The 
search was abandoned at 1 a.m. 
Friday and resumed at 8 a.m. on 
Saturday morning. 

Divers from the Maine Warden 
Service, the Cumberland County 
Sheriff’s Department and the Naples 
Marine Safety Boat participated in 
the rescue effort. At 10:12 a.m. April 
18 a sea plane located MacConkey’s 
body and Maine Warden Service 
divers pulled him from the water. 

Attempts by the Star to reach the 
family for comment were 
unsuccessful.

Invisible Fence Of Concord 
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Town Meeting prepares to tackle 32-article warrant 


Town Meeting members will 
tackle a 32-article warrant next 
week in sessions that are expected to 
take members straight through the 
month of May. 

Many of the articles are “house¬ 
keeping” items — updates to lan¬ 
guage in zoning bylaws and also the 
acceptance of committee reports. 

Others, including the fiscal year 
1993 budget, will garner the lion’s 
share of attention from meeting 
members. 

The following is a synopsis of the 
1992 Spring Annual Town Meeting 
warrant. 

Article 1: Reports of Town Offic¬ 
ers and Finance Committee. This 
item is a procedural portion of the 
annual Town Meeting and is prop¬ 
osed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Article 2: Authorize Treasurer to 
borrow money and to issue notes in 
accordance with applicable General 
Laws. This article allows for the 
treasurer, with the approval of the 
Town Manager, to borrow money 
from time to time in order to meet 
the town’s expenses. The article is 
proposed by the Town Manager. 

Article 3: Authorize Treasurer to 
enter into compensating balance 
agreement during FY93 as permit¬ 
ted by General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 53F. This article is proposed 
by the Town Manager. 

Articles 4 through 7 are amend¬ 
ments to the zoning bylaws, spon¬ 
sored by the Planning Board. 

Article 4: Amend Section 4.11 of 
the ZBI RE: Site Plan Review: Arti¬ 
cle 5: Amend Section 4.4 of the ZBI 
RE: Table of Uses; Article 6: 
Amend Section 8.1 of the ZBI RE: 
Administration and Enforcement: 
Article 7: Amend Section 7.11 of the 
ZBI RE: Off-street parking. 

Article 8: Amend and modify 
covenant of 10/28/82 with the Sac¬ 


hem Woods Corporation (now 
Ledges). Article 8 is also proposed 
by the Planning Board and w’ould 
amend the covenant between the 
town and Sachem Woods, which is 
now The Ledges. The amendment 
would call for the use of the letter of 
credit to redesign the intersection at 
Cambridge Street and WainwTight 
Road. 

In addition, no occupancy permit 
will be issued for the units in the 
Ledges until the letter of credit, in 
the amount of $20,000. is received by 
the town and the money applied to 
the intersection plan. In addition, 
the article calls for the amendment 
of the covenant to provide an alter¬ 
native to providing reimbursement 
to the town. The Ledges may with a 
majority vote of the Planning Board, 
pay to resurface a portion of the 
public way of Wainwright Road. 

Article 9: Increase water and sew¬ 
er rates. Article 9 is proposed by the 
Board of Selectmen and calls for the 
amendment of the current water and 
sewer rate structure to reflect 
increases in MWRA water services. 

Article 10: Appropriate sums of 
money to defray expenses of the 
water and sewer division for FY93. 
Article 10 is proposed by the Finance 
Committee, and seeks to provide 
funding for the costs of water and 
sewer division of the Department of 
Public Works for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1992. 

Article 11: Raise and appropriate 
money to defray expenses of town 
(Fiscal 1992 budget). This budgetary 
article is also proposed by the 
Finance Committee and seeks to 
allow the transfer of available funds 
to cover the costs of the town for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 

Article 12: Raise and appropriate 
or borrow money for capital 
improvement projects for FY93. 


This article is proposed by the Town 
Manager. The capital projects 
include: Police Department — com¬ 
puters, cruiser replacement and 
radio communications; Public 
V/orks — sidewalk repairs, school 
building mechanical and structural 
improvements and various vehicle 
replacements; School Department 
— computer replacements, asbestos 
abatement, vehicle replacement and 
various building improvements. 

Article 13: Changes to current 
wage schedule for union and non¬ 
union employees. This article is also 
proposed by the Town Manager. The 
article allows for the Town Manager 
and Personnel Board to take action 
in connection to the town’s employ¬ 
ees, in regards to additions, adjust¬ 
ments. and revisions of wages and 
salaries. 

Article 14: Authorize use of state 
funds (Chapter 90) for maintenance, 
repair, alteration or improvements 
of town streets and highways. This 
article, proposed by the Town Mana¬ 
ger allows the town to raise and 
appropriate money to be spent in 
conjunction with State Highway 
Funds. 

Article 15: Authorize Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School to have district-wide elec¬ 
tions with residency requirements. 

Article 16: Authorize Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School to have district agreement 
for fiscal and budgeting process. 
Articles 15 and 16, proposed by John 
F. Looney, Winchester’s representa¬ 
tive to Northeast Metropolitan Reg¬ 
ional Vocational School, must be 
approved by each of the cities and 
towns in the school district in order 
to be enacted. 

Article 17: Authorize NESWC to 
refinance their debt. This article 
authorizes the Board of Selectmen to 


take action to refund bonds issued to 
finance the solid waste resource 
recovery facility. The language in 
the agreement between the town and 
Massachusetts Refusetech, Inc., 
would also substitute Wheelabrator 
Technologies. Inc., for Allied Signal. 
Inc. 

Article 18: Approve extension of 
recycling revolving fund for Waste 
Study Committee for FY93 The arti¬ 
cle, proposed by the Solid Waste 
Study Committee, would extend the 
authority of a revolving fund from 
proceeds received from the sale of 
recyclables collected at the town’s 
Transfer Station for last fiscal year. 

Article 19: Funding for Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day. The article, 
sponsored by the Board of Health, 
calls for the appropriation of funding 
for hiring a licensed hazardous 
waste contractor to conduct one or 
more household hazardous waste 
collection days at the DPW garage 
or other sites. 

Article 20: Report of the Joint 
Board of Selectmen/School Commit¬ 
tee Interscholastic Athletic Field 
Study Committee. 

Article 21: Transfer of portion of 
funds held by selectmen to a revolv 
ing fund for playing field improve¬ 
ments. Article 21 and 22. proposed 
by the Joint Board, request funding 
that is currently held by the select¬ 
men to be transfered into a revolv¬ 
ing account for the upkeep of the 
town’s playing fields. The Joint 
Board, appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen this year, has been 
analyzing the use of each of the 
town’s fields. 

Article 22: Review of last year's 
vote on quarterly tax bills. 

Article 23: Accept state law (has 
not been passed) regarding early 
retirement of municipal and educa¬ 
tion employees. 


Article 24: .Appropriation of funds 
for Charles George Trucking, Co. 
This article calls for the town to 
approve future legal cost of the 
pending litigation between Winches 
ter and a number of other communi 
ties, and Charles (Jeorge Trucking 
Article 25: Establish a revolving 
fund for Wildwn{Kl ('emetery. This 
article, proposed by the W’ildwood 
Cemetery Advisory Board, would 
create a revolving fund for the 
monies broCight in by the cemetery, 
to be put toward cemetery exjM?nses 
Article 26: Amend ('hapter 2, Sec 
tinn 4 of Town Bylaws.

HEALTH NOTES 


Providing care when 
it’s urgently needed 

From several dozen illnesses and 
injuries, colds and flus and stitches 
to heart attacks — for the personnel 
at the Walk-In Urgent Care Center 
at Winchester Hospital’s Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington, that’s 
exactly what a typical day is all 
about. 

On a “typical” day recently, 32 
people ranging in age from seven to 
61 were treated at the Center, which 
is staffed by medical professionals 
wbo also staff the Emergency 
Department at nearby Winchester 
Hospital. There is always a doctor at 
the facility, and two nurses both of 
whom are CFR and ACLS 
(Advanced Cardiac Life Support) 
certified. 

The staff sees, and can treat 
everything from head (stitches at 
7:50 p.m.) to toe (a sprained ankle at 
7:18 p.m.). Eleven patients had 
some form of cold, sore throat or 
bronchial problem, not uncommon 
at this time of year. Four had frac¬ 
tures, which along with allergies and 
insect bites, will become more com¬ 
mon as spring activities resume. 
Seven people arrived with other 
types of infections that included 
sinus, ear, ear lobe and conjunctivi¬ 
tis. The day’s youngest patient had 
swallowed something and required 
an x-ray to make sure it was an 
object that could be safely passed 
through her system. 

Although the bulk of the day’s 
problems w'ere fairly routine, the 
center is staffed and equipped to 
handle emergency problems and at 
9:09 a.m. and 2:53 p.m., they w'ere 
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called upon to do just that. Two 
patients who were having chest 
pains, along with a third who was 
seen at 12:22 p.m. suffering from 
dizziness and dehydration, were sta¬ 
bilized at the Center then admitted 
to Winchester Hospital. The treat¬ 
ment for one of these, a 47-year old 
male who was having a heart attack, 
points to something very positive 
about the facility. When a heart 
attack begins, “time lost is muscle 
lost,” explains Christine Baptiste. 
RN, one of the nurses on duty when 
the patient came in. “TPA, or tissue 
plasminogen, activator, is a rela¬ 
tively new' agent for the treatment of 
patients having a heart attack. TPA 
is an enzyme that can dissolve a 
blood clot blocking an artery supply¬ 
ing blood to the heart, the faster w-e 
can get the medication into the sys¬ 
tem, the quicker the blood flow can 
resume to the heart, and the less 
heart muscle dies.” 

According to Jon Jenkins, Direc¬ 
tor of the Emergency Department at 
Winchester Hospital and the Walk- 
In/Urgent Care at the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington. “TP is 
a major advance in treating heart 
patients. It’s very unusual for a 
free-standing walk-in center to pro¬ 
vide this level of intensity of care.” 
He notes that being able to adminis¬ 
ter TPA in the Walk-In/Urgent Care 
gained the patients at least half-an- 
hour of appropriate care at a time 


when every minute is critical. 

The convenient hours of operation 
at the center — it’s open 365 days a 
year — is certainly important to the 
community, as are the availability 
of a lab and x-ray. The range of 
services means that people can be 
completely treated at the facility, 
then sent home or back to work with 
the instruction to follow-up with 
their primary care physician. If a 
person doesn’t have a regular doc¬ 
tor, the staff w'ill even make a 
referral. 

Whatever your walk-in/urgent 
medical need, you can get prompt 
attention at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington’s Walk-In/ 
Urgent Care Center and walk out 
with a clear sense of what to do next 
— from getting a prescription to 
getting in touch with your doctor. 
And if your situation is serious, 
you’ll quickly be on your w'ay to the 
hospital for the follow-up care you 
need. 

Learning the routine 

for a routine exam 

Most of us don’t find anything 
routine about going to the doctor, but 
at an annual exam, a number of 
questions and tests routinely come 
up. There w'ill be variations, of 
course. Some tests are begun for 
patients over 40 or 50, for example. 
Also, men and w'omen have a diffe¬ 
rent set of medical needs at any age. 


And much of w'hat gets done at your 
physical depends on your unique 
family history, w'hich could dictate 
having certain tests earlier in life, or 
more often. 

“At every annual visit we can 
always do three things.” says Scott 
Chelemer, M.D., an internist at 
Winchester Hospital’s Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington. “We 
can take the patient’s blood pres¬ 
sure, and review their history with 
particular focus on smoking and 
seat belt use.” He explains that 
these are the three things that we 
“know play a factor in prolonging 
life.” If your blood pressure is high, 
your doctor will want to help find 
ways to lower it. If you smoke, your 
doctor will urge you (o stop. If you 
don’t wear seal belts, your doctor 
will urge you to start. 

Beyond those three questions, you 
can expect a few other typical proce¬ 
dures. The doctor will check your 
eyes, ears, mouth, lymph glands, 
heart and lungs. You will likely get a 
digital rectal exam, some simple 
neurological tests and evaluation of 
your strength, reflexes and range of 
sensations. Then, depending on your 
age, sex and family history, the 
physical will differ from person to 
person. 

Dr. Chelemer suggests that men 
and women over 40 get their choles¬ 
terol checked and notes that some 
pediatricians are even advocating 
that children be tested. If there is a 
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family history of heart disease, your 
doctor might recommend that you 
get a reading before you turn 40. 'I'o 
get the most accurate and useful set 
of results it’s important to have the 
kind of blood test that requires fast¬ 
ing. After .50. he notes that it’s a good 
idea to get a urinalysis, a blood test 
for blood sugar and a kidney blood 
test. 

All post-pubescent women should 
plan on a pelvic exam and Pap 
smear at least every other year. If 
there is a history of ovarian cancer 
in your family, or if the doctor notes 
any abnormalities, then a yearly 
exam is a wise step to take. As soon 
as a female reaches puberty, she 
should begin a monthly breast self 
exam, and have her breasts exa¬ 
mined by a doctor once a year. 

Men have a different set of health 
concerns that can be routinely 
checked. “All men over .50 should 


have a rectal and prostate exam 
every other year, ” according to Dr. 
Chelemer. “And men with a history 
of prostate problems should have a 
follow-up blood test to measure pros¬ 
tate antigen — this is useful in 
detecting prostate cancer.” Also, 
every three to five years, men over 
50 should have a flexible sigmoidos¬ 
copy. a colonoscopy or a barium 
enema. Although theses tests are not 
usually done by a primary care 
physician, they can be ordered by 
your doctor, and their value in 
detecting colon cancer and serious 
intestinal problems makes the extra 
appointment worthwhile. 

Since your doctor may see you 
infrequently, but you are aware of 
your health on a daily basis, it’s 
important that you participate in the 
exam by providing information. “A 
routine physical won’t usually find 
anything serious. “ Dr. Chelmer 
cautions.

MULTICULTURAL NETWORK NEWS 


A look at the broad definition of ‘multiculturalism’

Although the Multicultural Net 
work hasn’t had much visibility late¬ 
ly in the form of meetings or events, 
there is increasing interest, enthu 
siasm, and energy for multicultural 
concerns in the town, and that is 
exciting! 

As the word “multiculturalism" is 
used more and more frequently, it is 
clear that the word itself means 
different things to different people 
All too often I sense that in the minds 
of many, “multicultural" is limited 


to associations with the cultures of 
foreign countries. One of many 
definitions of “culture" is “the con¬ 
cepts. habits, skills, arts, instru¬ 
ments. institutions, ek. of a given 
people in a given jx'riod; civiliza¬ 
tion." All that sounds so dry. distant, 
and impersonal. 

Some think of culture as in another 
dictionary definition: “refinement 
of thought, emotion, manners, taste, 
etc." Therefore, you are “cultured" 
if you like certain kinds of music, 
live in a certain style, and behave in 
a certain way. That definition leaves 


a lot of people feeling as though they 
have no culture. 

In an effort to celebrate multicul¬ 
turalism. many organziations and 
institutions project the expectation 
that we all come from some other 
“culture" that is interesting, per¬ 
haps exotic, and certainly of more 
value than the way we live now. In 
fact, one of the many positive 
aspects of the current multicultural 
movement is that people are encour¬ 
aged to explore their cultural roots 
— to understand more about their 
family’s history and ethnic back¬ 


ground. However, the person who is 
asked, for example, to “bring some¬ 
thing from your culture’’ to a pot- 
luck supper may feel somewhat put 
down if he or she doesn’t produce 
something exotic and unusual. 

Multiculturalism is far broader 
than that. Our culture defines the 
way we look at the world so we can 
start by thinking of our individual 
culture as starting with our family, 
how we were brought up, where we 
have lived, our education, etc. Our 
age is another factor in the way we 
view the world, so a multicultural 


group might contain a mixture of 
ages — young, old, and in between. 
Where we live, again, is important to 
our perspective. There is a suburban 
culture, an urban culture, a mid- 
western culture, a southern culture, 
to name a few. 

Multiculturalism appreciates that 
there are differences of all kinds — 
that there are different ways of 
looking at the world. Multicultural¬ 
ism is inclusive and affirming and is 
for everybody. And, in appreciating 
differences and affirming them, the 
multicultural point of view sees the 


commonalties that underlay the 
differences. 

A multicultural outlook helps us to 
understand one another, to listen 
with an open mind, to be willing to 
“try on" different points of view 
even though we may not agree. 

The Multicultural Network invites 
anyone interested to be a part of a 
growing, blossoming network of peo¬ 
ple who are growing themselves as 
they learn to appreciate new ideas, 
new people, and each other in a new 
way.

For 
example, if a change in career plans 
makes it necessary for you to seek 
additional education, the Library 
offers plenty of information. 

The Winchester Public Library 
Reference Department includes 
standard sources of information on 
college and university study such as 
“Lovejoy’s College Guide”, “Barron 
s Profiles of American Colleges”, 
"Peterson’s Guide to Four-Year Col¬ 
leges”, and the “College Blue 
Book”. These sources provide infor¬ 
mation on courses of study, admis¬ 
sion requirements, and student life. 
“The American Trade Schools 
Directory” lists about 11,000 trade 
schools by stale, indexed for over 300 
occupations. For financial aid infor¬ 
mation, “Peterson’s College Money 
Handbook” analyzes the availability 
of financial aid at accredited four- 
year colleges and universities. 

“The Scholarship Book” lists sour¬ 
ces of scholarships by academic 
field. These and many more sources 
of information are available in the 
Library’s Reference Room. 

While there is no substitute for the 
advice of a physician, the informa¬ 
tion in good quality medical books 
can supply useful knowledge, ease 
your anxieties, and help you under¬ 
stand your doctor’s advice better. 
The Reference Department at the 
Winchester Public Library has 
many such resources. “The Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association Ency¬ 


clopedia of Medicine” is a 
dictionary-style encyclopedia, with 
an alphabetical collection of short 
entries that discuss over 5,000 medi¬ 
cal terms, including symptoms, dis¬ 
eases, and treatments. “The Colum¬ 
bia University College of Physicians 
and Surgeons Complete Home Medi¬ 
cal Guide” includes longer, more 
in-depth articles classified under 
general headings such as “The 
Nature of Health and Medicine ”, 
“What To Do Until the Doctor Com¬ 
es ”, “Your Body and How It 
Works”, and “Disease, Treatment, 
and Prevention ”. Both of these 
books can be found in the Reference 
Collection at the Library. 

You can find more ideas about 
ways that using the library can help 
you live better in upcoming 
“Library Lines” columns and in 
“budget stretcher” publicity that we 
will be distributing in the Library.

SL’PPLE.ME.NTAI. HlIXiET (il 
5464) — House 118-27, Senate 28-.'), 
gave final approval and Governor 
Weld signed a $247 million fiscal 1992 
supplemental budget. Provisions 
include $50 million for Medicaid pay¬ 
ments, $22 million for courts and $11 
million for mental health. 

Supporters said this fiscally 
responsible plan is necessary to pay 
bills and fund essentials for the 
remainder of the fiscal year. 

Some opponents said the $247 mil¬ 
lion is too much money and noted the 
original bill was for $100 million. 
Others objected to a section strip¬ 
ping local boards of health of control 
over hazardous waste facilities. 

A 'Ves vote is for the budget. A .No 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 


LOTTERY (H 5449) — Senate29-0, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the House a bill prohibiting the sale 
of lottery tickets by telephone. The 
measure would make the current 900 
Lottery-By-Phone service illegal. 

Supporters said the game is illegal 
and was instituted w'ithout proper 
legislative review and without an 
open bidding process. They argued it 
violates several state laws including 
ones prohibiting betting by minors 
and betting by telephone. 

A Yes vote is for the bill. 

Shannon voted yes. 

HEALTH I.NSl’RA.NT'E (S 316) — 
Senate 19-12, refused to postpone for 
tw'o w'eeks resolutions urging Con¬ 
gress to enact legislation creating a 
national health program containing 
the principles established by the 
American Public Health 
Association. 

Postponement supporters said 
they have not had an opportunity to 
study the resolutions. 

Opponents of postponement said a 
comprehensive national health prog¬ 
ram with universal coverage is 
needed to help Americans including 
the estimated 37 million who have no 
coverage.

A recovery program that works

A new hobby among some seg¬ 
ments of the population seems to be 
to mock the movement begun when 
two men founded Alcoholics 
Anonymous, a program w'hose prin¬ 
ciples of personal recovery help peo¬ 
ple today to control compulsive 
behaviors of every sort. 

Someone writing an angry “My 
Turn” in Newsweek a few’ months 
back closed by telling those involved 
in such programs to just “grow up.’’ 
An article called “Recovery Move¬ 
ment; The Backlash" appeared in 
last week’s Boston Globe. The car¬ 
toon leading it off depicted a lot of 
sad-looking people w-earing T-shirts 
(“I’m in Recovery.’’ “Nobody Loves 
Me,” “Nobody Has Ever Loved 
Me”) and an angry-looking man 
kneeling w'ith a can of paint before 
them. “Who Cares?" he has just 
painted across the T-shirt of one. 

The author of this piece cites “a 
major backlash ... led by therapist- 
s ... authors, intellectuals and just 
plain folks w’ho’ve tired of the recov¬ 
ery movement’s all-encompassing 
premise that somehow w'e are all 
‘adult children’ and ‘co-dependents’, 
damaged goods who need to repair 
w'hat even well-intentioned parents 
did to us.” He says that according to 
recovery theories, families “incu¬ 
bate diseases that manufacture ‘tox¬ 
ic shame’.’’ He says the new critics 
maintain “that the recovery ethos 
encourages — even demands — self- 
absorption with such dictums as 
John Bradshaw’s declaration that 
‘we didn’t come into the world to 
take care of Mom and Dad. ” 

The author does a disservice to 
John Bradshaw, who has simply 
popularized an idea whose time has

What Bradshaw means, when 
not quoted out of context, is that 
w’hen you’re a child. Mom and Dad 
are meant to care for you, not hit you 
or confide their marital secrets and 
disappointments in you, or use you 
as targets for their own frustrations. 
They’re meant rather to respect 
your integrity as a new human soul 
and foster your emerging person- 
hood. And OK, if they didn’t do that, 
they weren’t doing their job. But if 
you’re not doing that for the people 
you've brought into the world, then 
you’re not doing yours either. 

Fail to acknowledge the sad or 
painful things in your life and they 
w'ill haunt you, both Bradshaw and 
the programs suggest. But then let 
them go, they also suggest. Forgive 
those who disappoint you, even as 
you hope to be forgiven for those you 
W’ill inevitably disappoint. 

The concept of childhood is new; 
until 200 years ago, children w'ere 
just short adults. As a parent you 
could do as you wished with your 
child; he was yours, wasn’t he, to 
apprentice, and send away? To keep 
or abandon? Children were to be 
seen and not heard, the early spe¬ 
cialists said. Spare the rod and spoil 
the child, they advised. “You’re not 
scared; go back to bed” “I’ll give 
you something to cry about.” These 
messages still circulate in the cul¬ 
ture. But the sad truth is, a society 
that teaches children to deny their 
feelings ends by producing adults 
with a terrible emptiness inside 
whose ache they seek to dull by 
becoming addicted: to alcohol, or 
sex, or the accumulation of goods 
(and loving homes though many of 
us had, it may be said that we are all 
addicted to this last.) Worse yet.

I know’ because I belong to this last 
category. Two years ago I couldn’t 
take a nap or read a book or sit 
quietly and look at the wall. Now I go 
to 12-step meetings and learn new 
things every week. Things like Keep 
It Simple, and One Day At a Time. 

All I know is it works. Maybe 
because it starts with a prayer, and 
the prayer goes like this: ‘‘God 
grant me the serenity to accept the 
things I cannot change” — the loss of 
youth and strength? others’ beha¬ 
vior? — “the courage to change the 
things I can” — social injustice? my 
own behavior? — “and the wisdom 
to know’ the difference.” 

All 1 know’ is it changed my life.

This week 
in history 

1963: 28 years ago 

A new code of ethics law was 
introduced that year in Winches¬ 
ter. The statutory laws would 
govern Selectmen, School Com¬ 
mittee, Assessors, Planning 
Board and Board of Appeals, as 
well as municipal employees. 
Members of the Selectmen 
pointed to the power placed in the 
hands of these committee mem¬ 
bers as a reason for pulling them 
under the code’s umbrella. 


Reconstruction at Winchester 
Hospital was moving toward a 
rapid completion in April that 
year. The third floor wing for 
medical and surgical patients 
had been needed for a long time, 
according to an article in that 
week’s Star. A new children’s 
unit was scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted the following month and 60 
days later a Visitor’s Lobby and 
Winton Club shop were slated to 
open. 


‘Your pharmacist speaks’ by 
F"red McCormack was a regular 
weekly teature of the Star. 
McCormack addressed the fact 
that asthma affects three million 
people in the country. The ear¬ 
liest mention of asthma came in 
Greece, according to McCor¬ 
mack’s column and came from 
the word meaning, “gasp for 
breath.” 


A special town meeting was 
held to vote $4,775 to pay for 
overtime for the town’s incinera¬ 
tor. The history of the incinerator 
in Winchester was among the 
evening’s highlights. 


The 13th Annual Winchester 
Rotary Auction was a huge suc¬ 
cess that year. Many items went 
for more than their bid amounts 
as the huge crowds responded to 
the warm weather. Several 
hundred residents gathered and 
competed for items such as anti¬ 
que chairs, tables and books. 


An anti-litter campaign began 
that year. Students from local 
schools began the “Picker- 
upper” campaign to rid the com¬ 
munity of unsightly trash. The 
success of the Winchester Civic 
l.eague last year in cleaning up 
the town w’as heralded by the 
townspeople 


'IVo Winchester High School 
students won a state science fair 
that week Judges expressed 
amazement at the quality of the 
exhibits and one member of the 
Winchester science faculty, a 
vice-chairman of the State F'air 
who gave out some of the awards, 
reported that the caliber of the 
work of the contestants was the 
highest she had seen in the fair. 


The Fill Ka F'air included a 
Bermuda buggy ride at the 
Winchester Town Hall grounds

EARLY RETIREMENT (II 5394) 
— Senate 35-0, approved an amend¬ 
ment to the bill providing incentives 
for some 7,000 state workers to retire 
early. The bill excludes judiciary 
and higher education employees. 
The amendment requires the Secret¬ 
ary of Administration and Finance 
to prepare and file with the legisla¬ 
ture a plan for early retirement of 
judiciary and higher education 
employees. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will allow passage of the bill but also 
insure later consideration of the 


inclusion of these employees. They 
argued the bill is unfair to college 
faculty members who should have 
the same early retirement options as 
other state employees. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment. 

Shannon voted yes. 

WATERSHED (II 397) — House 
93-48, rejected the Senate version of 
the bill restricting development 
around the Quabbin, Wachuselt and 
Ware reservoirs, and authorizing 
the state to borrow $135 million to 
buy undeveloped land nearby to pro¬ 
tect the reservoirs. 

Supporters of the Senate version 
said it is the lesser of two evils and is 
fairer than the House version on 
many issues including compensation 
to landowners. 

Opponents said there are so many 


Senate amendments that the Hou.so 
should reject this version so that a 
conference committee can work out 
a compromise plan. 

A Yes vote is for the Senate ver¬ 
sion. A No vote is against the Senate 
version. 

Casey voted no. 


CONST 1 Tl TI()N A1. (ONVKN- 
TION — House 137-0, approved 
resolutions calling for a constitution¬ 
al convention on May 13 to consider 
proposed amendments to the state 
constitution. 

Supporters said it is important to 
call the convention to consider many 
amendments including one propos¬ 
ing term limits for elected officials. 

A Yes vote is for the resolutions. 

Casey voted yes.

Spritzlcr Wins Case!! 

Court Says Boy Can't Be Forced to 
Recite Pledge

WINCHESTER, Mass., February 
12, 1992 — “One nation, under God, 
with liberty and justice for all,” 
reads the Pledge of Allegiance, hut 
Dayid Spritzler, of Jamaica Plain, 
Mass, didn't think so. This resulted 
in a court case between Boston Latin 
School and Dayid Spritzlcr. 

Dayid w’as taken to court by Bos¬ 
ton Latin School for not standing 
during the Pledge of Allegiance. The 
school wanted him to stand up and 
recite the Pledge when all students 
do. 

There were nine people called to 
the witness stand during the trial: 

Dayid Spritzler — defendant, 
(played by Doug Halchak and Guy 
Danella) ; 

Sam Johnson — student class¬ 
mate, (played by Sabina Murphy): 

Richard Rodkin — student class¬ 
mate, (played by Brad Frost): 

Jennifer Johnson — student class¬ 
mate, (played by Liz Castronoyo): 

John Rienstein — Ciyil Liberties 
Union legal director, (played by 
Tomas Zeman) : 

Mr. McKinley — David's teacher, 

(played by Ryan Sutton): 

Michael Contompasls — school 
headmaster, (played by Jason 
LanziUo): 

General Hamilton — a war veter¬ 
an, (played by Meredith TuIIy); 

and John Spritzler — David's 
father, (played by Mike Lee). 

David’s classmates all agree that 
David doesn't believe in what the 
Pledge of Allegiance says. He is 
teased by a lot of other kids for two 
reasons. First, he does not stand 
during the Pledge and second, 
because of his purple hair. 

Michael Contompasis, the head¬ 
master, says standing for the Pledge 
is the most important custom at 
Boston Latin School and that David 
should show his respect for the coun¬ 
try by saying the Pledge. 

Da vid's lawyers said that this case 
should not be brought to court. The 
lawyers argued that Da vid should be 
free to exercise his right to freedom 
of speech. He is not Just being diffi¬ 
cult, he really believes that there is 
no liberty and justice for all. So he 
docs not want to say the Pledge 
because it is not truthful. 

David won the case. The judge 
(Kenneth Michael Hornsey) said

in addressing the reconfiguration; 
others focused on whether the com¬ 
mittee should continue to evaluate 
closing the middle school due to 
considerable public clamor in 
opposition. 

““It seems to me that we re spend¬ 
ing a lot of time on (this option)." 
said Carol Smith, education chair¬ 
man for Ambrose Elementary 
School and McCall Middle School 
She read excerpts from the School 
Configuration subcommittee’s final 
report to members of the School 
Commmittee that detailed reasons 
for not moving the seventh- and 
eighth-graders to the high school. 

Elaine Kuttner noted while trying 
to get speakers for Advocates for 
Winchester Education (.AWE) for¬ 
um. she had no luck in finding a 
professional to speak in support of 
dismantling the middle 
school. ... ““That was a telling thing 
for me." said Kuttner. 

However, after numerous speak¬ 
ers voiced opposition to closing the 
middle school. School Committee 
Chairman Mark Lombardi refused 
to pull the option out of contention. 

““I think that all four of [the 
options 1 have to be looked at." said 
Lombardi. He added that although 
the process might seem tedious to 
people in the room. School Commit¬ 
tee members owed the community a 
detailed review of each option. 

Both members Jerilyn Heinold 
and James Evans have stated their 
opposition to the plan and members 
Constance Makhoul and Edward 
O’Connell w'ere not present at the 
April 16 meeting. Makhoul and 
.Assistant Superintendent of Person¬ 
nel Robert Fitzgerald were repor¬ 
tedly in negotiations on the teachers' 
contracts. 

Jane D'Ambrosio questioned the 
plans for community schools. 
According to D’Ambrosio, the K-2, 
3-5 plan would remove the coopera¬ 
tive learning now experienced at 
different grades levels in the 
elementary school population. 

‘“I w'ould really hate to see this 
disappear," said D’Ambrosio.

impact the underutilization of other 
schools. 

Added Evans, ““We’ve looked for 
years and there doesn’t seem to be a 
real silver bullet," when asked by 
parents to develop a ““hybrid" option 
that would make everyone happy. 

And Mitsakos noted that the school 
budget was at its limits. ““The real 
issue is money ... How much is it 
worth to you to keep seven schools 
open, ” said Mitsakos to audience 
members. 

He added, ““Two years ago, the 
Superintendent took it on the chin 
because he made a proposal to 
reconfigure” 

At that point, Lombardi interrupted 
Mitsakos by saying it was beginning 
to sound like he was pushing for an 
override. 

Finance Committee member 
Judith Cans objected to the com¬ 
ment made by Makhoul at a previ¬ 
ous meeting that ““$200,000 was not 
worth the pain" referring to the 
amount to be gleaned from closing 
one elementary school. 

““(That comment 1 doesn’t play 
well on Main Street," said Cans. She 
noted that other departments in 
town had taken some painful cuts 
and also had to reorganize in the 
past few’ years. 

‘“This budget is starved in every 
area except facilities," added Cans. 
.And she encouraged School Commit¬ 
tee members to continue to look at 
reconfiguration. 

Said Gans, “It would be very easy 
to take the easy way out."

1989 and the smaller user has less 
opportunity to conserve. 

Maurer agreed, and added that 
the rate system would provide impe¬ 
tus for the average ratepayer to 
conserve. 

He added that in the future, rate¬ 
payers will feel the pinch of more 
capital costs from the MWRA, 
including a proposed water filtration 
plant to be built in the next few 
years. But for now, Maurer said, the 
increase is substantially due to the 
Boston Harbor cleanup. 

C’urrently, Winchester is one of 46 
communities in the greater Boston 
area that derives its water from the 
MWRA, and one of 43 that use its 
sewer service. According to Select¬ 
men Chairman Thomas Schmitt, 
Winchester’s dependence on MWRA 
water fluctuates each year with the 
amount of rainfall. Some years the 
town draws 60 percent of its water 
from the MWRA, and 30 from its own 
reservoirs, in other years as little as 
35 percent from MWRA and 65 per¬ 
cent from reservoirs. 

The rate increase will be debated 
at Spring Town Meeting, which 
begins next week (Monday, April 
27). In accordance with the town 
bylaws, the town must hold a public 
hearing on the proposed warrant, 
which was held al the Board of 
Selectmen’s session April 21. 

Approximately 20 concerned resi¬ 
dents filled the selectmen’s room to 
express concern about the spiralling 
rates. 

“The rate system is most punitive 
to young families," said resident 
Peggy Schleicher. She called the

three-tier system “most 
discriminatory." 

Schleicher, and resident John Wil¬ 
liams, said they favored a flat rate 
system. 

Resident Richard Maggio said the 
three-tier system would result in the 
average usage ratepayer subsidiz¬ 
ing the rates of the low usage 
ratepayers. 

Resident Robert Dewald called 
the MWRA increases in general, ““a 
tremendous burden on the economy 
of the region ... a terrible burden on 
families in this area." 

Len Cauley, a representative from 
the MWRA, told members of the 
board that a budget of $381 million is 
currently proposed for the MWRA in 
FY93. That figure breaks down to 
sewerage expense, 29 percent; debt 
service, 51 percent; Waterworks 
expense, 10 percent; and other, 10 
percent. That budget will be 
reviewed further and a version will 
be ultimately approved by the last 
week in June, said Cauley. 

Cauley also noted that despite a 
federal court mandate to clean Bos¬ 
ton Harbor, 95 percent of the tab for 
the cleanup is being paid by local 
ratepayers and 5 percent is funded 
through federal and state. Cauley 
compared that breakdown to the 
Central Artery project, which will 
derive 87 percent of its costs from 
federal funding and 13 percent from 
the state. 

The Boston Harbor cleanup pro¬ 
ject, he said, is a $1.5 billion project 
including engineering and construc¬ 
tion costs. He said the project will 
employ 1,5000 workers and (K) per¬ 
cent of the contracts awarded in the

project went to local companies, he 
added. 

Selectman Stephen Powers, who is 
the board’s representative to the 
MWRA Advisory Board, said he was 
concerned that the MWRA has a 
debt service that exceeds two and a 
half times its total operating budget. 
He noted too, however, that the 
MWRA must comply with the man¬ 
dated cleanup. 

““Communities at this point have 
no objection to cleaning Boston Har¬ 
bor,” said Powers. However, he 
expressed concern that the MWRA 
continues to bond funding for the 
cleanup. 

Cauley acknowledged that the 
advisory board has questioned the 
borrowing practices of the MWRA, 
but he noted that MWRA officials 
argue that the MWRA needs fund¬ 
ing, and the rates arc now low. Like 
the adage, “‘“Stock up while the 
prices are good’, ” said Cauley. 

Maurer said the MWRA is current¬ 
ly working on a new rate methodolo¬ 
gy that would charge smaller water 
rates for those users who do not use 
the sewer services, such as for 
sprinkler system water. Currently, 
water and sewer rates are calcu¬ 
lated on a population-based system. 
However, Cauley said a system to 
check sewer charges is now being 
developed and could be imple¬ 
mented within a year. 

Currently however, Maurer says 
the town must pick up the total tab 
for the water, regardless if the water 
is or is not a sewer cost, and there¬ 
fore the town must pass that cost on 
to the ratepayer.

Radiology: a 

revealing profession 

Diagnostic radiology has under¬ 
gone a remarkable evolution in just 
the past decade. The x-ray, once the 
mainstay modality of this medical 
specialty, is now but one imaging 
technique of an entire arsenal that 
includes computed tomography (CT 
scanning), fluoroscopy, mammo¬ 
graphy, and two modalities that 
don’t even use radiation-magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) and 
ultrasound. 

‘‘When I was in medical school, 
using magnets and computers to see 
inside the body with the precision we 
can today with MRI seemed incon¬ 
ceivable,” says John K. Chin. M.D., 


a neuroradiologist at the Winchester 
Imaging Center in Woburn, and a 
1979 graduate of the Harvard Medi¬ 
cal School in Boston. 

“What attracted me to radiology 
as a specialty was the fact that the 
field was changing so dramatically. 
Gone are the days when a radiologist 
just sat in a dark room looking at 
x-ray films on a viewbox,” he com¬ 
ments. “Radiologists now have 
multiple modalities with which to 
diagnose, and opportunities to do 
therapy through interventional 
radiology.” 

“Radiology is truly a premier field 
in terms of new technology,” con¬ 
curs Steven Greenberg, M.D., medi¬ 
cal director at the Winchester Imag¬ 
ing Center. He specializes in 
musculo-skeletal or body imaging. 


“Radiologic technology was 
changing rapidly at the time 1 had to 
choose a specialty,” he continues. “1 
was interested in all fields of medi¬ 
cine and in new technology. Because 
radiology crosses all disciplines in 
medicine, it made the field very 
attractive to me.” Greenberg 
received his medical degree from 
Rutgers Medical School in New 
Jersey. 

Ahother way in which radiology is 
changing is the setting in which it is 
performed — it is no longer strictly a 
hospital-based service. 

“The general trend in medicine is 
to move services to the outpatient 
setting.” says Greenberg. “It’s 
more convenient for patients and, 
generally, less exi)ensive.” 

“Community medicine is becom¬ 
ing more and more sophisticated. ” 
adds Chin. “If we are going to serve 
the patients and the referring physi¬ 
cian. this is what we have to do.” 

Both Greenberg and Chin are 
members of Northshore Radiologi¬ 
cal Associates, a group affiliated 
with Winchester Hospital and made 
up of board-certified specialists like 
themselves as well as generalists. 
Greenberg and Chin are the primary 
radiologists at the Winchester Imag¬ 
ing Center; however, the group’s 
other members are available for 
consultation and they all do rota¬ 
tions at Winchester Hospital, of 
which the Center is an affiliate. 

What do these physicians see in 
the future of radiology? believe the 
future is enormous,” says Chin. “We 
are just at the threshold in certain 
areas of MRI such as angiography 
and high-speed imaging. We can’t 
predict the technological advances 
that lie ahead.” 


What a blood test 

tells your doctor 

Anyone who’s visited the doctor 
probably has had a blood test — a 
simple procedure in which blood is 
drawn either from a vein or by 
pricking a finger. A blood test often 
is performed as part of a physical 
exam or as a screening procedure, 
and can yield a wealth of informa¬ 
tion about your health. 

“A complete blood count, referred 
to as a ‘CBC’ is a universal test that 
can detect infection, anemia, even 
leukemia and arthritis. ” explains 
Caroline Apovian, M.D., an 
Emergency Medicine Physician in 
the Walk-In/Urgent Care at the Reg¬ 
ional Health Center in Wilmington. 

“About five to seven cc’s of blood 
— less than two teaspoons — are 
necessary for a CBC,” says Dr. 
Apovian. “This sample is analyzed 
several ways, the most important 
being hemoglobin concentration, red 
and white blood cell count, and 
hematocrit.” 

Hemoglobin carries oxygen 
through the bloodstream to all the 
celts in the body. It gives the red 
color to blood and is normally found 
within the red blood cells. A hemo¬ 
globin measurement determines the 
concentration of this chemical sub¬ 
stance in the blood. 

Red blood cells carry oxygen to all 
parts of the body. If you have too few 
red blood cells, you may have simple 
anemia, which is usually the result 
of too little iron in your diet. But it 
can also indicate other more serious 
problems such as leukemia, internal 
bleeding, kidney malfunction, or 
sickle cell anemia. 

Too many red blood cells, on the 
other hand, may indicate that the 
body is having difficulty supplying 
itself with oxygen. This can be an 


early warning of congenital heart 
disease or respiratory disease. 

One white blood cell population, 
also called ‘granulocyte,’ are the 
body’s chief defense against disease, 
so their level can reveal a great deal 
about your health. 

Nancy Sawyer, laboratory Mana¬ 
ger at Winchester Hospital’s Region¬ 
al Health Center in Wilmington says, 
“an elevated white blood count 
«WBC) could indicate many things 
some being infection, stress, injury 
or oven leukemia. A lower-than- 
normal WBC level can be indicative 
of any of the numerous viral 
infections 

The hematocrit measures the 
blood’s ratio of red blood cells to 
plasma; it indicates how well the 


blood carries oxygen, throughout the 
body. 

Sawyer describes several other 
blood tests which are performed to 
screen fot specific problems. These 
tests are often done in ‘panels, ’ using 
a single sample of blood, since it is 
generally less expensive than per¬ 
forming each test separately. 

“One test included in the panel 
would be a glucose test which deter¬ 
mines the amount of sugar in the 
blood.’’ explains Sawyer. “It can 
help to diagnose diabetes (high 
blood sugar) or hypoglycemia which 
is a decreased blood sugar level. 

“It really is amazing how much 
information is contained in a few 
drops of blood. ”

Will Full¬ 
er. announced the winners at the 
dinner, and introduced the Sports 
F'oundation officers, as well as the 
school department personnel who 
attended. I)r. .John Ritchie, princi¬ 
pal of Winchester High School, then 
presented the two student athletes 
who were chosen to speak at the 
dinner. 

Catherine Doherty, a junior at 
WHS. has participated in varsity 
soccer and varsity tennis. Bobby 
Donlon, also a WHS junior, has play¬ 
ed varsity football, indoor track and 
lacrosse. Their speeches were the 
highlight of the evening, and are 
reprinted here: 

Bobby Donlon: 

“Although you probably never 


have read about me making specta¬ 
cular plays in football or thrashing 
opposing lacrosse teams, I do parti¬ 
cipate in these sports. It’s not just 
having your name go down in glory 
that pushes kids to do these sports, 
it’s the enjoyment they find in doing 
them.

“Flaying on the lacrosse team, the 
football team, and the track team 
has shown me what it’s like to be 
part of a whole; if one person doesn’t 
function, the whole team doesn’t 
function. Everyone is relying on 
everyone else. Even for kids that 
might not play a lot, how do you get a 
good team if you don’t have good 
kids to play against?

should have the privilege to help 
make the team great. 

“I know I’m a better person for 
having participated in sports at 
Winchester. It has helped me to 
organize my .schedule during the 
school year, and the more organized 
I am. the better 1 seem to do in 
school.

Everyone 
was given an equal opportunity to 
show what he could add to the team, 
and people I thought would never be 
on the starting team were.

“Discipline: Going to practice day 
after day in the cold and the rain and 
the mud, or in hot and sweltering 
90-degree temperatures. Running 
until you can't breathe and then 
running some more. Standing quiet¬ 
ly while being chewed out in front of 
your teammates or sitting on the 
bench. 

“Sacrifice: Coming home late 
from a game or match and staying 
up until two or three a m. to study 
for a chemistry exam and to finish a 
history paper. Commitment, discip¬ 
line and sacrifice. You may ask, is it 
worth it? Absolutely, because you 
find out very quickly who you are. 
You learn your limits and you learn 
Your gifts. Most of all, you learn that

top two or three, according to some historians and archivists, llpon 
discovery of the photographs, it was suspected that the collection had 
come from the estate of Samuel (’rocker Lawrence, a Civil War ('icneral 
and the first mayor of Medford. A descendenl of (Jeneral Lawrence has 
since confirmed this 

The collection includes many wallet-sized photographs, called carte de 
visite, which were used by soldiers as calliiig cards. These have all been 
labeled, as have many of the 2.3(K) larger-size photographs. The identifi¬ 
cation makes the collection more valuable for researchers and catalo- 
gers. Because of the fragile state of the materials which have been stored 
for over fifty years, the Medford Historical Society is engaged in the 
enormous task of preservation. One hundred of the most important 
photographs have been reproduced and are used in a traveling exhibit 
Dr. V'aleriani will discuss the discovery of the photographs, how they are 
to be preserved, and. of course, the period of American History which 
they depict.

I n a State where few 

companies have escaped the 
debilitating effects of the 
recession, many small and 
mid-sized software firms 
focusing on innovation and 


international business are emerging 
largely unscathed. 

A variety of these companies 
have been growing steadily 
throughout the 1980s and adding 
jobs. But such businesses also prize 
efficiency and lean operations and 
thus tend to create new positions 
only when they are truly needed, say

industry officials. 

Software employment 
nevertheless grew by 16 to 20 
percent in 1991, and is expected to 
increase by 24 percent in 1992, 
according to Joyce Plotkin, executive 
director of the Massachusetts 
Computer Software Council. The 
council has 250 member companies, 
but estimates there were 1,400 
software developers employing some 
33,500 people as of a year and a half 
ago. Plotkin said the software council 
will be releasing updated figures May 
1 . 

“There is no question that 
Massachusetts has a critical mass of 
companies," said Plotkin. “There is 
sort of a synergy happening in 
Massachusetts that keeps people 
here.” 

She said major research 
institutions like MIT that turn out 
computer experts and license new 
technology have been key to 
industry growth. Another, more 
important, factor has been individual 
companies’ aggressive expansion 
into overseas markets. Foreign sales 
account for 30 to 40 percent of 
revenues for a significant number of 
software developers, said Plotkin. 


is increasingly turning to software 
development to beef up diminishing 
revenues. 

As a result, Massachusetts is one 
of the two leading centers for 
software innovation in the world, 
rivaled only by California. 

“Our companies are smaller and 
very innovative,” said Plotkin. 

Most of these smaller enterprises 
now have the software development 
process under control and are 
focusing more on new types of 
financing and sales and marketing as 
well as technical development. And 
with so much overseas business, 
many careers are being created for 
those willing to live or travel abroad, 
said Plotkin. 

Larger companies like Lotus 
Development Corp. have faced 
layoffs, but also tend to have the 
most progressive benefits. Lotus, 
for example, has “a very employee- 
oriented type of work 
environment,” said Plotkin. She 
added that Lotus was one of the first 
software developers in the area to 
add on-site day care. 

Those who work at smaller 
companies say the atmosphere is 
fast-paced and hectic but exciting, 
with a relatively young, creative 


work force. 

“They work hard and play hard,” 
said Barbara Limoncelli, marketing 
manager for Alpha Software Corp. in 
Burlington. 

“The right kind of 
software is one of 
the ways to make 
people more 
productive... We 
make products 
that help reduce 
costs.”

Limoncelli said that after coming 
to Alpha in 1984, she found the 
environment vastly different from 
the button-down atmosphere at her 
previous bank job. Her new 
colleagues explained when she 
arrived that Friday is “casual day” 
in the office. Accustomed to wearing 


suits to work, Limoncelli wore a 
cotton dress the first Friday. 

“Everybody else was wearing 
jeans,” she said. 

Alpha, a developer of business 
software for personal computers 
established in 1982, has been 
growing since Limoncelli arrived. 
The company had 25 employees in 
1984 and now has 75 to 80. 
Limoncelli said Alpha’s main 
product, the Alpha 4 database, is the 
fastest growing database in the 
industry’, and the company is the 
second-largest manufacturer of 
relational databases in the U.S.

said Limoneelli. 

BGS Systems Inc. in Waltham 
helps customers improve efficiency 
with software that detects problems 
with their computers. 

‘ ‘You use it to figure out if the 
problem could be resolved if you got 
a bigger computer, ’ ’ said James 
McGuire, chief operating officer at 
BGS. “There has been a lot of 
change in the computer hardware 
selections companies can make. Our 
kind of product helps them 
determine what type of hardware 
they might get.” 

With 155 employees, mostly in 
Massachusetts, the 17-year-old 
company has been growing at a rate 
of about 10 percent a year. It went 
public in 1983 and has since ended 
up on various lists of the countr>’’s 
fastest growing small companies. 

McGuire said about one-third of 
BGS’s business is international. 

Growing at a similar rate is 


Banyan Systems Inc. in Westboro. 
The company saw revenues increase 
after it switched from manufacturing 
hardware and operating systems to 
developing software. Established in 
1983, Banyan made the shift in 1985 
and 1986 and now specializes in 
softw’are that tics personal 
computers together on netw’orks — 
giving workers access to more 
information on their desktops. 

■ ‘The industrv' we’re in is a very- 
vibrant part of the industry-, so 
Banyan’s market share is growing,” 
said Robin schwartz, vice president 
of human resources. 

Banyan now has 620 employees 
worldwide. 450 in the Bay- State. 
Schwartz said grow-th areas for 
employment arc in engineering, 
marketing and international posts. 

Another company- flourisliing in 
the suburbs is I’rogress Software 
Corp. of Bedford, which increased 
sales from fiscal 1990 to 1991 by 45 
percent to $58 million. Worldwide 
employment went from 340 to 452 


during that period. 

“Based on what our projections 
are, we can see some growth in all 
different disciplines,” said Robert 
Clancy, human resources manager at 
Progress. 

The company- has been in 
business since 1981 and makes 
products to help other programmers 
develop their software applications 
more quickly. With a backlog of 
requests for new kinds of software. 
Progress’ products are in demand. 

Clancy and officials from other 
software companies said that while 
they generally prefer to hire people 
with experience in the software 
industry-, they will consider other 
professionals as well. Limoneelli of 
Alpha is an example of someone who 
made a switch from banking. 

Softw-are hiring managers said 
people have a better chance when 
they research the industry and are 
willing to seek out retraining in some 
cases. Limoneelli suggested job 
seekers read the computer

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Local man 
involved in 
phone scam

A Winchester man involved in a 
phony fundraising scam has been 
ordered to pay a hefty fine and has 
been banned from further fundrais¬ 
ing attempts. 

Attorney General Scott Harshbar- 
ger recently announced that his 
Public Charities Division won a law¬ 
suit in Suffolk Superior Court charg¬ 
ing a Winchester man and his 
employees with staging a phony tele¬ 
marketing scam in which they posed 
as police officers and local public 
officials and falsely collected funds 
for local charitable causes. 

Gerald M. Catanzaro of South Bor¬ 
der Road, and his telemarketing 
firm of GMC Advertising, Inc. of 
Somerville, have been ordered to 
pay a $500,000 fine and have been 
permanently banned from further 
fundraising, according to Assistant 
Attorney General Eric B. Carriker. 
Catanzaro was fined $5,000 for each 
offense, he added. 

Carriker said he was not at liberty 
to discuss possible criminal charges 
against Catanzaro. 

A summary judgment was 
granted April 15 by Suffolk Superior 
Court Judge Hiller B. Zobel in 
response to a motion filed by the 
Attorney General, according to 
Carriker. 

The lawsuit charged that Catan¬ 
zaro violated the state’s charitable 
solicitation and consumer protection 
laws during the telemarketing 
attempts. It further alleged that 
Catanzaro had knowledge that his 
employees falsely led donors to 
believe that they were with the MPA 
(Massachusetts Police Association), 
MCOP (Massachusetts Coalition of 
Police), MMVIA (Massachusetts 
Motor Vehicles Inspectors Associa¬ 
tion) as well as other local police and 
fire unions and associations. 

The lawsuit also alleges that call¬ 
ers indicated the money raised 
would be used for local school drug 
and alcohol awareness programs, 
locating missing children, abused 
women, children and elderly per¬ 
sons, memorializing police officers 
killed in the line of duty and aiding

Parents advise

The deadline for a decision on 
school closings is fast approaching, 
and the public wants the School 
Committee to know that closing 
McCall Middle School would solve 
one problem but create others. 

The School Committee entertained 
public input on Tuesday. April 28. 
regarding its May deadline to decide 
the fate of the Winchester school 
system, two opinions continuously 
surface — opposition to moving 
seventh- and eighth-graders to the 
high school and a need to address 
inequities at Lynch Elementary

students at the middle school should 
not be moved to the high school. 

In a letter to the School Committee 
detailing how such a task might 
implemented. Ritchie noted that, "A 
change of this kind is far more 
dramatic and complex than simply 
moving a set of students from one 
building into the available space in 
another. There is a possibility of 
some gain being realized from such 
a move, but there is also the very 
real risk of a lot being lost . " 

Susan Lippman, president of the 
PFA. said her board was unanimous 
in its “strong opposition to any 
reconfiguration plan that includes 
moving seventh- and eighth-graders

School. 

The School Committee is investi¬ 
gating several possible school recon¬

While there is still a wide differ¬ 
ence of opinion on what should be 
done to solve the problems forcing 
reconfiguration, the Parent Faculty 
Association (PP'.A), the McCafl 
Parents’ Association, two School 
Committee members, principals 
John Ritchie and Evander French, 
and a majority of the parents at a 
public hearing Tuesday concurred 
with the crucial School Configura¬ 
tion Subcommitte (SCO report that 


to the high school. ’ Lippman con¬ 
cluded with a statement that would 
be repeated throughout the meeting: 
“We urge the School Committee to 
remove this option from 
consideration.” 

Although the deadline is only two 
weeks away. School Committee 
members have given little indication 
as to w'hich way they are leaning. 
However. School Committee mem¬ 
ber James Evans, citing, “substan¬ 
tial amounts of negative opinion” 
toward a 7-12 school configuration 
asked that it be eliminated. 

School Committee member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold concurred, stating “I 
don’t consider it a viable 
option ...

As the first order of business Town 
Meeting members rejected the addi¬ 
tion of stiffer parking space require¬ 
ments for new construction. 

New Town Meeting members got a 
chance to flex their collective 
muscle recently during a debate on 
the updated parking reejuirements 
for the town. Shortly after the new 
members were sworn in at Town 
Meeting’s first session Monday. 
April 27, a protracted discussion 
ensued on Article 7 of the town 
warrant. 

At issue w'ere new regulations gov¬ 
erning off-street parking require¬ 
ments under zoning bylaws. Some l‘l 
different building uses would be 
tightened by the measure, and the 
changes w-ere merely filling in 
reported gaps in the current bylaws, 
according to the Planning Board. 
But Town Meeting members were 
not swayed. 

In his presentation ol the article. 
Planning Hoard (’hairman Daniel 
t’hane not<*d. “We now have 19 per¬ 
mitted uses with no parking require¬ 
ments (outlined in the zoning 
bylaws].” (’hane added (hat (he new 
parking requirements would not 
impact local businesses To fill in the 
gaps. I’hane said that board mem. 
bers took other uses where pc*rmit 
ted and applied the same criteria. 

Businessman George .Nowell 
asked whether these additions ty tlu* 
table would in effect make (he zon 
ing law more restrictive. 

“For those areas that had no park 
ing restrictions at all. passage of this 
is more restrictive.” said ( hane It 
was noted (hat existing structures 
would not be affected by the new 
table of parking requirements.

Town Meeting gets first glimpse of budget

During the course of the next fis¬ 
cal year Winchester will face a 
series of financial hurdles, say town 
officials. 

At the opening of Spring Town 
Meeting on Monday, April 27, the 
Town Manager as well as chairmen 
from the Board of Selectmen, School 
Committee and Finance Committee 
gave their annual reports and an 
overview of the fiscal year 1993 
(FY931 budget. 

Although reports of town officials 
W'ere dispatched at Monday night’s 
session under non-budgetary items, 
the current revenue shortfall was 


the primary focus of their talks. 
Budget articles are slated to be 
discussed as the first order of busi¬ 
ness at Town Meeting, Monday, May 
4 at 7:30 p.m. in the Winchester High 
School auditorium. 

“The system of government and 
the way we operate has been chang¬ 
ing slowly through the year,” said 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er in his initial report to the assemb¬ 
ly. Maurer said that what has 
changed is that more town funding is 
being draw’n from outside sources in 
the form of donations. 

“What we’re seeing is that citizens 
still want to receive town services.” 
said Maurer. “Irrespective of what 
the financial condition is. people in 


Winchester expect the town w ill pro¬ 
vide them with adequate playfields. 
for an example, w-ithin the commun¬ 
ity,” he added. 

In the past, the town has been able 
to meet the community needs in 
term of services. “However, we are 
coming to the point where we can not 
provide these things within the cur¬ 
rent funding, ” said Maurer. In his 
presentation to Tow-n Meeting Maur¬ 
er noted that Winchester is seeing 
more and more community volun¬ 
teers come forw'ard to bridge the 

gap 

In his overview, Maurer noted that 
a full report on proposed increases 
to water and sewer rates w'ould be 
presented at later sessions of Town 


Meeting under Article 9. 

“We have designed the rate 
increases so that it pays for .MW’R.A 
rate hikes.” noted Maurer. He added 
that the proposed budget, reviewed 
by the F'inance Committee, did not 
include raises for the town’s munici¬ 
pal employees. 

In the course of his towm report. 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt said that the myriad issues 
facing Winchester, including the 
debate on school closings: proposed 
increases to the water and sewer 
rates; and a “slimly” funded capital 
budget, did not tell the whole story. 

“I think these are symptoms of an 
underlying phenomenon.” said

Members of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives from both parties found 
themselves on a well-circulated list 
recently, however, the limelight in 
this case did not earn them 
accolades. 

U.S. Representative Edward 
Markey (D-MA), whose district 
includes Winchester, was named 
recently on a list of 303 current and 
former House members who wrote 
overdrafts from the now-defunct 
House Bank. 

According to a statement released 
by Markey’s office following the full 
disclosure by the House Ethics Com¬ 
mittee, Markey had used overdraft 
protection for 85 checks written dur¬ 
ing a period of three years. He also 
received protection for seven cash 
withdrawals at the bank window, 
according to his statement. Until the 
ethics committee disclosure, Mark¬ 
ey had not previously released his 
overdraft record. 

Congressman Markey had told his 
constituents last October that he 
used the House Bank, including the 
overdraft protection allowed 
through advances on salary. Markey 
voted March 23 for full disclosure of 
the House Bank records. 

The resolutions in the March 23 
vote included disclosure of the prac¬ 
tices of the House Bank and disclo¬ 
sure of all relevant information 
about those who used its overdraft 
protection feature. 

Markey, however, had decided to

await the House’s internal audit 
before disclosing further details on 
his use of the overdraft protection. 

Several months ago, the House 
Ethics Committee had found that 355 
sitting or former representatives 
received advances on their salary at 
the House Bank. The House Ethics 
Committee had concluded that in 
particular, 24 members were those 
who abused the system by repeated¬ 
ly overdrawing their accounts by 
more than their next month’s net 
paycheck. 

Congressman Markey never over¬ 
drew his account by that amount, 
according to his office. Taxpayers’ 
money was not used to cover the 
overdraft protection. 

According to the Boston Globe, 
those congressmen who wrote the 
most overdrafts were Rep, Ron 
Dellums, an eight-term Democrat 
from California, with 851 overdrafts 
and Rep. Gerry Sikorski, a Minneso¬ 
ta Democrat, with 697 overdrafts. 

According to Markey’s office the 
public reaction on the local level to 
the House Bank affair has been 
small and Markey has apologized 
for his role in the scandal. 

"People are willing to accept my 
apology," Markey said in a pre¬ 
pared statement released by his 
office, "and they want to move for¬ 
ward on issues that directly affect 
their pocketbooks, such as cable 
rates, wate rates and unemploy¬ 
ment. I am making headway on all 
three of these issues, and people 
appreciate that."

BUGS! 

Whether you live in the inner- 
city, the suburbs or on a secluded 
farm, there is probably some kind 
of small, leggy creature that 
sometimes makes your house its 
liome. Whetlter they're termites, 
roaches, ants, fleas of spiders, it's a 
good idea to ser\e them with an 
eviction notice if you plan to put 
your home on the market. 

Most standard sales agreements 
require a property to be inspected 
and, if necessary, treated for ter¬ 
mite infestation before the settle¬ 
ment. It's a good idea to check for 
problems as soon as you sign a list¬ 
ing agreement so that termites are 
not an issue of contention in the 
sale. Other insects may not physi¬ 
cally damage the liouse, but 
nevertheless reduce its chances of 
selling for top dollar. If a buyer is 
constantly pushing back spider 
webs while touring those out of 
the way storage areas, he'll be a lit¬ 
tle distracted. A single roach tweak¬ 
ing its antennae at a prospect 
seriously undermines that person's 
ability to appreciate the attractive 
features of your house. 

If standby liome remedies (ion¬ 
ized boric acid is an old favorite) 
don't work, call in an e.xterrninator 
as jiart of your pre-listing check 
list. It's money well spent.

Aberjona Indian Day 

On Sunday, May 3 from 11 a m. to 
4:30 p.m. the Year of the American 
Indian will be celebrated in 
Winchester as well as the centenni- 
ary of the Metropolitan Commission 
in what’s known as a “powwow." 

The event is called “Aberjona 
Indian Day" and will be held at 
Sandy Beach Park, at the Upper 
Mystic Lake. 

The day will feature the “Roam¬ 
ing Buffalo Singers" as well as a 
grand entry of drum and dancers in 
full regalia at 1:30 p.m. 

An Indian Prayer ceremony will 
follow, then a Veterans’ Honoring 
Dance. Inter-tribal dancing will then 
take place, as well as grand entry of 
drum and dancers in full regalia for 
the closing ceremony. 

According to Cynthia Knuth, pres¬ 
ident of the Friends of Native Ameri¬ 
cans and organizer of this event, the 
day will be a chance to explore the 
heritage of the Native American. 
She noted that Maestre Tlakaelel, a 
respected elder and advisor to the 
Council of Anahuak in Mexico, has 
been asked to speak to the crowd. 
Tlakaelel has taught throughout the 
continent, including a symposium at 
Omega Institute in New York and at 
Interface in Cambridge. He is found¬ 
er and director of the Kalpulli Koa- 
kalko, a traditional spiritual school 
outside Mexico City. 

The Menotomy band of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Indians lived in the 
Winchester area for thousands of 
years before the westward voyages, 
in the 15th and 16th centuries, of the 
Vikings, Spanish, Portuguese, 
French, Dutch and English, said 
Knuth.

er, Dom Serratore, would be the 
primary enforcer of the new codes. 

After some initial questions, one 
member asked to move considera¬ 
tion of the article until after Article 
13 only to lose by two votes. Seventy- 
seven members voted to move while 
79 members voted not to postpone. 

Town Meeting Alan Macdonald 
asked for clarifications on the new' 
guidelines for kindergartens and 
daycares under use number seven of 
the table. According to Chane, the 
new parking requirement would 
require that one space be included 
for every 600 square feet in the 
building. Thus a new 3.000-square- 
foot building w'ould need five park¬ 
ing spaces, under the revised bylaw. 

Chane elaborated on one reason 
for the revamping. “We w-ould like 
to have a restriction on every type of 
use in town," said Chane. Any hard¬ 
ship caused by the revision could be 
addressed by the Zoning 13oard of 
Appeals, according to Chane. 

“I object to the statement that the 
Board of App>eals can take care of 
Massachusetts General Laws," said 
Conte. “We do not adopt our bylaws 
based on the mistaken assumption 
that they can correct them," he 
added. 

Another member (jueried if after 
amending the town zoning laws to 
loosen requirements for daycares 
and kindergartens, did the new' table 
just tighten it back up again. Noted 
the member, “Are w'c giving w'ith 
the left hand and taking with the 
right?” 

Articles 2 and 3 

Both Articles 2 and 3 passed by 
unanimous voice votes. Article 2 
called for the treasurer to borrow 
money and to issue notes in accor¬ 
dance with applicable General 
Laws. Article 3 authorizes the trea¬ 
surer to enter into compensating 
balance agreements during fiscal 
1993 (FY93) as permitted by the 
General Laws. 

Articles 4, .5 and (> 

All of these articles billed as 
housekeeping measures were 
passed by unanimous voice votes 
without substantial debate. Article 4 
changed the language in a current 
zoning law that reads Site Plan 
Review to read Special Permit/Site 
Plan Approval. Article 5 brings the 
town bylaws in line with the State by 
removing the restriction on where 
they can be placed. Article 6 calls for 
a Zoning Enforcement officer to be 
responsible for the administration of 
the tow'ns bylaws,

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Route 93 
changes area

As construction of the new 
Rotondi subdivision off Forest 
Street continues, next to Wittet’s 
Forest Crest Farm, the almost 
forgotten original character of 
the area comes to mind. 

Prior to the ugly gash of “new 
Route 28 ” cutting through 
Winchester Highlands and the 
bucolic Fallon Farm, there was a 
strong rural flavor about that 
area. 

Years before Elsa Wittet found¬ 
ed her beloved Forest Crest 
Farm School, that quality was 
apparent as daughter Sandra 
pulled a cart down Forest Street, 
delivering fresh eggs from the 
family’s proficient flock of hens. 

Southeast of Wittet’s. where 
Route 93 now courses, was the 
Fallon Dairy Farm which was 
located mostly in Stoneham 
Lazy summer days found herds 
of cattle grazing in the daisy- 
studded fields at the foot of Bear 
Hill. 

The sweet smell of the summer 
grasses was always tempered by 
the heady vapor arising from the 
piles of manure stacked outside 
the white farm buildings. 

Fallon’s cows were a high point 
of the spring trek along North 
Border Road toward the Slone 
ham Tower, atop Bear Hill, 
though barbed wire — and the 
threat of an angry bull - usually 
kept us out of the pastures. 

After the climb up Bear Hill, 
another a.scent up winding cast 
iron stairs was required to reach 
the top of the tower 

Never one for heights, the 


young Observer used to climb the 
tower with tightly closed eyes, 
feeling for the next step with 
shaking hands. The view’ on a 
clear day was magnificent, with 
all of Boston spread out to the 
south, the bulk of Mount Monad- 
nock to the north, and the blue 
ocean to the east. 

History records that “Robbers’ 
Den” was hidden in the rocky 
wooded vale between Wittet’s 
and Fallon’s though endless 
youthful searching failed to dis¬ 
close its exact location. 

The old Winchester Journal 
tells us; “It is located on the edge 
of a dismal swamp w hose gloomy 
recesses are intersected by a 
slimy stream. On the south, lies a 
dark forest of pine and birch, 
thraugh w’hose tall tops the wind 
shrieks a wild requiem for the 
victims of the bloodthirsty cutth¬ 
roats who once inhabited this 
retreat. 

Legend has it that the elusive 
robbers Thunderbolt and Light- 
foot once inhabited the cave, and 
rumors of buried treasure used to 
run rampant among Winchester 
folk. 

By 1858. the cave had partially 
collapsed, and it is fair to assume 
that it had become so much bro¬ 
ken up rock by the time our 
youthful band of treasure hunters 
appeared on the scene. 

When the new' highway defaced 
the area in the late 195()s, the 
original character of the neigh¬ 
borhood w'as lost forever, as it 
w'ent the way of “Robbers (.’ave”

A single block, or even sever¬ 
al blocks, removed from the tower 
will not eau.se it to fall, hut eventual¬ 
ly the tow'er collapses due to the lack 
of supporting blocks in the right 
positions.

Several of the blocks 1 mentioned 
above have already been reimwed. 
Once again, the burning question is, 
which hl(Kks will lx* removed this 
year':’ ('I'here is no (juestion that 
additional blocks must lx* removed ) 
Who will he affected by the removal 
of those blocks’' How critical have 
the empty spaces Ix'coine after four 
straight years of removing hhxs? 
Can the hUx’ks, once removed, ever 


be replaced? How many more years 
of block removal can the lower with¬ 
stand? Will this years’ School Com¬ 
mittee be the one that finally loses 
the game and watches the tower 
tumble? 

I urge the School Committee to 
eonsider most carefully the impact 
of removing the block over which 
some of its collective fingers are 
now poised. 'I’he block labeled 
“McCall Middle .School’’ is very like¬ 
ly //jt* critical block among those 
which arc* left in the tower. It is 
incomprehensible that the School 
Committee is still even considering 
this block as an option, despite the 
sub committee reports and all input 
from educators stating unequivocal¬ 
ly that to remove this block w'ould 
iiave a severely negative education¬ 
al impact on the tower 'I'heir deci 
sion must not he determined by 
political agendas, by campaign 
promises, by kihhilzers standing 
lx*hind the players speak on behalf 
of any special-interest group, by 
space available at another building. 
It is imix*rative that this year the 
School Committee make the right 
decision for the right reasons - 
their decision must he based on 
educational criteria alone criteria 
which will surely determine whether 
the lower will stand or fall.

This week 
in history 

1964: 28 years ago 

A steel scaffold was erected 
and work begun that week for the 
second time in a year to complete 
the structural repairs and main¬ 
tenance work on the Town Hall 
tower. The year before, towns¬ 
people had reported that the tow¬ 
er, which was almost 80-years-old 
and 160-feet-high, had begun to 
show' signs of weakening and offi¬ 
cials were fearful that the tower 
would shift and topple. 


The 14th Annual Winchester 
Rotary Club Auction was held 
that week and by all accounts it 
was an “all-out success,” accord¬ 
ing to a story in that week’s Star. 
The weather was clear and hun¬ 
dreds of local residents and auc¬ 
tion enthusiasts from all around 
New England turned out for the 
marathon-selling event. The auc¬ 
tion brought in more than $8,000 
in proceeds. 

Three of Winchester’s six new 
firefighters went through three 
weeks of intensive training man¬ 
euvers at the Brookline Fire 
Department’s training school and 
were graduated with honors that 
week. According to Winchester 
Fire Chief Frank Amico, the 
Brookline fire officials had 
nothing but high praise for the 
Winchester group. 

A larger Presidential Primary 
election turnout was recorded in 
Winchester that week than in 
either the 1960 or 1956 Primaries. 
A reported 2,475 registered voters 
or 22 percent of the electorate 
showed their preferences on the 
Republican (1,901) and Democra¬ 
tic (574) ballot that week. 

In the Presidential prefer¬ 
ences, Republican voters favored 
Henry Cabot Lodge with 1,243 
votes, more than a thousand 
more than his nearest competi¬ 
tor. Democratic voters favored 
President Lyndon Johnson with 
173 votes. Senator Goldwater 
rated second with Winchester 
Republicans, then Nixon, Scran¬ 
ton and Rockefeller, in that 
order. Rating second to Johnson 
with Winchester Democrats was 
write-in candidate Robert 
Kennedy. 

Police were investigating that 
week breaking and entering 
reports al three fifth-floor apart¬ 
ments at Stetson Hall on Elm¬ 
wood Avenue. 'I'he thieves appa¬ 
rently climbed a fire escape and 
gained entry to the apartments 
through an unlocked window.

THE HOUSE. The House met only 
in brief, informal sessions last week 
as is often the case during April 
school vacation week. This 
week,Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local representatives’ votes on addi¬ 
tional roll calls from recent sessions. 

CLERKS (H .5394) — House 92-57, 
refused to reconsider its prior defeat 
of an early retirement bill amend¬ 
ment allowing court clerk magis¬ 
trates appointed by the Governor to 
be eligible for the early retirement 
program. Amendment supporters 
said the bill’s prohibition against 
clerks is simply a partisan move by 
Democrats to prevent Governor 
Weld from filling these positions. 
Opponents said all the retired 
clerk’s positions would have to be 
refilled -and argued the purpose of 
the bill is to reduce the workforce. 
(A “Yes” vote is for reconsidering 
defeat of the amendment allowing 
these clerks to be eligible. A “No” 
vote is against allowing these clerks 
to be eligible). 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

HAZARDOUS WASTE (H 5317) — 
House 83-61, rejected an amendment 
eliminating a section of the supple¬ 
mental budget dealing with board of 
health control over existing hazard¬ 
ous waste facilities in local commun¬ 
ities. Amendment supporters said 
this special interest section will take 
most powers away from local boards 
of health and is a blatant attack on 
home rule and the ability of com¬ 
munities to protect themselves. 
Opponents said the section strikes a 
balance between the need for retain¬ 
ing existing facilities and the needs 
of local communities. They argued 
boards of health will still have the 
right to regulate these facilities 
under other statutes. (A “Yes” vote 
is for giving boards of health the 
power. A “No” vote is against giving 
boards of health the power). 

Casey voted yes. 

MORE HAZARDOUS WASTE (H 
5317) — House 79-61, rejected an 
amendment striking another supple- 
mentaL budget section dealing with 
board of health control over all 
hazardous waste facilities. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this section 
takes powers away from all local 
boards of health and removes their 
ability to enforce even nuisance sta¬ 
tutes to protect the public. Oppo¬ 
nents said more state control is 
necessary or there will be no facili¬ 
ties in the state. They argued this 
will lead to midnight dumping by 
businesses and will endanger citi¬ 
zens and the economy. (A “Yes” 
vote is for giving boards of health 
the power. A “No” vote is against 
giving boards of health the power). 

Casey voted yes. 

THE SENATE. The Senate met 
only in brief, informal sessions last 
week as is often the case during 
April school vacation week. This 
week, Beacon Hill Roll Call records 
local senators’ votes on additional 
roll calls from recent sessions. 

WATERSHED (S 1462) — Senate 
30-4, rejected a new version of the 
bill restricting development around 
the Quabbin, Wachusett and Ware 
reservoirs and authorizing the state 
to borrow $135 million to buy undeve¬ 
loped land to protect the reservoirs. 
Supporters of the new version said it 
is a better way to solve the problems 
and protect these reservoirs which 


supply drinking water to 3 million 
Greater Boston residents They 
noted the new version allows certain 
areas to have sewers installed and 
changes setback requirements so 
they are site specific. They also 
argued the new version is fairer on 
compensation to landowners. Oppo¬ 
nents said the new version is serious¬ 
ly flawed and strips the original bill 
of many of its strengths. ( A “Yes” 
vote is for the new version. A “No” 
vote is against it). 

Senator Charles Shannon voted no. 

WATERSHED COMPENSATION 
(H .397) - Senate 24-12, rejected a 
watershed bill amendment provid¬ 
ing that a proposed amendment hik¬ 
ing the watershed management fee 
include a provision that the increase 
be used to compensate landowners 
Amendment supporters said a rea¬ 
sonable hike in this fee. paid by- 
water users in the Greater Boston 
area, will help insure compensation 
of landowners. They argued the bill 
itself does not include any compen¬ 
sation guarantees. Opponents said 
this is an unnecessary $7 million 
annual increased burden on ratepay¬ 
ers who will already be paying mil¬ 
lions for the $135 million bonding 
designed to compensate landowners. 
(A “Yes” vote is for the amendment 


requiring money from a hike be used 
to compensate landowners. A “No” 
vote is against the amendment) 

Shannon voted no 

UNEMPLOYMENT (.S 1461) — 
Senate 17-8, refused to postpone and 
19-11, refused to table the bill hiking 
the unemployment insurance taxes 
on employers by .30 percent. The 
measure hike.s the average payment 
from $.363 per year per employee to 
$474 through 1993 and to $680 in 1994. 
Tabling and postponement suppor¬ 
ters said they wanted more time to 
read this bill and an alternative one 
proposed by the Governor. They said 
the Governor’s version will not hike 
payments and claimed the version 
under consideration will drive 
businesses out of state. Opponents 
said the state is borrowing $5 million 
daily to fund unemployment benefits 
and said the bill has boen around for 
a while. (On the first roll call, a 
“Yes” vote is for postponement. A 
“No” vote is against postponement. 
On the second roll call, a “Yes” vote 
is for tabling the bill. A “No” vote is 
against tabling). 

FIRST VOTE: 

Shannon did not vote. 

SECOND VOTE: 

Shannon voted no.

than 6,000 names by Joseph A. Moz- 
zicato Jr. Gary Temple indicated his 
willingness to work with both Shan¬ 
non and the committee in his posi¬ 
tion of assistant director of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts lottery. 

As of this writing the Massa¬ 
chusetts lottery is undergoing an 
upgrade in its computer capacity to 
allow for increased capability. 
Temple indicated his support of the 
basic concept of a recyclablc-lottery 
(Senate Bill .380), and did make 
some considerations and sugges¬ 
tions on what could be done to allow 
for the bill in an amended form to be 
better prepared for acceptance by 
both the Lottery Commission and 
the legislative committee in prepa¬ 
ration for fine tuning the prc.scnt 
legislation. 

Sen. Shannon has again given of 
himself both timewise and in a con¬ 
sulting manner to make suggestions 
to strengthen the original bill, to 
help this piece of legislation be one 


in which the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts. (he environment, and the 
economy of the state will be 
expanded and made better off

Town Meeting gets first glimpse of budget 


chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) rates; the need to build a 
water filtration plant and current 
limitations on tax growth will all 
have a major impact on the FY93 
budget. 

But, selectmen plan to battle the 
increases that have been foisted on 
the town by outside forces, noted 
Schmitt. He said selectmen will con¬ 
tinue to keep the heat on by talking 
with legislators and will meet with 
the MWRA Bear’d of Directors to 
question the water and sewer costs 
in a few days. 

“We need to relieve the burden of 
these costs,” said Schmitt. One way 
of doing that is to hold federal and 
state legislators accountable, 
according to Schmitt. 

School budget 

A brief overview of the school 
budget by School Committee Chair¬ 
man Mark Lombardi gave no hint of 
the battles still to come. 

The school budget has been a topic 


of some discussion in recent weeks 
as the School Committee focuses in 
on a final decision on possible school 
closings. 

“We developed a budget with an 
increase of $26,000 or .2 percent 
increase over last year,” said Lom¬ 
bardi. He noted that the budget does 
not include funding for transporta¬ 
tion of students who live fewer than 
two miles from their schools. Addi¬ 
tionally, he said the budget of 
$13,427,483 assumes that extracurri¬ 
cular fees will be charged. Both of 
those issues will come before the 
School Committee over the next sev¬ 
eral weeks for debate. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Ralph Johnson said the municipal 
budget includes no use of free cash; 
no general salary increases for mun¬ 
icipal employees; and the elimina¬ 
tion of four positions. Johnson said 
the Finance Committee assumes 
that state aid will be level-funded 
and that the capital account will 
require a $1,0(X),000 infusion. 

He noted that committee mem¬ 
bers strongly recommended funding 
capital. “Delaying sunding capital] 
could lead to further deterioration,” 
said Johnson. 

Town Meeting members accepted 
the reports of town officers by a 
voice vote.

their widows. 

The lawsuit also charged that 
Catanzaro’s employees told donors 
their money would promote a 
statewide drunk-driving campaign; 
benefit local police and fire depart¬ 
ments, and promote local charities. 

The Attorney General’s office also 
charged that GMC employees did 
not identity themselves as “profes¬ 
sional, paid fundraisers” as 
required by Massachusetts law. 

“This judgment is a major step 
forward in our efforts against decep¬ 
tive charitable fundraising in Mas¬ 
sachusetts,” said Attorney General 
Harshbarger, in a press statement. 
“It is particularly important in send¬ 
ing a message that fundraisers will 
not be allowed to abuse the public 
trust by posing as police officers or 
public officials to get a 
contribution.”

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Updates on reopening 
of Wedge Pond Beach 

Volunteers needed: 

The Wedge Pond Restoration 
Committee continues to work hard 
to open the Wedge Pond Beach this 
summer. 

At the most recent meeting, 
Joseph Tabbi, of the Winchester 
Health Department, presented 
results from the April bacteriologi¬ 
cal sampling at the beach. These 
samples, which were obtained after 
two consecutive rainy days, indi¬ 
cated that the beach continues to 
more than meet state of Massa¬ 
chusetts criteria for swimming. 
Tabbi told the committee that he is 
very happy with the results, espe¬ 
cially since the samples were taken 
after a rain storm when problems 
are most likely to occur. 

The committee also presented its 
plans to the Town of Winchester 
Finance Committee. Wedge and 
committee members Dr. Randall 
Swartz, Clarence Borggaard and 
Paul Albiani told the Finance Com¬ 
mittee that the funds which Borg¬ 
gaard has raised to date will be used 
for capital expenditures on the bath 
house, recreational and safety 
equipment and beach maintenance. 
A total of $13,000 will be needed from 
Town Meeting for life guards. 

The Wedge Pond Committee is 
planning a “Beach Cleanup Day” on 
Saturday, May 2. It is seeking the 
help of interested citizens for this 
project, which is part of the Aberjo- 
na River Cleanup Day. Twelve 
brave citizens recently b^gan weed¬ 
ing the beach two weeks ago during 
a pouring rain. However, help is still 
needed from plumbers, painters and 
people of other trades, as well as 
people willing to weed and clean the 


beach. 

Various people and groups in town 
have generously volunteered their 
help. Alan Schonegge, a Winchester 
architect, has designed the renova¬ 
tions for the beach house. The com¬ 
mittee is working with the art 
department at the high school to 
employ the talents of our students in 
making the beach house appealing. 
The Beautification Committee has 
been contacted and is interested in 
helping with this project. 

Public support is still needed. Any¬ 
one who is interested in donating 
time on May 2 or wants to contribute 
to the beach fund, should contact 
Paul Albiani at 721-1122. 

A look back : 

Larry Keats, of Summit Avenue in 
Winchester, remembers taking his 
three children to swim in Wedge 
Pond more than 15 years ago. “My 
son Adam, who is 21 now, used to 
splash around as a toddler. And my 
daughter Leslie used to go there as a 
young teenager to be with her 
friends and just socialize. The beach 
was a great place to be,” Keats 
remembers. 

Paul Albiani has the same kind of 
memories. “The beach at Wedge 
Pond used to be a place for kids and 
their parents to swim, cool off on 
those sticky August days,” Albiani 
reminisced the other day. 

In fact, many longtime Winches¬ 
ter residents remember the beach at 
Wedge Pond as an example of the 
kind of thing that made Winchester 
special — a low key, friendly place 
for families to come together and 
have some fun. 

But those good times ended 
abruptly in 1984. Routine water test¬ 
ing conducted by the Winchester 
Health Department uncovered bac¬ 
teria counts that were too high. Mun¬

icipal sewer system problems in 
Winchester, Woburn and Burlington 
meant that polluted water was being 
discharged into the Horn Pond 
Brook and from there into Wedge 
Pond. The town shut the beach down 
for health reasons. 

But between 1984 and 1988 those 
discharge problems were fixed 
Upgrades were made to all three 
town sewage systems, and the beach 
has been safe for swimming since 
1988. According to Joe Tabbi, Direc¬ 
tor Winchester Board of Health, 
“The problems were fixed four 
years ago, and that water has been 
totally swimmable since then. The 
routine water quality tests that we 
do all the time show us it is safe to 
swim in.” 

So why aren’t people swimming at 
the Wedge Pond beach? “A lot of it is 
habit and some, lost history,” says 
Randall Swartz, newly elected chair 
of the Winchester Board of Health. 
“The old timers who used to swim 
there — their kids have grown up so 
they don’t come anymore. And the 
newer families that have moved into 
town never see anyone swimming 
there and presume there must be 
something wrong with the water. So 
the beach just sits there, unused,” 
says Swartz. “It’s really too bad.” 

Clarence Borggaard thinks the 
effort to reopen the beach started 
this past January at a Winchester 
Rotary Club meeting. “When Tabbi, 
Swartz and Keats said the water was 
perfectly swimmable, that was good 
enough for me,” recalls Borg¬ 
gaard.” I jumped up and, to put my 
money where my mouth is. said I 
would donate $100 right there to 
reopen the beach. Swartz came out 
with a $100 bill to match mine. 

“The Rotary said let’s help raise 
the money we need to reopen the 
beach, and we'll call it the Borg¬ 


gaard Beach Fund. And we were off 
and running.” Borggaard recalls. 

Randy Swartz. Larry Keats, Clar¬ 
ence Borggaard, Joe Tabbi, Jerry 
Cura and others came together 
under Paul Albiani’s leadership to 
do what they could to make the 
Wedge Pond beach more attractive. 
Cura has put a petition together for 
the conservation commission so that 
sand can be put down. “I hope the 
commission will give us the permit 
we need The area has been a beach 
for over 60 years, and we are not 
proposing any new modifications,” 
Cura adds. 

Borggaard continues to raise 
donations, and others have started 
contacting volunteers to help with 
the physical work that is required. 

The beach house needs cleaning 
and painting, along with plumbing 
and carpentry work ; the beach itself 
needs weeding, raking and the addi¬ 
tion of several hundred tons of new 
sand. Albiani and the committee are 
hoping to make the Wedge Pond 
beach a focus for community 
improvement activities this spring. 
“The Boy Scouts, the high school 
junior class, in fact, lots of groups 
are stepping to the plate to help spiff 
this place up.” says Albiani. “We 
are trying to get as much volunteer 
help as we can and use private 
monies to pay for most of the 
improvements. With Mr. Borg- 
gaard’s help we have already raised 
$10,000,” Albiani adds. “But we are 
also going to Town Meeting with a 
warrant article. We need Town 
funds to pay for a full-time life guard 
at the beach this summer.” 

“The beach area is totally swimm¬ 
able and is a great place for the 
people of Winchester to come,” says 
Tabbi. The committee agrees. 

Members of the Winchester com¬ 
munity who gets hot and sticky in 


July and August and had been look¬ 
ing for a place to cool off and swim, 
will now be able to spend the sum¬ 
mer at the Wedge Pond beach
